Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  joint  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  one  member  from  the  second  branch,  and  two  members  of 
the  first  branch,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  for  the  printing 
of  an  edition  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  revised  edition  of  the 
ordinances,  and  that  one  copy  be  furnished  to  each  officer  of  the  corporation  and 
justice  of  the  peace  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  that  the  remainder  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  register,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  mayor  and  city  council. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  volume  contain  such  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of 
assembly,  as  may  be  considered  necessary  for  ordinary  reference.  A  list  of  all 
acts  relating  to  the  city  of  Baltimore.  The  ordinances  of  the  city,  the  titles 
whereof  are  enumerated  in  an  ordinance,  entitled  'an  ordinance  to  continue  in 
force  certain  ordinances  therein  mentioned,  and  to  repeal  others,'  passed  at  the 
present  session.  The  ordinances  of  the  present  session.  The  resolutions  of  the 
present  session.  An  index  to  the  whole.  The  customary  lists  of  officers,  and 
the  annual  reports  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
employ  Charles  Z.  Lucas,  to  select  such  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  assembly,  as 
are  proper  to  be  inserted  in  the  book  of  revised  ordinances ;  to  prepare  a  list  of 
all  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  the  city,  and  to  make  an  index  to  the  whole.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  To  establish  a 
of  Baltimore,  That  the   Seal  heretofore   provided  and   used,  s?al    for    the 
whose  impression  is  a  representation  of  the  Baltimore  Monu-  ciy' 
ment,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  estahlished  and  declared  to  have 
been  and  now  to  be  the  seal  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  Elections. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Penalty  for 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person,  at  any  election  illegal  voting 
hereafter  to  be  held  for  any  corporation  purposes,  having  voted 
once,  shall  offer  to  vote  again  in  the  same  ward,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  offence,  and  if  any 
person  shall  offer  to  vote  in  any  name  not  his  own,  or  in  place 
of  any  other  person  of  the  same  name,  or  shall  offer  to  vote  in 
any  ward  in  which  he  does  not  reside,  or  residing  out  of  the 
city,  shall  offer  to  vote  at  any  such  election,  he  shall  forfeit 
twenty  dollars,  and  in  either  case  the  offender  may  be  imme- 
diately apprehended  therefor,  by  a  warrant  of  the  justice  of 
the  peace  issued  in  the  name  of  the  mayor  and  city  council 
of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  For  voting 
shall  vote  twice  at  one  election,  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars.  twice- 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  of 
any  vacancy  happening   in    the   city  council,  the   mayor   is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  immediately  to  issue  his  war 
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rant  to  the  judges  of  election  in  the  ward  where  such  vacancy 
shall  happen,  authorizing  and  directing  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them  to  hold  an  election  in  said  ward,  to  fill  up  such  vacancy, 
and  the  judges  shall  give  three  days  public  notice  previous  to 
said  election,  of  the  time  and  place  in  said  ward  of  holding 
such  election. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  election 
of  the  several  wards  shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  each  ward 
as  the  judges  in  their  discretion  shall  deem  convenient  for 
holding  the  same.  And  the  judges  and  clerks  shall  have  and 
receive  for  their  services,  in  lieu  of  all  other  expenses  attending 
such  elections,  two  dollars  each,  which  the  register  of  the 
city  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  judges 
of  elections  shall  within  three  days  after  each  election  make 
return  thereof,  and  deposite  their  polls  with  the  register  of  the 
city,  to  be  by  him  safe  kept  with  the  records  of  his  office ; 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  either  branch  of  the  city 
council  with  the  said  return  if  required,  and  the  same  again 
to  receive  and  deposite  in  his  office.  And  the  register  neglect- 
ing to  comply  with  the  duties  herein  directed,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  neglect. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  one  half  for  the 
informer  and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  city.

An   Ordinance  relative  to  Members  and   Clerks  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  member  of  the  city  council 
shall  neglect  to  appear  at  the  hour  of  meeting,  in  the  branch 
of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  shall  after  appearance  absent 
himself  before  the  hour  of  adjournment,  without  leave  first 
obtained  of  the  president  of  the  branch  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing two  dollars  for  each  offence,  unless  he  be  excused  as  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  incurred  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  deducted  out 
of  any  allowance  due  to  the  member  incurring  the  same,  and 
if  such  member  shall  not  have  due  unto  him  a  sum  sufficient 
to  discharge  and  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  as 
aforesaid,  the  balance  or  sum  remaining  due  shall  and  may  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures  are 
and  may  be  collected. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  after  the 
attendance  of  the  member  in  his  place,  who  may  have  been

absent,  he  may  be  required  by  any  member  10  assign  the  cause  How  excused 
of  such  absence,  and  after  stating  the  same,  he  shall  forthwith 
withdraw,  and  such  fine  shall  be  imposed  upon  him  for  his 
non-attendance  as  to  that  branch  of  the  city  council,  of 
which  he  may  be  a  member,  shall  appear  right,  not  exceeding 
the  said  two  dollars,  or  excused,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  mem-  Absence  du- 
ber  shall  not  attend  during  the   session   of  the  city  council,  nnS  se5Slon- 
he  shall  transmit  to  the  president  of  the  branch  of  which  he  is 
a  member,  a  satisfactory  excuse  in  writing  during  the  session, 
or  he  may  be  fined  in  the  discretion  of  his  branch,  not  exceed- 
ing two  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  he  shall  so  absent  himself. 

Sec.   5.   And  be   it  enacted  and  ordained,    That   neither  Adjournment. 
branch  shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  for  a 
longer  time  than  one  day  during  the  session. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  members  Compensa- 
of  the  city  council,  shall  severally  receive  one  dollar  and  fifty  tlon- 
cents  as  a  compensation  for  each  day's  attendance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  Duty  of 
the  duty  of  each  of  the  chief  clerks  of  the  city  council,  within  clerks. 
ten  days  after  each  and  every  session,  to  deliver  in  person,  to 
the  register  of  the  city,  .the  journal  of  his  respective  branch 
of  the  city  council,  also  ail  petitions,  memorials,  messages, 
reports  and  communications  of  every  description,  which  may 
have  been  received  during  the  session,  and  which  may  be  in 
his  possession  at  the  close  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said.clerk  To  endorse 
shall,  before  they  deliver  the  papers  aforesaid,  endorse  each  PaPer3- 
and  every  one  in  a  proper  manner,  and  file  them  in  separate 
bundles. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  To  furnish 
their  duty  to  furnish  the  printer  who  may  be  selected  by  the  proceedings, 
register  to  print  the  journals  of  the  councils,  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  branch,  together  with  all  petitions,  memo- 
rials, communications,  messages,  reports  of  committees,  and 
such  other  documents  as  shall  be  directed  to  be  printed. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.,  That  the  chief  Per  diem 
clerks  of  the  city  council,  shall  on  the  last  day  of  every  ses- 
sion, lay  before  their  respective  branches  a  per  diem  sheet, 
with  the  name  of  every  member,  the  number  of  days  he  has 
attended  as  recorded  on  their  journals,  for  the  past  year,  and 
the  amount  carried  out  to  each  name,  and  shall  furthermore 
deliver  said  sheet  to  the  register  of  the  city  within  five  days 
after  each  session. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  oidained,  That  the  clerk  of  chief  clerk, 
the  second  branch  be,  and  he  is  hereby  constituted  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  two  branches,  when  in  convention,  and  as  such 
shall  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  a  convention,  notify* 
the  mayor  of  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any  nomination  and 
all  appointments  made  by  said  convention.

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An  Ordinance  relaiive  to  the  Public  Debt  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  elect- 
ed by  a  convention  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  two 
persons  of  experience  and  integrity,  who,  in  conjunction  with 
the  mayor,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
finance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  m  case  of 
vacancy  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
mayor  to  supply  such  vacancy,  and  the  person  or  persons  thus 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  shall  remain  in  office  until  an  elec- 
ton  by  a  convention  as  aforesaid  shall  have  taken  place. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  certificates 
of  city  stock  shall  be  issued  in  the  following  form,  viz  :

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  certificates 
of  stock  shall  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  each  ;  and  that  they  shall  only  be  transferable  at  the 
mayor's  office,  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  or  register,  by 
the  proprietor  or  proprietors  thereof,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal 
representative. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  before  the 
register  shall  issue  any  such  certificate  of  stork  he  shall  receive 
the  money,  for  which  the  same  may  be  issued,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed to  apply  the  said  money  to  the  purposes  for  which  the 
issue  of  certificates  was  authorized — unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  any  special  ordinance,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  register  to  obtain  the  written  opinion  of  the 
city-attorney  to  that  effect,  previous  to  issuing  any  certificate 
of  stock  required  by  such  special  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  register  to  open  and  keep  regular  and  correct  loan 
books  for  the  registry  and  transfer  of  city  stock,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioners  of  finance  to  make  up  lists  of 
its  proprietors  in  time  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest, 
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and  to  pay  and  take  receipts  therefor,  and  for  these  purposes 
the  transfer  books  shall  be  closed  ten  days  previous  to  each 
day  on  which  the  interest  is  made  payable. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  faith  of  Redemption 
the  corporation   and  its   corporate   property  be  and   they  are  °  stoc  " 
hereby  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the  stock,  and  payment 
of  interest  thereon,  quarter-yearly,  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  sum  of  Sinking  fund. 
six  thousand  dollars  be  annually  appropriated  in  aid  of  the 
sinking   fund,  to  be   paid  to  the  commissioners  of  finance ; 
one  half  on  the  first  day  of  July,  and  the  other  half  on  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  such  sum  as  Interest, 
may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  pub- 
lic debt,  be  included  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  this  and  every 
subsequent  year. 

Sec.   10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  such  City  debt,  how 
payments  as   may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  said  commis-  t(^b®ddls" 
sioners   to  discharge  or  reimburse  any  demands  against  the        5 
city,  on  account  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  the  debt  which 
shall  be  actually  due,  in  conformity  to  the  engagements  of  the 
city,  shall  be  made  at  such  times  in  each  year  as  will  enable 
the  commissioners  faithfully  and  punctually  to  comply  with 
such  engagements. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever  in  Surplus  in 
any  year  there  shall  be  a  surplus  in  the  sinking  fund  beyond  sinking  fund. 
the  amount  of  interest  and  principal,  which  may  be  actually 
due  and  payable  by  the  city  in  such  year,  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
the  city  debt  at  its  market  price,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
report  annually,  in  the  second  week  in  January,  to  the  city 
council,  their  proceedings  under  this  ordinance,  and  specify 
particularly  the  amount  received  from  the  register,  the  amount 
paid  for  interest  and  for  principal,  and  the  amount  of  principal 
still  due.  And  they  shall  further  report,  the  number  of  certi- 
ficates and  the  amount  of  each  that  may  have  been  discharged 
or  purchased ;  and  the  date  and  prices  at  which  they  were 
purchased,  and  the  names  of  the  parties  from  whom. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  Accounts  of 
the  duty  of  the  city  council,  at  its  annual  session,  to  appoint  tlle  co*nims- 
a  joint  committee  of  both  branches  to  examine  the  accounts  of 
the  commissioners  of  finance,  and  report  thereon  to  the  coun- 
cil, and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  cancel  and  destroy  all  certifi- 
cates of  public  debt,  which  by  payment  or  otherwise  have  or 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  commis-  Authorized  to 
sioners  of  finance  shall  be  authorized  to  lend  on  interest  any  loan»onstocks- 
money  in  their  hands  applicable  to  the  extinguishment  of  debt, 
upon  the  hypothecation  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months 
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of  stocks  of  the  United  States,  state  of  Maryland  and  City 
scrip. 
To  lease  city  Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  board  of 
property.  commissioners  of  finance,  may  whenever  in  their  opinion  it 
is  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  city,  lease  any  part  of  the 
public  property  which  is  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the 
public  debt,  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  such  leases  towards  the 
object  of  the  sinking  fund.  Provided,  that  no  lease  shall  in 
any  case  be  made  without  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the 
mayor,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  necessary 
conveyances  to  the  lessees.

countersigned  by  the  mayor  and  drawn  to  the  order  of  some 
person  or  persons  having  authorized  claims  against  the  city 
and  for  the  exact  amount  thereof,  which  he  shall  regularly 
enter  in  a  bank  book,  particularly  stating  the  date,  the  name  of 
the  person  or  persons,  and  the  amount;  and   it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  keep  regular  and  correct  accounts  in  a  book  or  books,  Accounts.

Collector  to  Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 

be  appointed.  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed 
a  Collector  of  the  city  of  Baltimore;  who,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond  to  the  corporation, 
with  securities  to  he  approved  by  the  mayor  and  the  presidents 
of  the  two  branches  of  the  council,  or  two  of  them,  the  mayor 
being  one,  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  him,  and  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  acts  of 
assembly  or  ordinances  of  the  city,  passed  or  to  be  passed, 
and  for  the  payment  on  the  first  and  third  Monday  of  each 
month,  to  the  register,  or  to  such  other  officer  or  officers  as 
may  be  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  of  such  sums  of  money 
as  he  may  have  received  in  the  course  of  his  several  collec- 
tions. And  the  collector  at  the  lime  of  making  the  payments 
aforesaid,  shall  render  to  the  register  or  other  officer  receiving 
the  same,  a  statement,  on  oath,  of  all  moneys  received  by  said 
collector  since  the  last  payment.

An  Ordinance   to  Regulate   the  Public  Wharves   within   the   City  of 

Baltimore. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
articles  subject  to  inspection  only  excepted,  which  may  be 
placed  on  any  public  wharf,  shall  be  removed  on  the  same  day 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty -five  cents  for  every  foot  the  same 
may  occupy  of  the  length  of  the  wharf,  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  foot  for  every  day  which  the  said  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, or  any  part  thereof  may  remain  on  said  wharf. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  subject  to  inspection,  lumber  included, 
which  may  be  landed  on  any  of  the  public  wharves,  except 
lumber  on  Jones'  falls,  shall  be  removed  on  the  day  on  which 
the  same  may  be  landed,  or  within  two  days  thereafter,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty-five  cents  for  every  foot  which  the  same 
or  any  part  thereof  may  occupy,  of  the  length  of  the  wharf, 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  foot  for  every  day  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  may  remain  after  three  days,  to  be  recovered  of 
the  captain,  agent,  consignee,  or  owner  of  the  vessel  or  goods. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  firewood  to  remain  on  any  public  wharf  more 
than  two  days,  under  the  same  penalties  as  are  imposed  by 
the  last  section,  for  other  articles  remaining  more  than  three 
days.

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prietor  or  agent  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  who 
shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, so  as  to  obstruct  the  passage  aforesaid,  and  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same  when  required  so  to  do 
by  the  harbour-master  or  either  of  his  deputies,  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  a  farther  sum  of  five  dollars 
for  each  day  the  same  may  remain  thereafter. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  wharves 
in  front  of  the  several  tobacco  warehouses,  shall  be  reserved 
for  the  accommodation  of  vessels  and  scows  bringing  and 
taking  tobacco  to  and  from  said  warehouses,  provided,  that  the 
usual  tonnage  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
the  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents  of  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  landed  on  any  of  the  city  wharves,  cannot  be 
ascertained  by  the  harbour-master,  after  said  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  have  been  landed  thereon  forty -eight  hours,  that 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  harbour-master,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  remove  said  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  and 
deposite  the  same  in  some  convenient  and  safe  place,  and  to 
detain  said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  until  the  owner  or 
owners,  agent  or  agents  thereof,  shall  pay  the  expense  of 
removing  and  storing  the  same. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  harbour- 
masters be  authorized  to  sell  any  property  which  may  be 
removed  by  them  from  any  of  the  wharves  of  the  city,  and 
detained  under  the  last  section,  having  first  given  at  least 
thirty  days  notice  of  any  such  sale ;  and  pay  the  proceeds  to 
the  register  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  har- 
bour-masters be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
to  cause  all  water-melons  and  fruits,  to  be  removed  from  the 
public  wharves  whenever  they  shall  become  a  nuisance:  And 
the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  water-melons  or  fruits,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
they  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same,  after  being 
notified. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
harbour-masters  shall  not  permit  any  cart  or  other  vehicle  to 
stand  on  any  of  the  public  wharves  of  this  city,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  retailing  fruits  or  other  articles,  but  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  as  soon  as  loaded;  and  in  case  of  neglect 
or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  having  charge  of  the 
same,  to  remove  when  required  by  the  harbour-master,  or 
either  of  them,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  for  each  and  every  hour  such  cart  or  other  vehicle  shall 
remain  after  the  notice  for  its  removal.

Sec.  1.    Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by   the    Mayor   and  Board  of 
City    Council  of  Baltimore,    That    there    shall    be    annually  health  and

appointed  three  commissioners  ot  health  and  one  consulting  physician Tto 
physician,  and  that  the  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  the  be  appointed 
board  of  health ;  and  with   the  approbation  of  the  mayor,  are  annually- 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  lay  off  and  divide  the  city 
into   three  districts,   and  the  duties  of  each  district  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  mayor  to  one  of  the  commissioners  who  shall 
reside  within  the  same. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Meetings  of 
board  of  health  shall  meet  twice  in  every  week,  between  the  JJie ltbhoard  of 
first  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November,  and  once  in

ledge, and  of  the  place  of  residence  of  the  person  or  persons 
so  affected,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  case  or  cases 
shall  come  to  his  knowledge  ;  and  that  the  board  of  health 
furnish  annually  to  each  practising  physician,  a  copy  of  this 
section.

or  offensive  matter,  he  or  she  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  per- 
son having  a  hog  or  hogs  in  any  sty,  shall  keep  the  same  in 
such  manner  that  the  stench  and  filth  thereof  shall  become 
offensive  to,  and  annoy  any  neighbour  or  other  person,  the 
person  so  keeping  his  or  her  hog  or  hogs  as  aforesaid,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  one  dollar;  and  the 
further  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  day  the  same 
shall  be  suffered  to  remain.

noxious  effluvia  or  any  offensive  smell  arising  from  the  same, 
under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence,  together  with  the  expense  of  removing  the 
same.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  Ly  the  Mayor  and  City  Carriages  to 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  drivers  of  all  carriages  of  bur-  keep  to  the

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  shall  cause  or  procure  a  false  entry  to  be  made  of  any 
such  carriage,  boat  or  scow,  or  after  a  true  entry,  shall  alter 
the  number  of  his  carriage,  boat  or  scow,  being  registered,  or 
not  having  a  license,  shall  permit  a  number  to  be  fixed  to, 
or  remain  on  his  or  her  carriage,  boat  or  scow,  he  or  she  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence',  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  owner  of 
any  carriage  shall  use  the  same  in  carrying  or  transporting  any 
person  or  persons  within  the  said  city,  for  hire  or  pay,  unless 
such  owner  shall  appear  at  the  office  of  the  register,  and  make 
entry  and  take  out  license  as  aforesaid,  and  number  such  car- 
riage on  the  middle  panel  of  each  side,  with  plain  and  conspi- 
cuous figures,  and  the  same  renew  annually;  and  such  owner 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  other  rules  and  regulations  herein 
contained  respecting  wagoners,  carters  and  draymen,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  same  forfeitures  and  penalties,  upon  the  non- 
compliance or  violation  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  wagons 
and  carts,  the  felloes  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  of  the  breadth 
or  guage  of  four  inches  from  side  to  side,  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  on  wagons  and  carts  by 
the  act  of  assembly,  passed  at  November  session,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  an  act  for  the  more 
effectual  paving  the  streets  of  Baltimore  town  in  Baltimore 
county,  and  for  other  purposes;  and  also  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  license  agreeably  to  this  ordinance,  without  any 
expense  whatever,  except  the  numbering  such  wagon  or  cart.

An  Ordinance  for  the  Inspection  of  Flaxseed. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Flaxseed  to  be 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  flaxseed  exported  from  the  city     inspected, 
of  Baltimore,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  view  and  examination 
of  an  inspector  to  be  annually  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  Manner  in 
be  lawful  for  any  person  whatsoever,  to  export,  ship  or  lade  on  jj"??  ltsha11 
board  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  for  exportation,  any  flaxseed,  es  ippe 
unless  the  same  be  well  cleaned,  sound  and  merchantable, 
packed  in  casks  made  of  oak  staves,  sound  and  well  seasoned, 
tightened  with  fourteen  hoops,  and  nailed  with  four  nails  in 
each  chine  hoop,  and  four  nails  in  each  upper  bilge  hoop, 
sufficient  in  every  respect  to  hold  flaxseed,  and  of  the  follow- 
ing dimensions,  to  wit :  the  length  of  the  stave  to  be  thirty- 
two  inches,  the  diameter  of  the  head  to  be  twenty-three  inches, 
and  the  canting  pieces  of  one  head  of  each  cask  to  be  seasoned 
oak,  and  to  contain  seven  bushels  of  flaxseed,  in  casks  of 
thirty  inches,  the  length  of  the  stave,  and  the  diameter  of 
each  head  seventeen  inches,  tightened  with  fourteen  hoops, 
sufficiently  nailed  with  four  nails  in  each  chine  hoop,  and 
three  nails  in  each  upper  bilge  hoop,  and  the  canting  pieces  of 
one  head  of  each  cask  to  be  of  seasoned  oak,  and  to  contain 
three  and  one-half  bushels  of  flaxseed,  and  inspected  and 
branded  agreeably  to  this  ordinance,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  cask  so  exported,  or  laden  on  board  any  ship 
or  vessel  for  exportation. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  flaxseed  To  be  branded 
packed   or  put  up  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  exportation,  Wltn  packer's 
shall  be  by  the  person  or  persons  who  clean  and  prepare  the  name* 
same,  branded  on  the  head  with  the  initials  of  the  christian 
name,  and  the  surname  at  full  length,  of  such  person  or  per- 
sons, in  letters  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  length, 
under  a  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  omission. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of 
duty  of  the  inspector  of  flaxseed,  to  examine  and  inspect  all  inspector. 
and  every  cask  and  half-cask  of  flaxseed  intended  for  exporta- 
tion, and  for  this  purpose  he  may  open  one  or  more  casks  or 
half-casks,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  he  thinks  necessary,  but  at 
least  one  out  of  twenty  he  inspects,  and  shall  measure  the 
flaxseed  contained  in  them,  and  ascertain  whether  the  just 
quantity  of  bushels  and  half-bushels  is  in  each  and  every  of 
the  said  casks  and  half-casks,  and  shall  bore  every  cask  and 
half  cask  to  examine  and  determine  the  quality  of  such  flax- 
seed, and  on  each  cask  or  half-cask  he  shall  brand  the  initials 
of  his  christian  name,  and  his  surname  at  full  length,  in  a  dis- 
tinguishable manner,  and  shall  besides  describe  the  quality  of 
such  flaxseed,  that  is  to  say :  on  each  cask  or  half-cask  of 
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flaxseed,  being  of  the  first  quality,  he  shall  brand  thereon,  the 
word  first;  and  on  each  cask  or  half-cask  of  the  second 
quality,  he  shall  brand  thereon  the  word  second. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  in  case  the 
said  inspector  shall  find  that  all  or  any  or  either  of  the  said 
casks  have  not  contained  the  just  and  true  quantity  of  flax- 
seed as  aforesaid,  the  inspector  shall,  besides  the  regular  fees 
for  inspection,  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  cleaner,  owner 
or  shipper  of  such  flaxseed,  for  his  trouble  of  measuring  the 
same,  one  dollar  for  every  cask,  and  fifty  cents  for  every  half- 
cask  so  measured. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspec- 
tor of  flaxseed,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  shall  not  be 
engaged  in  buying  or  selling  any  flaxseed,  either  on  his  own 
account,  or  on  account  of  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever, 
nor  be  engaged  in- the  cleaning  of  flaxseed,  cr  interested  in 
any  way  in  the  business  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  cask 
containing  flaxseed,  which  shall  be  of  the  dimensions,  and 
made  in  the  manner  required  by  this  ordinance,  and  which, 
according  to  the  inspector's  best  judgment  is  merchantable 
and  fit  for  exportation,  shall  be  by  said  inspector  branded  on 
the  head  thereof,  with  public  brand  marks,  to  be  by  him  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  with  letters  at  least  three-fourths  of 
an  inch  in  length,  with  the  words  ^  Baltimore  Flaxseed?  and 
the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be  inspected  ;  and  the  said 
inspector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as  a  compensation,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  for  each  and  every  cask  thus  inspected  and 
branded,  and  no  more. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person 
shall  counterfeit  any  brand  belonging  to  or  used  by  said 
inspector,  or  shall  empty  any  cask  containing  flaxseed  inspect- 
ed and  branded  as  by  this  ordinance  is  required,  and  put  in 
other  flaxseed  without  first  cutting  out  the  said  brands,  the 
person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  person 
who  shall  be  appointed  inspector  of  flaxseed,  shall,  before  he 
enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office  make  oath  or  affirmation,  as 
the  case  may  be,  before  the  mayor,  that  he  will  faithfully  exe- 
cute the  duties  of  his  office  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  pack  flaxseed  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  it  to  any 
place  within  the  United  States,  in  casks  and  half-casks,  of  the 
description  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  without  cleaning  the 
same,  and  to  ship  the  same  accordingly,  any  thing  in  this  ordi- 
nance  to   the   contrary  notwithstanding:   Provided,   that   the 
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same  shall  be  first  inspected  and  branded  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  this  ordinance,  except  that  the  word  rough  shall  be 
substituted  for  the  word  first  or  second;  And  provided,  that 
all  the  regulations  and  penalties,  not  relating  to  cleaning  flax- 
seed, or  branding  it  first  or  second,  shall  be  in  force,  with 
regard  to  all  flaxseed  packed  or  shipped  under  this  section.

Sec.   1.   Be  it  enacted   and   ordained  by   the    Mayor   and  inspector  to 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  person  well  skilled  in  the  be  appointed. 
quality  of  pot  and  pearl  ashes  be  annually  appointed  inspector 
thereof,  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  who  shall   not  directly  or 
indirectly,  by  himself  or  any  other  person  or  persons  for  him, 
speculate  in  or  monopolize  pot  or  pearl  ashes,  during  the  time  Who  shall  not 
he  continues  inspector  of  the  same,  on  his  own  account,  or  peari  ashes °r 
upon  the  account  of  any  other  person  or  persons  whomsoever, 
under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspector  To  rent  a 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  rent,  at  his  own  expense,  a  house  for 
suitable  house  for   the  purpose  of  inspecting  pot  and    pearl  insPec 
ashes,  in   some  convenient  part   of  the  city  :   Provided,  the 
same  do   not  subject   the  vender  to  more   drayage  than  five 
cents  on  each  cask,  or  twenty  cents  per  dray  load  ;  all  drayage 
over  those  rates  to  be  paid  by  the  inspector. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That   when  any  All  pot  and 
pot  or  pearl  ashes  shall  be  brought  to  the  city  in  cask  or  casks,  Pearl  a?hesto 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  it  is  such  house. 
brought,"  to  notify  the  inspector  of  its  arrival  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable thereafter  ;  and  it  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  any  and 
every  person  or  persons  in  whose  possession  it  may  be,  to  carry 
the  same  to  the  inspection  house,  within  five  days  after  its 
arrival,  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  inspection,  and  any  per- 
son who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  everyday 
that  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall  continue. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  pot  and  Mode  of 
pearl  ashes,  before  being  offered  for  sale,  shall   be  inspected  inspection, 
with  the  usual  chemical  tests  used  in  such  cases. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  Casks  to  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  inspector,  to  start  all  pot  or  pearl  ashes  coopered  and 
out  of  the  casks,  and  carefully  examine,  try,  and  inspect  the  branded' 
same,  and  sort  it  into  three  different  qualities,  if  necessary,  and 
shall  put  each  sort  or  quality  by  itself  into  tight  casks,  well 
hooped  and  coopered,  which  he  shall  distinguish  and  brand  in 
plain  legible  letters,  with  the  words  'first,'  'second,'  or  'third 
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quality  Baltimore  pot  or  pearl  ashes,'  as  the  case  may  be, 
together  with  the  letters  of  his  name  at  full  length  on  each  of 
the  casks,  and  also  shall  weigh  and  mark,  with  a  marking 
iron,  on  each  cask,  the  gross  weight  thereof,  as  well  as  the  tare 
of  the  cask,  for  which  service  the  said  inspector  shall  have  and 
receive  twenty-five  cents  for  every  one  hundred  and  twelve 
pounds  weight  so  inspected,  to  be  paid  by  the  vender  thereof, 
and  if  any  such  cask  or  casks  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector,  be  unfit  for  shipping,  they  shall  be  put  in  merchan- 
table order,  which  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  vender. 
Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
the  inspector  shall,  on  examination  of  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes, 
submitted  to  him  for  inspection,  discover  any  fraud,  either  by 
mixture  of  stone,  lime,  salt  or  any  other  improper  substance 
whatever,  he  shall  mark  the  cask  containing  such  adulterated 
ashes,  with  a  broad  arrow;  and  if  any  person  shall  offer  or 
expose  for  sale,  any  ashes  so  condemned  as  aforesaid,  for  any 
other  than  condemned  ashes,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  cask  so  exposed  for  sale. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  the  inspector  to  charge  any  storage  for  pot  or 
pearl  ashes,  which  shall  not  have  been  in  his  possession 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  same  shall  have  been  inspected 
and  the  weigh  note  delivered,  nor  to  charge  higher  than  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  per  cask  for  each  month  or  fraction  of  a 
month. 

Sect.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  ship  or  export  any  pot 
or  pearl  ashes,  which  shall  not  have  been  inspected  and  brand- 
ed according  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  sell,  use,  ship  or  export,  or  dispose  of  in  any 
manner  whatsoever,  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes  not  inspected  and 
branded  as  aforesaid,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every 
one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds  weight. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person 
shall  counterfeit  any  of  the  brand  marks  aforesaid  of  the  said 
inspector,  or  impress  or  brand  the  same  on  any  cask  of  pot  or 
pearl  ashes,  knowing  such  brand,  mark  or  impression  to  be 
counterfeit,  or  if  any  person  shall  empty  any  cask  of  pot  or 
pearl  ashes,  branded  as  aforesaid,  with  intention  to  put  in 
other  pot  or  pearl  ashes  for  sale  or  inspection,  without  first 
cutting  out  the  said  brand  marks  and  submitting  it  for  inspec- 
tion as  aforesaid,  every  such  person  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall,  for  each  olfence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  the 
said  inspector  shall  by  sickness  or  other  cause  be  rendered 
incapable  of  discharging  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall 
employ  a  substitute  or  deputy,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
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mayor,  to  attend  to  the  same  during  sickness  or  other  inca- 
pacity, and  the  inspector  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  as  in  case  he  was  the  acting  officer.

,  less  than  fifty  bushels,  and  fifty  cents  if  more  than  fifty 
;  bushels. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  measurer  M 
of  charcoal  shall  either  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned  in  to  deal, 
the  purchase  or  sale  of  charcoal  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  p     ,     f 
bringing  charcoal  to  the  city  for  sale,  in  any  wagon,  cart  or  fraud. 
other  carriage,  and  shall   practise  any  device  or  fraud  to  de- 
ceive in  quantity,   the  driver  of  such   wagon,  cart   or  other 
carriage,  shall  forfeit  and   pay  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  any  person  charcoal  may 
may  retail  charcoal,  out  of  any  wagon,  cart  or  other  carriage,  be  retailed. 
in   any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  the  city,  by  applying 
to  the  register  for  a  license,  to  that  effect,  for  which  the  person 
so   applying  shall   pay  two  dollars;  and  if  any  person  shall 
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sell  or  offer  for  sale,  charcoal  by  retail  without  first  obtaining 
such  license,  he  shall   forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence 
two  dollars.

An  Ordinance  for  the  Inspection  of  Turpentine. 

Sec.  1.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  person,  well  skilled  in  the 
quality  of  raw  turpentine,  shall  be  annually  appointed  inspec- 
tor thereof,  who  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  purchase  or 
sell  any  raw  turpentine  during  the  time  he  continues  inspector, 
under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  raw  tur- 
pentine brought  to  the  city  for  sale,  shall  be  inspected,  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  export, 
ship  or  lade  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  for  exportation,  any 
raw  turpentine,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first  inspected 
and  marked  with  a  marking  iron  in  plain  legible  numbers, 
'first,'  'second,'  'third,'  as  the  quality  may  be,  on  the  quarters 
of  each  cask,  together  with  the  initials  of  the  inspector's 
name,  and  the  letters  BS,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  cask. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspector 
shall  not  mark  any  cask  unless  the  same  shall  be  full,  tight 
and  merchantable;  all  raw  turpentine  shall  be  marked,  viz:  if 
dippings,  'first  quality,'  if  mixed,  'second,' if  scraped 'third  ;' 
and  the  inspector  shall  receive  for  his  compeirsation  for  each 
cask  so  inspected,  six  and  a  quarter  cents. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  person 
that  shall  have  been  appointed  or  may  be  appointed  inspector 
of  raw  turpentine,  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his 
office,  make  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  before  the 
mayor,  that  he  will  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  his  office 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  ordinance,  and  according  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability.

An  Ordinance  for  the  Inspection  of  White  Oak  Staves  in  the  City  of 

Baltimore. 

Sec.  I.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  inspectors  of 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there   shall   be   appointed,  staves  to  be 
annually,  five  inspectors  of  white  oak  staves   and  heading,  aPPointed- 
three  for  that  part  of  the  city  east  of  Jones'  falls,  and  two  for 
that  part  of  the  city  west  of  said  falls,  and  the  inspectors  be- 
fore  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  office  shall  seve- 
rally give  bond  with  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  mayor, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  make  oath  that 
they  will  execute  this  ordinance,  without  partiality  or  favour, 
to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  knowledge  ;  and  all  white  oak 
staves   and  heading  brought  into  the   city  for  sale,  shall  be 
inspected  by  said  inspectors,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.   And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  mer-  Thickness  of 
chantable  white  oak  pipe,  hogshead  and  barrel  stave,  shall  be     staves. 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick,  and  three  and  one-half  inches 
wide  in  the  narrowest  part,  clear  of  sap. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  pipe  Length,  &c. 
staves  shall  be  fifty-six  inches  long,  hogshead  staves  forty-two  of  staves. 
inches  long,  and  every  barrel  stave  thirty-two  inches  long: 
and  all  white  oak  hogshead  heading  shall  be  thirty  inches 
long,  five  inches  wide  in  the  narrowest  part,  clear  of  sap ; 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest  part :  and  all 
white  oak  barrel  heading  shall  be  eighteen  inches  long,  five 
inches  wide  in  the  narrowest  part,  clear  of  sap,  three-fourths 
of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest  part,  and  all  staves  and 
heading  shall  be  fit  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
designed. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspec-  Cuttings, 
tors  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  as  cullings,  all 
white  oak  staves  and  heading  by  them  inspected,  which  do 
not  answer  in  every  respect  to  the  description  contained  in  the 
previous  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  And   be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  of  inspectors  not 
the   inspectors  to  be    appointed   under   this    ordinance,  shall  to  deal  in 
purchase  any  white  oak   staves  or  heading,  excepting  such  staves- 
as   they   may  require   for   their  own  use,  they   shall   forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for.  each  and   every  such 
offence. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  Penalty  for 
or  persons,  shall  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased,  or  sell  or  selling  staves 
cause   to  be   sold,  any  white  oak  staves  or  heading,  without  not  inspected, 
having  them  inspected   by  the  inspector  or  inspectors  so  ap- 
pointed, he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
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of  five  dollars  for  every  hundred  pieces  so  bought  or  sold,  and 
in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  quantity. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  per- 
son or  persons  shall  mix  any  white  oak  staves  or  heading, 
which  have  been  adjudged  merchantable,  with  any  cullings 
or  with  any  white  oak  staves  or  heading  which  have  not  been 
inspected,  or  offer  for  sale  any  staves  or  heading  so  mixed,  he 
or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars,  for  every  hundred  pieces  so  mixed,  or  for  a  greater  or 
less  quantity. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  export  from  the  port  of  Baltimore,  any  staves 
or  heading  not  inspected  and  adjudged  merchantable,  agreeably 
to  this  ordinance,  or  attempt  to  export  by  lading  the  same  on 
board  of  any  scow,  boat  or  vessel,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  for  every  hundred 
pieces  so  exported  or  attempted  to  be  exported,  or  for  a  greater 
or  less  quantity. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
inspectors  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  the  white  oak  staves 
and  heading  by  them  inspected,  and  return  a  statement  there- 
of to  the  register  of  the  city,  and  the  said  inspector  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  inspecting  every 
ten  hundred  pieces  of  merchantable  staves,  seventy-five  cents 
for  every  ten  hundred  pieces  of  merchantable  hogshead  staves 
and  heading,  and  fifty  cents  for  every  ten  hundred  pieces  of 
merchantable  barrel  staves  and  heading;  one-half  thereof  to 
be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  the  other  half  by  the  seller;  and 
if  they  are  required  to  count  the  cullings,  they  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  one-half  the  above  rates  for  the  same.

An  Ordinance  relative  to  Salted  Fish. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person  or  person  shall  have 
about  or  upon  his,  her  or  their  premises,  or  in  any  warehouse 
or  tenement  at  anyone  time  between  the  first  day  of  June  and 
the  first  day  of  November,  a  greater  quantity  of  fish  than  one 
hundred  barrels  and  fifty  half-barrels,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  each  and  every  day,  for  each  and 
every  barrel  or  half  barrel  over  and  above  one  hundred  barrels 
and  fifty  half-barrels,  found  about  any  premises,  warehouse  or 
tenement. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fish  kept 
in  the  city,  shall  be  placed  under  a  roof  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  landing  and   inspection,  and   kept  under  cover, 
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under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  cents  a  barrel  or  half-barrel,  for 
each  and  every  day  the  same  may  remain  on  the  street  or 
wharves  of  the  city.

An  Ordinance  for  the  safe  keeping  of.  Gunpowder  within  the  City  of 

Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Keeper  to  be 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed  appointed. 
a  superintendent  or  keeper  of  gunpowder,  and  that  all  gun- 
powder brought  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  sale  or  deposite,  if 
brought  by  land,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  public  magazine  in  ah  gunpow- 
twelve  hours   thereafter,  and  if  brought  in  any  ship  or  other  derto  be 
vessel,  in  forty-eight  hours  after  breaking  bulk,  and  that  no  f^^^n" 
ship  or  other  vessel  (ships  of  war  only  excepted,)  bringing  or 
importing  gunpowder  into  the  port  or  harbour  of  Baltimore, 
over  and  above  the  quantity  actually  necessary  for  her  own 
consumption,  shall  approach,  lie  at  anchor  or  moor,  nearer  to 
any  part  of  said  city,  than  two  hundred  yards,  and  shall  not  Not  to  be 
discharge,  land  or  deliver  gunpowder  at  any  other  place  within  brought  near 
the  said  city,  than  at  the  wharf  of  the  magazine  aforesaid, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  cask  of  gunpow- 
der brought  on  board  such  vessel,  within  two  hundred  yards 
of  the  city,  discharged,  landed  or  delivered. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Keeper's  duty, 
superintendent  or  keeper  shall  attend  the  said  magazine  every 
day  (Sunday  excepted)  from  the  hour  of  nine  in  the  morning, 
until  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  receive  all  gunpowder  deliver- 
ed to  be  stored  in  the  said  magazine,  and  give  a  receipt  for  the 
same,  mentioning  the  marks  thereof;  and  he  shall  receive  the 
following  storage  for  all  gunpowder  delivered  at  the  said  storage, 
magazine,  to  wit:  for  every  barrel,  twelve  cents;  for  every 
half  barrel,  ten  cents,  and  for  every  quarter  barrel  eight  cents 
per  month  :  Provided,  that  the  storage  on  gunpowder  removed 
in  quantities  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  quarter  casks, 
within  fifteen  days  after  it  is  stored,  shall  be  four  cents  per 
quarter  cask. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  Further 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  collect  the  storage  on  all  duties, 
gunpowder  stored  in  the  said  magazine,  and  in  case  any  pow- 
der shall  remain  in  the  magazine  for  twelve  months  and 
upwards,  on  which  the  said  storage  shall  not  have  been  paid, 
the  mayor  may,  after  giving  public  notice  for  that  purpose,  sell 
at  public  sale  the  same,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  discharge  the  storage. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  person 
or  persons  shall  keep,  or  have  in  his,  her  or  their  possession, 
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within  the  limits  of  the  city,  any  quantity  of  gunpowder 
exceeding  two  quarter  barrels,  (which  shall  be  well  secured  in 
tin  cannisters)  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every 
barrel,  ten  dollars  for  every  half  barrel,  and  five  dollars  for 
every  quarter  barrel  above  the  quantity  allowed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  gun- 
powder so  deposited  in  the  magazine  aforesaid,  be  intended  for 
exportation,  it  shall  not  be  delivered  on  board  the  vessel 
intended  to  export  the  same,  (over  and  above  the  quantity  of 
two  quarter  barrels  as  aforesaid)  while  the  said  ship  or  vessel 
remains  at  any  wharf  within  the  city,  or  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  same,  but  shall  be  conveyed  from  the  said  maga- 
zine well  covered  and  secured,  with  a  sail,  canvass  or  cloth 
over  the  powder :  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  boat  or  vessel 
to  lie  within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  wharf  within  the  city, 
except  the  wharf  erected  at  the  public  magazine  aforesaid, 
with  gunpowder  on  board,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  cask,  for  each  and  every  of  the  said 
offences. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  person 
or  persons  shall  carry  or  convey  any  quantity  of  gunpowder  in 
or  through  the  city,  until  the  same  shall  first  be  secured  with 
a  good  bag  or  bags,  or  be  covered  wi'th  a  sail  or  other  cloth, 
under  or  around  it,  so  as  effectually  to  prevent  the  same  from 
scattering  or  sifting  out,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
every  cask. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  mayor 
or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  is  hereby  authorized  as  often  as  he 
shall  be  informed  upon  oath,  of  probable  cause  to  suspect  any 
person  or  persons  of  concealing  or  keeping  within  the  said 
city  any  quantity  of  gunpowder  over  and  above  two  quarter 
barrels  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a  search  warrant  to  examine  into 
the  truth  of  such  allegation  or  suspicion,  and  search  any  place 
whatever,  therein. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  super- 
intendent or  keeper  of  gunpowder  shall  enter  in  a  book,  which 
shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  register  for  that  purpose,  and 
which  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  all  gunpowder  stored 
in  the  magazine,  and  by  whom  stored  ;  and  that  he  shall,  on 
receiving  powder,  credit  the  person  storing  the  same  with  the 
quantity  thereof,  and  when  delivered  shall  charge  the  same, 
and  so  for  all  transfers,  and  that  he  shall  once  in  every  three 
months  make  returns  to  the  mayor  on  oath  of  all  powder  stored 
in  the  said  magazine,  and  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  on 
account  of  storage,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  register;  and  once 
in  every  month  at  least,  cause  all  the  powder  in  the  magazine 
to  be  turned  upside  down. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  super- 
intendent or  keeper  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  give  bond  with  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  of 
by  the  mayor,  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  in 
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the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
all  and  every  duty  directed  and  required  by  this  ordinance.

An  Ordinance  to  prevent  the  erection  of  Frame  and  Wooden  Buildings 
within  certain  limits,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec  1  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Buildin°-of 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it   shall   not  he  lawful   for   any  frame  houses 
person  or  persons  to  erect  or   build,  or  cause    to  be   erected  prohibited. 
or   built,  any  wooden  or  frame  building  within  the  limits  of 
direct  taxation,  as  prescribed  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  council,  under  the  authority  of  the  first 
section  of  the  act  of  assembly  entitled  'an  additional  act  relat- 
ing  to    the  city  of  Baltimore,'  passed  at  December   session, 
1S30,  except  such  as  shall  be  permitted  to  be  erected  under 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  building  Buildings 
shall  be  erected  or  put  up,  having  more  wood  on  the  outside  regulated, 
of  the  building  than  required  for  door  and  window  frames,  roof, 
eaves,  cornices,  doors,  shutters,  sash,  porticoes  and  wooden 
steps  to  the  first  floor  above  ground,  or  which  shall  have 
frames  or  posts  sunk  in  the  earth  or  placed  upon  any  other 
material,  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  exterior  thereof  by 
lathing  and  plastering  the  same,  and  buildings  so  erected  shall 
be  deemed  wooden  or  frame  buildings. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  F^Tf 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  assist  in  the  erection  or  building  of  assist  ia  their 
any  such  frame  or  wooden  building.  erection. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  person  Their  removal 
shall  remove  any  such  building  from  one  place  within  the  said    prohibited, 
limits  to  another,  without  the  permission  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council,  and  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
lots  first  had  and  obtained. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever  carpenters' 
any  owner  of  any  lot  of  ground  is  desirous  of  improving  the  sheds  may  be 
same,  by  the  erection  of  a  new  building  or  buildings  thereon,  erected- 
the  mayor  may  in  his  discretion  permit  the  owner  of  such  lot 
to  put  up  a  wooden  shed  on  the  same  or  a  neighbouring  lot, 
for  the  use  of  the  carpenters  employed  on  said  building,  while 
preparing  their  work.     Provided  however,  that  such  permis- 
sion shall  not  extend  to  a  longer  time,  than  until  the  building 
proposed  to  be  erected  shall  be  roofed  in,  and  the  floors  laid,  at 
which  time  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  on  which  such 
shed  has  been  put  up,  shall  cause  it  to   be  taken  down  and 
removed. 

Sec  G.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  nothing  con-  prfvfes, 
tained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  the 
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erection  of  frame  privies,  not  more  than  one  story  in  height, 
and  not  exceeding  five  feet  square,  which  are  hereby  permitted 
to  be  erected  and  put  up. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  hereafter  for  any  person  or  persons  to  enlarge  or 
cause  to  be  enlarged,  any  wooden  or  frame  building  of  any 
kind  whatever  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  by  elevating 
or  causing  to  be  elevated  the  height  of  the  same,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  any  person 
or  persons  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  any  preceding 
section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars,  and  a  further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  such  violation  shall  continue. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted,  and  ordained,  That  all  buildings 
which  shall  be  hereafter  erected  in  the  city,  of  brick  or  stone, 
shall  be  finished  with  party  walls  of  brick  or  stone,  at  least 
four  inches  thick,  extending  from  the  foundation  to  the  roof, 
and  also  with  parapet  or  fire  walls,  on  the  gable  ends  and  party 
walls,  or  shall  be  so  covered  with  copper,  zinc,  tin,  or  slate, 
brick  or  stone,  as  to  break  the  communication  from  one  roof 
to  another,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence, 
and  also  the  further  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every 
month  thereafter,  until  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  complied  with. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
hereafter  any  brick  or  stone  building  already  erected,  shall  be 
newly  roofed  or  covered,  it  shall  be  finished  with  parapet  or 
fire  walls  or  covered  in  like  manner,  as  new  buildings  are 
directed  to  be  done  by  the  preceding  section,  under  a  like 
penalty. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  person 
or  persons  shall  be  permitted  to  hang  or  place  any  lamp  or 
light  on  the  outside  of  any  wooden  building,  unless  such  lamp 
be  made  of  the  same  materials  as  the  city  lamps,  and  placed 
at  the  distance  of  two  feet  six  inches  from  such  wooden  build- 
ing ;  and  any  person  or  persons  offending  against  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  and  five  dollars  per  day  for 
every  day  they  shall  permit  such  lamp  to  remain. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  to  deposite  in  any

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  Flying  horses, 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  have  on  his,  her  or  &c.  rroniblted 
their  premises,  and  let,  hire  or  use  for  public  amusement,  any 
flying  horse  or  horses,  or  whirligig,  or  other  similar  machinery 
or  device  for  public  amusement,  by  whatever  name  it  may  be 
called,  and  every  person  or  persons  offending  in  the  premises, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  offence,  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  street  music 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  exhibit  or  play  on  any  instrument  of 
music,  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  the  city,  under  a 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  except  when 
required  for  military  parade,  burial  or  other  processions,  or 
serenading  parties. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  playing 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  play  at  bandy  or  ball,  to  fly  a  kite  bandy,  flying 
or  throw  a  stone,  or  any  other  missile  in  that  part  of  the  city        '    c' 
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comprehended  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  or  any 
street,  lane  or  alley  opened  for  public  use  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  swim  or  bathe  at  any  time  between 
the  hours  of  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  and.  eight  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  in  any  part  of  Jones'  falls,  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  or  in  any  part  of  the  basin,  from  County  wharf  to  the 
powder  house  wharf;  nor  shall  any  person,  on  the  Sabbath 
day,  bathe  or  swim  in  the  waters  of  Harris'  creek,  or  on  the 
north  side  of  the  spring  gardens,  between  the  hours  of  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  five  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  store-keeper,  confectioner,  or  oyster  house- 
keeper, or  porter  cellar  keeper,  within  the  city,  to  keep  open 
his,  her  or  their  store,  shop  or  cellar,  for  the  purpose  of  trade 
or  selling,  or  to  vend  or  sell  any  spirituous  liquors  or  other 
articles  on  the  Sabbath  day,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offence;  except  in  cases  of  articles  sold  for  the  uses  of 
sick  persons,  the  proof  of  which  to  be  satisfactorily  made  by 
the  seller. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  per- 
son who  shall,  within  the  city,  on  the  Sabbath  day,  sell  or 
offer  to  sell,  at  any  wharf,  or  on  board  any  boat,  or  in  any 
market  house,  or  carry  through  the  streets  for  sale,  any  water 
melons  or  o'ther  fruit,  cakes,  ice  creams  or  other  confectionary, 
or  any  kinds  of  liquors  or  other  article,  shall,  for  each  offence, 
pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  per 
son  who  shall  fish,  hunt,  pitch  quoits  or  money,  fly  a  kite, 
play  bandy  or  ball,  or  any  other  game  or  sport,  on  the  Sab- 
bath day,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  shall,  for  each  offence, 
pay  a  fine  of  one  dollar.  And  any  ordinary  or  public  garden 
keeper,  who  shall  suffer  or  allow,  in  or  upon  his  premises  any 
kind  of  gaming  or  sports,  on  the  Sabbath  day,  shall,  for  every 
individual  so  permitted  to  offend,  pay  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  city 
bailiffs  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  ascertain  the  situa- 
tion, number,  character  and  condition  of  the  shops  for  retailing 
spirituous  liquors,  in  each  ward  of  the  city,  and  of  the  owners 
or  keepers  of  the  same,  and  report  quarterly  to  the  mayor,  in 
order  that  he,  in  concert  with  the  judges  of  the  city  court,  may 
adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  requisite,  in  order  to 
reduce  the  number  and  regulate  the  order  of  such  shops.

An  Ordinance  for  Inspecting  Weights  and  Measures  used  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Keepers  of 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  two  persons  be  annually  appointed  standards 'to 
keepers  of  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures,  whose  duty  be  aPPointed 
it  shall  be  safely  to  keep  and  preserve  the  same,  and  when 
required  to  deliver  them  to  the  mayor  or  such  other  person  as 
he  may  appoint  to  receive  the  same,  and  to  perform  the  seve- 
ral duties  prescribed  by  this  or  any  other  ordinance  of  this 
corporation  respecting  weights  and  measures  ;  and  before  they 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  they  shall 
each  give  bond  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  in  To   .     bond 
the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  his  office  ; 
and  one  of  the  said  keepers  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  standard  Duties. 
of  weights  and  of  liquid  measures,  and  the  other  of  dry  and 
long  measures. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  Dimensions  of 
be  lawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  dry  measures. 
each  oifence,  to  use  any  half  bushel,  peck  or  half  peck  mea-  , 
sure,  unless  the  same  be  of  the  dimensions  following,  to  be 
measured  from  inside  to  inside,  to  wit:  Every  half  bushel 
measure  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  and  one-half  inches 
diameter  at  the  top,  eleven  and  one-half  inches  diameter  at  the 
bottom,  nine  and  one-half  inches  deep,  and  the  staves  at  least 
one  inch  thick.  Every  peck  measure  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  inches  diameter  at  the  top,  nine  and  one-quarter  inches 
diameter  at  the  bottom,  seven  inches  and  five-eighths  of  an  inch 
deep,  and  the  staves  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick.  Every 
half  peck  measure  when  joined  to  the  peck,  shall  not  be  less 
than  eight  inches  and  five-eighths  diameter  at  the  top,  nine 
inches  and  one-eighth  of  an  inch  diameter  at  the  bottom,  four 
and  one-half  inches  deep,  and  the  staves  five-eighths  of  an 
inch  thick  ;  and  every  half  peck  measure,  when  made  sepa- 
rate from  the  peck,  shall  not  be  less  than  nine  inches  and  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  diameter  at  the  top,  eight  inches  and  five- 
eighths  of  an  inch  diameter  at  the  bottom,  four  and  one-half 
inches  deep,  and  the  staves  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  weights  Weights, mea- 
and  measures  used  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  vend-  sures>  &c-  lo 
ing  of  articles,  shall  be  inspected  and  stamped  or  branded  by    estamPed- 
the  said  standard  keepers,   under   a   penalty    not   exceeding 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  owning  or 
using  the  same  ;  and  when  adjusted  shall  be  by  the  said  stan- 
dard keepers  branded  or  stamped  with  the  letters  B.  S.  mean- 
ing thereby,  Baltimore  Standard,  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
parts  of  the  said  weights  and  measures  as  in  their  judgment 
shall  be  most  lasting  and  effectual  in  preventing  and  detecting 
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fraudulent  practices  or  impositions  in  the  use  of  such  weights 
or  measures,  and  the  like  inspection  shall  he  repeated  once  in 
every  year,  and  the  branding  or  stamping  renewed  when 
necessary.  And  such  weights  and  measures  so  examined  and 
branded  or  stamped  as  aforesaid,  and  no  other,  shall  be  used 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  vending  of  such  articles 
as  are  directed  by  law  to  be,  or  are  usually  sold  by  weight  or 
measure,  under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  dry  mea- 
sures shall  be  inspected  and  branded  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  last  section,  except  that  in  lieu  of  the  letters  B.  S. 
they  shall  be  branded  with  letters  Bait.  Stand.  And  any  per- 
son or  persons  convicted  of  counterfeiting  said  brand,  or  of 
branding  any  measure,  any  other  letters  for  the  purpose  of 
deception,  shall  forfeit  and'  pay  for  every  such  offence,  ten 
dollars. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  all  scale 
beams  used  in  the  vending  of  articles  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
shall  be  inspected  and  stamped  by  the  keeper  of  the  standard 
of  weights,  as  weights  are  directed  to  he  stamped:  and  any 
person  offending  herein  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all  patent 
balances,  platforms  or  scales,  used  in  the  said  city  for  weigh- 
ing, by  venders  of  articles,  shall  be  inspected  and  stamped,  or 
branded  by  the  keeper  of  the.  standard  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures, as  is  provided'for  with  regard  to  weights  and  other  scales 
or  balances,  and  upon  the  weights  used  in  weighing  there- 
with, by  having  stamped  upon  them  the  letters  B.  S.  in  such 
manner  and  on  such  parts  thereof  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
standard  keeper  of  weights  and  measures  will  be  most  lasting 
and  effectual  in  preventing  and  detecting  fraudulent  practices 
or  impositions  in  the  use  thereof,  and  the  like  inspection  shall 
be  repeated  once  in  every  year,  and  the  branding  renewed 
when  necessary;  and  every  person  using  a  patent  balance, 
platform  or  scales  in  the  city  not  stamped  as  herein  directed, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
each  and  every  such  offence. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  upon 
examination  the  standard  keeper  of  weights  and  measures 
shall  find  any  patent  balance,  platform  or  scales  untrue,  it 
shall  be  condemned  by  him,  whereupon  he  shall  stamp  or 
brand  upon  it  the  letter  C.  signifying  that  it  has  been  con- 
demned ;  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  afterwards  be 
found  using  such  condemned  patent  balance,  platform  or 
scales,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  re-adjusted,  stamped  and 
branded  by  the  keeper  of  the  standard  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures, shall  each  forfeil  and  pay  for  each  offence,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars.

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agreeablv  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  broken,  condemned  or 
injured,  altered  or   changed,  or   condemned   by  the   standard  jJ^J^  of 
keeper,  and  found  thereafter  in  the  use  of  any  person  within  any" 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  description.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  Measuring  and  Weighing  of  certain 
articles,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  as  many  measurers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  measure  all  wheat,  indian  corn, 
rye,  oats,  barley,  peas,  beans  and  salt,  bought  and  sold  within 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  except  such  as  may  be  bought  and  sold 
in  quantities  less  than  one  hundred  bushels,  and  such  salt  as 
is  measured  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the 
port  of  Baltimore;  and  every  person  applying  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  measurer  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation,  before  the 
mayor,  that  he  will  in  all  cases  well  and  faithfully  execute  the 
office  of  measurer  between  the  buyer  and  seller,  to  the  best  of 
his  skill  and  knowledge;  and  if  any  such  measurer  shall  be 
detected  in  any  fraud  in  the  execution  of  his  said  office,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  grain 
herein  mentioned,  bought  and  sold  within  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, shall  be  bought  and  sold  by  weight  and  measure,  under 
the  following  regulations,  to  wit:  every  bushel  of  wheat  shall 
be  computed  to  weigh  sixty  pounds,  and  every  bushel  of 
barley  forty-seven  pounds. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  salt 
brought  to  this  market  coastwise  shall  be  measured  by  the 
custom-house  tubs  or  by  half  bushel,  and  if  by  half  bushel, 
the  same  shall  be  filled  with  a  shovel,  and  all  salt  sold  out  of 
any  warehouse  shall  be  put  into  the  measure  with  a  shovel: 
and  every  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
hundred  bushels  measured  contrary  to  its  provisions,  and  in  a 
proportion  for  a  less  quantity. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and.  ordained,  That  if  any  of  the 
said  measurers  on  application  to  measure  any  of  the  aforesaid 
articles;  shall  not  comply  with   such  application,  within  one 
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hour,  unless  he  was  elsewhere  engaged  in  the  line  of  his  duty 
as  a  measurer,  or  can  shew  cause  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
mayor,  why  he  could  not  give  his  regular  attendance,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  neglect,  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  Penalty. 
and  the  said  measurers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  ser- 
vices the  sum  of  forty  cents  for  every  hundred  bushels  of  salt  Fees. 
measured  by  half  bushel,  and  twenty-live  cents  for  every 
hundred  bushels  of  salt  otherwise  measured,  or  of  any  other 
article. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  grain,  Grain,  &x. 
peas,  beans,  flaxseed,  salt,  or  grass  seed  sold  in   the  city  of  how  to  be 
Baltimore,  shall  be  measured  with  a  half-bushel  having  an  measure( 
iron  cross  bar,  of  the  standard  measure  of  Baltimore  city,  which 
shall  be  so  filled  in  measuring,  as  to  strike  off  not  less  than 
three  pints,  and  shall  be  stricken  with  a  straight  strike,  round- 
ed at  the  edges,  of  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  thick- 
ness, and  not  less  than  four  inches  broad,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  offal  of  Offal,  bran, 
wheat,  such  as  bran,  shorts  or  ship-stuff,  and  all  chopped  or  ^c.  to  be  sold 
ground  rye,  sold  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be   sold  by    yvvelg 
weight,  provided  that  in  selling  any  quantity  above  one  hun- 
dred pounds,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  purchaser  and  seller 
to  agree  on  the  mode  of  weighing  by  substituting  the  weight 
of  one  or  more  bags  or  bushels  by  which  to  average  the  whole 
quantity;  and  any  person  or  persons  offending  against  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  two  dollars  for  each 
and  every  hundred  weight  of  offal  of  wheat,  and  five  dollars 
for  every  hundred  weight  of  chopped  or  ground  rye,  and  in 
proportion  for  a  less  quantity. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  unslack-  Ashes  to  be 
ed  ashes  hereafter  bought  and  sold  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  ^e^Je 
shall  be  measured  with  an  half-bushel,  branded  or  stamped  as 
above  directed,  which  shall  be  so  filled  on  measuring,  as  to 
strike  off  not  less  than  three  pints,  and  shall  be  stricken  with 
a  straight  strike,  of  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  thick- 
ness, and  not  less  than  four  inches  broad,  and  any  person 
buying  or  selling  any  unslacked  ashes  otherwise  measured, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  dealers  in  and  conveyed 
unslacked  ashes,  shall  provide  themselves  with,  and  use  while  in  covered 
receiving,  conveying  or  delivering  ashes,  covered  carts  or  other 
covered  receptacle,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  several  Markets  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  limits  of  the  Centre  market 
shall  be  as  follows  :  beginning  with  the  curb  stones  on  the 
south  side  of  Baltimore-street,  and  running  southerly  the 
whole  width  of  Market  space  to  Pratt-street,  and  from  the  east 
line  of  the  space  east  with  the  fish  market-space,  and  the  width 
thereof  to  Jones'  falls ;  also  from  the  west  line  of  the  first 
named  space  west  on  Second-street,  within  the  curb  stones  to 
Frederick-street,  and  north  from  Baltimore-street  on  Harrison- 
street,  and  within  the  curb  stones  to  the  bend  in  said  street; 
Provided  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  interfere  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  occu- 
pier or  occupiers  of  any  of  the  houses  on  the  spaces  above 
mentioned,  or  with  the  free  passage  of  the  footways  :  And 
provided  also,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained,  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  placing  of  stalls,  stands  or  benches 
on  any  footways. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  limits  of 
the  Lexington  market  shall  be  as  follows,  viz  :  To  begin  at 
the  south-west  intersection  of  Eulaw  and  Lexington,  and

toga street,  and  on  Lexington  street  east  with  the  line  of  the 
houses,  on  both  sides  of  said  street  to  Howard  street,  subject 
to  the  provisions  as  regards  footways,  prescribed  by  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance  at  the  Centre  market :  Provided, 
however,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  give  the  right  to 
any  person  or  persons  to  place  any  wagon,  cart  or  other  car-

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  Watchmen. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  be  annually  appointed 
two  captains  and  two  lieutenants  of  the  watch  for  the  eastern 
district,  two  captains  and  four  lieutenants  of  the  watch  for  the 
middle  district,  and  two  captains  and  four  lieutenants  of  the 
watch  for  the  western  district,  who  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  the  mayor  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  mayor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  number  of 
watchmen  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  to  dismiss  them  or  any 
of  them  at  pleasure,  to  prescribe  their  respective  duties  from 
time  to  time,  and  to  regulate  the  manner  of  performing  them 
as  he  may  judge  right  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  several 
watchmen  shall  before  entering  upon  their  respective  duties, 
take  such  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  confided  to  them  as  the  mayor  may  require. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
any  of  the  watchmen  of  this  city  are  compelled  by  process 
from  the  courts  to  attend  as  witnesses  in  criminal  cases  in  other 
counties,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  to  allow 
the  said  watchmen  such  compensation  as  he  may  think  proper 
for  the  time  occupied  by  them  in  attending  said  courts  as 
aforesaid,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  amount  of  their 
pay  for  fhe  same  time,  to  be  taken  from  the  appropriation  for 
watching  and  lighting  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  mayor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  station  the  watchmen  in 
such  manner,  and  so  apportion  their  duties,  as  to  extend  the 
benefits  of  watching  to  all  those  parts  of  the  city  which  are 
liable  to  the  direct  tax. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  watch- 
man, while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  shall  be  wounded 
or  maimed  so  as  to  be  unable  to  attend  to  his  duty,  he  shall 
receive  half  pay  during  the  continuance  of  such  disability 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  months  :  Provided  always, 
that  a  certificate  of  such  disability  shall  be  given  by  a 
respectable  physician  which  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
mayor. 
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Sec.  -7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall  Justices  of  the 
be  annually  appointed  three  justices  of  the  peace,  to  receive  wa*ch  to  be 
the  reports  of  the  night  watch,  one  of  whom  shall  reside   in  appoin 
each  district.

■Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  slave  for  life  or  years  shall  ^fj^"184 
be  guilty  of  any  offence  against  any  of  the  laws  and  ordi-  how  to  be 
nances,  passed  or  to  be  passed  by  the  corporation  of  the  city  punished, 
of  Baltimore,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  same,  be  whipped  with  any  number  of  stripes,  not 
exceeding  thirty-nine,  in  the  discretion  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  before  whom  such  slave  shall  be  tried,  unless  the  fine 
annexed  to  the  offence,  together  with  all  costs  arising  thereon, 
be  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  for  the  use  of  the  city;  Pro- 
vided, that  the  justice  of  the  peace   aforesaid,  shall  not  pro- 
ceed to  the  trial  of  such  slave,  until  due  notice  of  such  intend- 
ed proceedings  shall  be  given  by  the  said  justice  to  the  master 
or  mistress.

An    Ordinance    relative    to    the  Baltimore  Water  Company  and  their 
works,  and  to  water  introduced  by  them  into  the  City. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Privileges  of 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore  Water  Company  Water 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  convey  water  under 
and  along  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  and  to  lay  a  pipe,  or  pipes  in  any  of  the  said 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  and 
distributing  the  said  water;  and  the  said  pipes  from  time  to 
time  to  renew  and  repair,  and  for  that  purpose  to  dig,  break 
up  and  open,  at  their  own  expense,  all  or  any  part  of 
such  street,  lane  or  alley,  and  of  the  pavement  or  footways  Duties, 
thereof,  leaving  at  all  times  a  sufficient  passage  way  for  car- 
riages, horses  and  foot  passengers,  if  the  same  will  admit 
thereof,  and  restoring  forthwith  to  their  former  condition,  all 
such  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  pavements  and  footways,  as 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time,  be  so  dug,  opened 
and  taken  up,  and  amending  and  repairing  all  injuries  to  said 
13 
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streets,  lanes,  alleys,  pavements  and  footways,  arising  from 
their  so  digging,  opening  and  taking  up  the  same  as  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
the  Water  Company  or  any  of  their  agents  or  workmen,  shall 
take  np  any  part  of  the  pavement,  or  dig  up  any  part  of  the 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  or  repairing  the  pipes  for  conducting  the  water 
through  the  city,  or  into  the  houses  or  lots  of  the  citizens, 
they  shall  proceed  without  delay,  to  putting  down  or  repairing 
the  pipes,  as  the  case  may  he  ;  and  immediately  thereafter  fill 
in  the  earth,  or  otherwise  secure  the  place  so  dug  up  from 
becoming  a  nuisance,  or  endangering  the  persons  riding  or 
driving  through  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  every  day  they  shall  neglect  to  fill  up  or  effectually  secure 
the  same  from  danger;  and  shall  also,  when  the  same  is 
repaved  as  hereafter  provided,  remove,  without  delay,  the 
stone,  earth,  sand  or  rubbish,  remaining  from  the  laying  or 
repairing  such  pipes,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
every  day  the  same  may  remain  on  such  street,  lane  or 
alley. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  as  often  as 
any  of  the  said  pipes  shall  prove  defective,  so  as  to  cause  the 
water  to  flow  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  pavement,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  company  to  have  the  same  immediately 
repaired,  and  for  every  neglect  thereof,  after  notice  given  to 
them  by  the  mayor,  or  left  at  their  office,  they  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  ten  dollars  per  day,  until  the  repair  is  made  and  the 
same  again  secured. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  all  cases 
where  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  agents  or  workmen 
shall  take  up  the  pavement  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
shall  not  repave  the  same  in  a  reasonable  lime  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  city  commissioners,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
give  notice  to  the  said  company  to  have  the  same  immediately 
repaired  :  and  if  the  company  refuse  or  neglect  to  have  it 
done,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty  dollars  for  every  day 
thereafter,  until  the  pavement  be  completed,  unless  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  mayor  that  the  delay  is 
unavoidable. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  all  in- 
stances where  the  pavement  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
which  may  have  been  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  be  opened 
or  dug  up  by  said  Water  Company,  has  not  in  the  judgment 
of  the  city  commissioners  been  well  and  effectually  repaved, 
the  said  Water  Company  being  informed  thereof  in  writing 
by  the  said  commissioners.,  shall  forthwith  proceed  well  and 
effectually  to  repave  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars lor  every  day  the  same  shall  be  neglected  to  be  done; 
and  if  neglected  for  thirty  days  after  such  notice,  the  city  com- 
missioners shall   have  the  same   effectually  repaved,  and  the 
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expenses  thereof  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  paid  by  the  said 
company. 

Sec.  6    And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all   persons  Surplus  water 
who  may  nse  the  water  from  the  hydrants  of  the  Baltimore    regulated. 
Water  Company,  or  any  other  water  company  within  this  city, 
shall   convey  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  all  the  surplus  water 
from  their  respective  hydrants,  by  means  of  gutters,  trunks  or 
pipes  into  the  public  streets,  or  otherwise,  in  such  manner  as 
not    to  injure  the   public  footways,  or    the    property  of  their 
neighbours,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence  Penalty, 
against  this  provision. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  owner  Penalty  for 
or  owners,  occupier  or   occupiers  of  any  house  or   tenement,  obstructions 
shall  let,  permit  or  suffer  any  hydrant  or  hydrants  attached  to   rom  Ice- 
such  house  or  tenement,  to  discharge  between  the  first  day  of 
December  and  the  first  day  of  March,  more  water  than  may  be 
necessary  for  the  use  of  such  owner  or  occupiers,  if  such  dis- 
charge shall  by  the   freezing  of  the  water  in  any  street,  lane, 
alley  or  yard,  in  this  city,  or  from  any  other  cause,  occasion 
any  injury  or  inconvenience  to  the  public  or  to  individuals, 
such  owner  or  occupier  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  in  the  discretion 
of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  Fire  plugs, 
shall  break,  injure,  carry  away,  or  destroy  any  of  the  fire  plugs, 
or  instruments  belonging  thereto,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  not 
authorized  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  shall  open  and  suffer  any 
fire  plug  to  discharge  water  therefrom  during  winter,  so  as  to 
cause  obstruction  or  nuisance  by  an  accumulation  of  ice,  in 
any  street,  lane  or  alley,  within  the  city,  such  person  shall  for 
every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.   And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  Penalty  for 
or  persons  shall  do  or  cause  to  be  done  any  act  whatsoever,  inJu"no 
whereby  the  works  belonging  to  said  company,  or  any  pipe,  fixtures, 
plug,  cock  or  any  engine  or  machine  appertaining  to  the  same 
shall  be  stopped,  obstructed,  impaired  or  injured,  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars.

An  Ordinance   relative  to  certain  Springs  and  Fountains  and  to  the 
Public  Squares. 

Skc.  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Keepers  of 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed  springs  to  be 
a  keeper  of  each  of  the  city  springs,  and  one  for  the  public  aPPointed- 
square  on  Hampstead  hill,  and  that  the  board  of  health,  with  of  public 
the   approbation    of  the    mayor,   shall  have   power    to    make    walk, 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  several  public 
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springs  and  fountains,  and  the  said  square,  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  persons  who  may  frequent  the  same,  and  any 
person  offending  against  such  rules  and  regulations,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  register 
with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  direct  the  payment  of  small  sums,  from  time  to  time, 
to  the  keepers  of  the  different  public  springs,  and  square,  for 
the  payment  of  tools,  utensils,  &e.  to  keep  the  establishment 
clean  and  in  order,  Provided,  that  they  shall  not  exceed  ten 
dollars  a  year  for  each  establishment;  also  twenty-five  dollars 
per  annum  to  provide  in  like  manner  for  the  labour  of  cleans- 
ing the  Centre  market  fountain,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  assistant  clerk.

An  Ordinance  for    restraining    Gaming    and   Licensing  and   regulating 
Theatrical  and  other  Public  Exhibitions  within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall, 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  by  any  fraud,  cozenage,  deceit, 
unlawful  device  or  evil  practice  whatsoever,  in  playing  at 
or  with  cards,  dice  or  any  other  game  or  games,  play  for, 
win,  obtain  or  acquire  to  him  or  themselves  or  others,  any 
sum  or  sums  of  money,  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  shall, 
knowing  of  such  fraud,  bear  a  share  or  part  in  the  wager, 
stake  or  adventure  so  played  for,  or  shall,  with  the  like  know- 
ledge; bet  on  the  side  or  hand  of  such  gamesters,  every  such 
person  being  thereof  convicted,  shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit 
and  pay  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  at  any  time,  in  any  ordinary  or  licensed  house 
of  entertainment  within  the  city  aforesaid,  or  in  any  house 
attached  thereto,  or  upon  the  lot  or  premises  whereon  such 
licensed  house  is  or  may  be  situated  or  erected,  win  or  lose 
one  dollar  or  upwards,  or  the  value  thereof,  at  cards,  or  any 
other  game,  every  such  person  -or  persons,  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars  for  every 
offence.  And  if  any  ordinary  keeper  shall  suffer  or  permit 
any  person  or  persons  to  lose  one  dollar  or  upwards,  or  the 
value  thereof,  at  any  time  in  his  house,  at  any  game  or  games 
whatsoever,  knowing  the  same,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for 
every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it,  enacted  and  ordainnL  That  if  auy  person 
or  persons  shall,  within  the  city  aforesaid,  set  up,  keep  or 
maintain  any  E.  O.  A.  13.  C.  rooley  pooley  or  faro  table,  faro 
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bank  or  device,  or  game  of  hazard  or  address,  (except  the 
games  licensed  under  this  ordinance)  for  the  purpose  of  public 
gaming/  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  each  and  every 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  fifteen  dollars  on  conviction  thereof. 
And  the  occupier  or  occupiers  of  the  house,  out-house  or  place 
in  which  such  public  gaming  takes  place,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  such  game  is  played,  or 
such  E.  O.  A.  B.  C.  rooley  pooley  or  faro  bank,  faro  table  or 
other  device,  for  .the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  set  up,  kept 
or  maintained  on  his  or  their  premises. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  Bailiffs  to 
the  duty  of  the  city  bailiffs  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  Shfe 
give   information  to   the  mayor  or  other  magistrate,  of  each 
house  or  other  place  within  the  city  aforesaid,  wherein  such 
games  or  devices,  or  tables  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  are  or 
may  be  set  up,  kept  or  maintained;  and  the  said  city  bailiffs 
shall  take  all  lawful  means  to  suppress  and  prevent  the  playing  and  shall 
at  the  tables,  games  or  devices  as  aforesaid;   and  for  this  pur-  suppress  the

pose,  when  and  as  often  as  any  one  of  them  shall  have  rea- 
sonable cause  to  suspect  that  any  such  table,  game  or  devices, 
are  set  up,  kept  or  maintained  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  apply  to  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  a  warrant,  and  shall  state,  under  oath,  Mode  of 
the  cause  of  such  suspicion,  whereupon  the  said  justice,  may  Proceedmg. 
in  his  discretion,  grant  a  warrant  to  any  city  bailiff  or  bailiffs, 
authorizing  him  or  them  to  enter  such  house,  houses  or  places,

And  be  it  enacted,   and  ordained,  That  no  billiard  Penalty  for 
table  shall  be  erected,  set  up,  kept,  or  in  any  respect  whatever,  censed1>mianl 
used  for  the  purpose  of  either  gaming  or  entertainment,  within  tables. 
the  city  aforesaid,  without  a  license  for  that  purpose  previously 
obtained  from  the  mayor,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  day  that  such  billiard  table  may  have  been  set  up,  kept, 
or  erected,  without   license.     And   every  license    granted   as  License  to

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Baltimore,  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  with  security 
to  he  approved  of  by  the  mayor,  conditioned  for  the  allowing 
to  he  played  upon  such  table  such  game  or  games  only  as  are 
or  shall  be  permitted  by  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  also 
for  the  absolute  prohibition  of  every  other  game  or  games 
whatever;  and  the  mayor  shall  or  may  when  thereto  required, 
transfer  or  assign  such  license  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  it  may  have  been  granted,  Provided,  he  shall  consider 
the  proposed  assignee  to  be  a  fit  person  to  have  such  license, 
who  shall  also  give  bond  as  aforesaid;  and  if  the  mayor  shall, 
by  proper  and  competent  testimony,  be  satisfied  that  any  bil- 
liard table  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  used  or  employed  con- 
trary to  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  he  shall  thereupon  have  a 
right  and  authority  to  revoke  such  license,  and  the  person 
licensed  to  keep  such  table  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  such 
fine  or  fines  as  this  or  any  other  ordinance  of  this  city  imposes 
on  such  offence.

Sec.  1  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  thirteen  persons,  to  be  called  com- 
missioners of  public  schools,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  two 
branches  of  the  city  council  in  convention,  in  the  month  of 
January  in  each  and  every  year,  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  from  the  end  of  that 
time  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  And  if 
any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of  commissioners  before 
the  annual  election  by  the  council,  either  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board,  to  fill  up  the 
same  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
commissioners  shall  be  convened  by  the  mayor,  within  ten 
days  next  succeeding  their  appointment,  and  at  their  first 
meeting  or  at  some  subsequent  meeting  held  by  special 
adjournment,  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president, 
treasurer  and  secretary  from  their  own  board,  to  be  chosen  by 
a  plurality  of  votes  of  the  whole  body,  and  said  president,

An  Ordinance  for  the  appointment  of  a  High  Constable,  City  Bailiffs, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appoint- 
ed as  other  city  officers  are,  one  city  bailiff,  to  be  styled  high 
constable,  who  shall  be  chief  of  police,  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  superintend  and  direct  the  day  police,  to  preserve 
peace,  enforce  the  laws,  and  advance  the  good  government  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall 
be  appointed  as  other  city  officers  are,  twelve  strong,  able 
bodied  men,  of  good  moral  character,  carriage  and  repute,  one 
to  reside  in  each  ward,  to  be  known  as  city  bailiffs  and  police 
officers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  in  preserving  the 
peace,  enforcing  the  laws,  and  advancing  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  city,  and  be,  ex  officio,  informers  against  all 
breaches  and  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation, 
to  aid,  assist  and  promote  the  execution  and  maintenance  of 
all  acts  of  assembly,  and  ordinances  of  the  city  which  relate 
to  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  the  peace,  order,  police 
and  good  government  of  the  same,  and  shall  become  consta- 
bles in  the  manner  provided  by  act  of  assembly,  Provided, 
they  shall  serve  no  precept  in  any  civil  process,  except  when 
the  city  is  a  party. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  high 
constable  shall  make  daily  reports  to  the  mayor,  or  oftener  if 
the  nature  of  his  duties  shall  require  it,  and  he  is  held  respon- 
sible to  the  mayor  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  duties 
required  of  him  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  city 
bailiffs  and  police  officers  shall  be  responsible  to  the  high  con- 
stable for  the  performance  of  all  duties  required  of  them  by 
this  ordinance,  and  that  he  is  authorized  to  discharge  any  of 
them,  in  his  discretion,  if  they  do  not  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  ordinance.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  each  of  the 
said  weighers  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  weigh 
wagons,  carts,  carriages  or  sleds  as  often  as  he  may  deem  it 
expedient ;  and  if  at  any  time  he  should  be  required  to  do  so 
by  a  purchaser  of  hay  or  straw,  and  it  should  be  found  that 
his  report  of  the  weight  of  the  wagon,  cart,  carriage  or  sled, 
be  correct,  then,  and  in  that  case  the  person  requiring  the 
same  shall  pay  three  cents  per  hundred  weight  for  the  service, 
but  if  otherwise,  it  shall  be  done  free  of  any  charge ;  and  if 
any  seller  of  such  hay  or  straw  shall  refuse  to  permit  the 
same  to  be  re-weighed,  he,  she  or  they  so  refusing  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
offence. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
wagon,  cart,  or  other  carriage  or  sled,  loaded  with  hay  or 
straw,  the  poles  fastening  down  the  hay  or  straw  upon  which 
shall  extend  more  than  three  feet  behind  the  carriage  or  hind- 
most fastening  thereof,  shall  enter  into  any  street,  lane  or  alley 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  owner  or  driver  of  such  wagon, 
cart,  carriage  or  sled,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such 
offence,  three  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the 
several  weighers  of  hay  and  straw,  to  make  this  provision 
known  to  the  owners  and  drivers  of  all  the  vehicles  coming 
to  them  with  hay  or  straw  to  be  weighed. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  cut 
straw  brought  to  the  city  for  sale,  shall  be  sold  by  the  bushel, 
and  it  shall  he  heaped  on  the  measure  as  long  it  will  lie  there- 
on without  pressing,  and  should  the  quantity  fall  short  of  the 
number  of  bushels  for  which  it  was  offered  for  sale,  the  person 
or  persons  so  offering  it  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  and 
every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That   all   fines  Fines  how 
imposed  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be,  one  half  to  the  informer,    collected. 
and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  city,  except  when  the 
weigher  is  the  informer,  in  which  case  the  whole  of  such  fine 
or  fines  so  received  shall  go  to  the  use  of  the  city;  and  it  shall 
be  the  special  duty  of  the  said  weigher  to  have  pasted  in  his  Duty  of 
office,  printed  with  large  type,  the   ordinances   regulating  the  weighers, 
weighing  of  hay  and  straw,  and  to  enforce  an  observance  of 
their  several  provisions.

more  safety,  convenience  and  beauty,  by  means  of  carburetted 
hydrogen  gas,  than  they  heretofore  "have  been  lighted  by 
means  of  oil,  without  causing  any  increased  expense  to  the 
city  for  lighting  the  same  extent  of  streets  or  space;  and  the 
said  company  have  prayed,  that  the  mayor  may  be  authorized 
Ma-j'ormay.  to  contract  with  them  for  that  purpose;  and  also,  that  they

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An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Improvement  of  Jones'  Falls. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore ,  That  Jones'  falls  be  improved  agreeably 
to  the  lines  established  by  the  commissioners  of  the  city  and 
wardens  of  the  port,  acting  as  a  board  for  that  purpose,  under 
an  ordinance  passed  July  23,  1818,  and  that  the  several  lines 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  confirmed.

within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  except  property  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  the  state  of  Maryland,  the  city  or  county  of 
Baltimore,  houses  for  public  worship,  burying  grounds,  col- 
lege buildings,  the  working  tools  of  mechanics  and  manufac- 
turers, ships,  boats,  and  other  vessels,  and  all  such  other  pro- 
perty as   is   exempted   from  taxation   by   special   acts   of  the 
legislature,  shall  be  valued  and  assessed  in  the  manner  pro 
vided  for  by  this  ordinance.     And,  that  there  shall  be  compre- 
hended and  included  in  this  valuation,  all  lands  and  lots  of 
ground,  all  houses  and  other  buildings,  and  improvements  of 
every  description,  all   furniture,  plate  and  slaves,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  objects  above  enumerated,  the  value  of  the  personal 
estate  of  every  person  residing  within  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  two  asses-  Assessors5 
sors  shall  be  appointed  from  each  ward,  immediately  after  the  appointed, 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  as  other  city  officers  are  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  valuations  required  by  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  immediately  Commission- 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  there  shall  be  appointed  by  era  appointed, 
a  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  five  com- 
missioners of  tax.

take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  :  'I,  A.  B. 
do  swear  or  affirm  that  I  will  faithfully,  and  truly,  without 
partiality,  execute  the  office  of  commissioner  of  tax,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  tire  city  of  Baltimore.' 
Which  oath  or  affirmations  may  be  taken  before  the  mayor  or 
any  justice  of  the  peace. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
commissioners  shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday  in  May,  in- 
stant, in  the  City  Hall,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  prepare  directions  and 
instructions  for  the  said  assessors,  relative  to  the  manner  in 
which  they  shall  execute  their  office  of  assessors,  and  should 
not  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  meet  at  said  place  on

And  be  it  enacted,  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  when  such  meeting  shall 
be  held,  as  is  prescribed  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  ordinance, 
to  direct  and  instruct  the  said  assessors  to  value,  estimate  and 
appraise  all  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  as  directed  by  this  ordinance  at  its  cash  value-;  to 
give  such  directions  as  to  them  may  seem  proper,  as  to  the 
mode  of  ascertaining  and  assessing  all  lands  and  lots  of 
ground,  all  houses  and  other  buildings,  and  improvements  of 
every  description,  and  all  furnitiire,  plate  and  slaves,  and  to 
direct  that  in  assessing  the  value  of  the  personal  estate  other 
than  that  above  enumerated,  of  every  person  residing  within 
the  city,  the  said  assessors  shall  value  the  whole  of  the  said 
personal  estate  of  whatsoever  the  same  may  consist,  except 
what  is  excepted  by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance;  and 
whenever  the  aggregate  value  of  the  personal  property  afore- 
said, shall  not  exceed  live  hundred  dollars,  it  shall  be  exclu- 
ded from  assessment.  And  the  said  commissioner  shall  have 
power  to  reduce  the  valuation  and  assessment  of  all  the  real 
and  personal  property  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  so  as  to  conform

tic, for  private  use,  all  statuary  and  paintings  if  not  in  the 
hands  of  artists,  all  libraries,  (-leeks,  watches  and  jewellery  in 
private  use.  all  horses;  mules  and  carriages,  whether  used  for 
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transportation  of  merchandise,  produce  or  other  articles,  for

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  exer- 
cise the  business  of  an  auctioneer  by  selling  any  property, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  by  any  mode  of  sale  whereby  the 
best  or  highest  bidder  is  deemed  the  purchaser,  within  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  unless  he  or  they  shall  have  previously  obtained 
from  the  mayor  a  license  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  sale, 
unless  such  sale  be  on  account  of  executors  or  administrators 
as  such;  and  the  mayor  shall,  upon  the  application  of  any 
citizen  or  citizens  of  Baltimore,  complying  with  the  conditions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  grant  a  license  for  one  year,  to  exercise 
the  business  of  an  auctioneer,  who  shall  pay  to  the  register, 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars; and  no  such  license  shall  be  granted  or  renewed  until 
the  person  or  persons  applying  for  the  same  shall  have  given 
bond  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  with  sure- 
ties resident  within  the  city  or  county  of  Baltimore,  sufficient 
in  the  opinion  of  the  mayor  and  presidents  of  the  two  branches

conditions  aforesaid,  provided  that  the  penal  sums  of  the  bond 
given  by  such  person  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars  current 
money,  for  the  payment  of  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned, 
and  with  the  condition  that  he  will  faithfully  execute  the 
office  and  employment  aforesaid,  and  the  person  obtaining 
such  license  shall  pay  therefor  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
such  auctioneer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his  services  a 
commission  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  four  dollars,  clear  of  all 
duties,  for  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  purchase  money  arising 
from  each  sale  ;  and  the  auctioneers  who  hold  licenses  autho- 
rizing them  to  sell  any  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  may, 
and  are  hereby  authorized  to  charge  a  commission  of  four  per  Commission, 
cent.,  clear  of  all  duties  on  all  furniture  and  wearing  apparel 
aforesaid  sold  by  them  ;  and  upon  the  sale  of  books,  stationery, 
maps,  or  prints  may  charge  a  commission  of  seven  and  a  half 
per  centum  clear  of  all  duties,  any  thing  herein  contained  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

lutions of  the  wheel  or  wheels  per  minute  ;  and  the  master  or 
commander  of  any  boat  or  vessel  propelled  or  navigated  by 
the  power  of  steam,  which  shall  enter  or  depart  from  the  said 
harbour  or  basin,  within  the  above  limits,  after  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March  next,  at  a  greater  speed  than  fourteen  revolu- 
tions of  the  wheel  or  wheels  per  minute,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  twentv  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  harbour-master  of  the  western  district,  by 
himself  or  his  deputy,  to  leave  a  copy  of  this  ordinance  on 
board  each  and  every  boat  or  vessel  propelled  or  navigated  by 
steam,  now  in  the  harbour  of  Baltimore,  or  which  may  here- 
after come  into  it.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  Inspection  of  Beef  and  Pork. 

Inspection  of  Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
beef  and  pork.  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed 
an  inspector  of  beef  and  pork,  well  skilled  in  the  quality  and 
curing  thereof,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  as  many 
deputies,  and  for  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  to  fix 
their  compensation,  for  whose  conduct  as  inspectors,  he  shall 
in  all  cases,  be  responsible. 
Deputies,  Sec.  2.  And,  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 

the  duty  of  said  inspector,  or  his  deputies,  to  inspect  each  and 
every  barrel  and  half-barrel  of  beef  and  pork,  whether  packed 
in  or  brought  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  sale,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  and  receive  as  compensation  for  inspection, 
the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  or  every  whole  and  half-barrel 
of  beef  and  pork  packed  in  the  city,  and  for  every  cask  from 
other  quarters,  and  a  further  compensation  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  every  cask  he  shall  empty  and  weigh. 
Materials  and  Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  barrels 
dimensions  of  for  packing  beef  or  pork  (made  in  the  city)  shall  be  made  of 
good  seasoned  white  oak  or  white  ash  timber,  the  length  of 
the  stave  not  less  than  twenty-eight  inches  diameter,  of  the 
head  not  less  than  seventeen  and  a  half  inches  diameter,  of  the 
bilge  twenty-one  and  a  half  inches  from  out  to  out — sufficient- 
ly tight  to  hold  pickle,  and  full  hooped,  except  a  space  of  not 
more  than  eight  inches  from  hoop  to  hoop  along  the  bilge,  no 
hoop  to  be  less  than  one  inch  at  the  small  end,  and  the  croze 
cut  not  more  than  one  inch  and  a  quarter  from  the  head  of  the 
stave,  and  no  stave  to  be  less  than  half  an  inch  thick. 
Packing.  Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  bar- 

rel of  beef  or  pork  shall  contain  not  less  than  two  hundred 
pounds  of  meat,  and  every  half-barrel  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred pounds,  under  a  penalty  of  fifteen  cents  per  pound  for 
any  deficiency  under  six  pounds,  and  thirty  cents  for  every 
pound  deficiency  more  than  six  pounds  ;  and  there  shall  be 
packed  with  every  barrel  of  beef  or  pork  at  least  one  bushel 
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of  good  clean  coarse  salt,  and  with  every  half-barrel  half  a 
bushel  of  the  same;  and  to  every  barrel  of  mess  beef  six 
ounces  of  saltpetre,  and  to  other  qualities  of  beef  four  ounces 
of  saltpetre,  and  every  cask  shall  be  filled  up  with  clean  strong 
pickle,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  packer  shall  be  branded 
on  the  head  of  every  cask  (originally  packed  in  this  city)  with 
letters  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  length. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  mess  beef  Quality  of 
shall  consist  of  choice  well  fattened  oxen,  steers  or  spayed  beef- 
heifers,  weighing  not  less  than  five  hundred  pounds  and  up- 
wards net  each;  the  shin,  shoulder,  clod  and  neck  to  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  fore-quarter,  and  also  the  leg  and  legrand  (or 
round)  from  the  hind-quarter,  to  be  cut  into  pieces  of  about 
eight  pounds,  and  as  nearly  square  as  possible  That  No.  1 
beef  shall  consist  of  an  equal  proportion  of  fore  and  hind-quar- 
ters of  good  and  well  fattened  cattle,  weighing  not  less  than 
four  hundred  pounds  and  upwards  net  each  ;  the  necks  and 
shins  to  be  excluded.  The  prime  beef  shall  consist  of  well 
fattened  cattle  of  all  descriptions,  (bulls  excepted)  of  three 
years  old  and  upwards,  with  not  more  than  half  a  neck  and 
two  shins  to  each  barrel,  the  end  joints  of  the  shins  and  necks 
to  be  excluded.  Cargo  beef  may  be  made  from  such  cattle  or 
parts  of  cattle  as  are  not  permitted  in  any  of  the  above  quali- 
ties, not  having  more  than  a  due  proportion  of  shins  and 
necks,  with  the  end  joints  and  hock  joints  of  each  to  be  ex- 
cluded. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  clear  pork  Quality  of 
shall  be  packed  from  heavy,  thick  and  well  fattened  hogs,  pork- 
excluding  from  the  sides  the  chine  bone  and  spareribs,  and 
the  lean  and  blade  from  the  back  of  the  shoulder  without  neck 
or  any  other  parts.  Mess  pork  shall  consist  entirely  of  the 
middling  or  side  pieces  of  heavy  and  well  fattened  hogs,  cut 
clear  from  the  shoulder  blade  and  square  off  before  the  hams 
No.  1  pork  shall  be  packed  from  heavy  and  well  fattened  hogs, 
both  ends  of  each  cask  to  be  filled  with  middlings  or  side 
pieces,  cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five  inches  wide,  and  not 
more  than  four  shoulders,  or  two  shoulders  and  two  hams, 
three  jowls  (clear  of  skulls)  and  three  tail  chines,  permitted 
in  each  barrel.  Prime  pork  shall  be  packed  from  well  fattened 
hogs,  the  top  end  of  each  barrel  or  cask  to  be  filled  with  mid- 
dling or  side  pieces,  cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five  inches 
wide;  the  balance  of  the  weight  to  be  made  up  from  other 
parts  of  the  hog,  with  not  more  than  one  and  a  half  of  the  heads 
to  the  barrel,  (the  snouts,  ears  and  brains  excluded,)  and  well 
cleansed  from  blood.

An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Grading  of  Streets  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  owners  of  a  majority 
of  the  ground  within  the  lines  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or 
part  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as 
located  by  the  commissioners  under  the  act  of  assembly,  of 
December  session,  1817,  chap.  148,  and  which  is  not  opened, 
shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  mayor  to  have  the  grade 
of  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof  established  ;  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  two  disinterested  persons,  who,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  city  commissioners,  shall  be  a  board  of  commis- 
sioners, a  majority  of  whom  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  directed  to  establish  the  grade  of  any  such  street,  lane 
or  alley,  so  applied  for,  and  shall  make  return  thereof,  under 
their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  register  of  the  city,  to  be  by  him 
recorded  in  the  same  manner  that  similar  records  are  now  made. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  each  of  the 
commissioners  who  may  act  under  such  applications,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  they

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Balti- 
more, the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at  its  recent 
session,  entitled,  'an  act  to  guard  against  fraud  in  the  exercise  of  the  elec- 
tive franchise  in  the  city  ot  Baltimore,  and  to  secure  the  rights  of  voters, 
and  to  establish  with  greater  certainty  the  rules  of  evidence  to  be  observed 
at  all  elections  in  said  city,'  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution, and  therefore  absolutely  void  and  of  no  effect.

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  Baltimore  justly  complain  of  the  passage 
of  partial  laws,  subjecting  one  portion  of  the  state  against  its  consent,  to 
burdens  and  disabilities  from  which  the  rest  of  the  community  is  exempt. 

Resolved,  That  the  registry  law  is  one  of  this  character,  and  that  it  is 
therefore  derogatory  to  the  equal  rights  of  our  citizens. 

Resolved,  That  the  constitution  of  the  state  guarantees  the  right  of  suf- 
frage to  every  free  white  male  citizen  above  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
having  resided  twelve  months  within  the  state,  and  six  months  in  the 
county  or  city,  next  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  offers  to  vote. 
And  that  all  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  legislature,  to  add  to  these  quali- 
fications of  the  voter,  or  to  establish  rules  of  evidence  by  which  the  duly 
qualified  voter  may  be  deprived  of  his  rights,  deserve  our  entire  reproba- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  regard  the  registry  law  in  any  other  point  of 
view,  than  as  an  attempt  thus  to  interfere,  impotent  as  we  hope  and 
believe  by  reason  of  its  inconsistency  of  enactment,  and  defective  autho- 
rity in  those  appointed  to  carry  it  into  execution.

An  Act  for  the  regulating  the  Guaging  of  Casks  in  the  Town  of  Baltimore. 

If.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  right  honourable  the  Lord  Proprietary,  by  Casks,  &c.  to 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  be  gauged,  &c. 
Lower  Houses  of  Assembly,  and  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
any  merchant  or  other  person  whatsoever  shall  sell,  or  put  to  sale, 
any  butt,  tun,  pipe,  hogshead,  barrel,  or  other  cask  of  rum,  wine, 
molasses,  or  other  liquid  merchandise,  imported,  brought  into  or  made 
in  the  said  town,  before  the  guager  hereafter  mentioned,  or  his  deputy, 
shall  have  plainly  and  truly  set  down  or  marked  upon  the  head  of 
such  vessel  the  capacity  and  full  contents  of  the  same,  according  to 
the  standard  and  excise  of  wine  measure,  by  the  gallon,  each  person 
or  persons  shall  forfeit,  for  the  uses  directed  in  this  act,  the  sum  of 
eight  pounds  current  money  for  every  cask  so  sold  or  put  to  sale. 

By  1S27,  ch.  181,  sec.  8,  the  penalty  is  made  $10. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  merchant  or  other  person  shall  Penalty  for 
sell,  or  put  to  sale,  any  such  rum,  wine,  molasses,  or  other  liquid  selling  casks 
merchandise,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  said  town  of  Baltimore,  in  any  cask 
or  vessel  having  the  number  of  gallons  set  down  and  marked  on  the 
head  of  such  vessel,  and  the  same  shall  be  found  to  lack  of  the  con- 
tents marked  on  the  said  vessel,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  to 
the  uses  directed  in  this  act,  the  sum  of  eight  shillings  current  money 
for  every  gallon  marked  or  numbered  on  the  said  cask  more  than  it 
will  truly  contain.

cation of  the  money  appropriated  for  repairing  the  streets  in  Balti- 
more town,  in  Baltimore  county;  that  is  to  say,  twelve  shillings  and 
six  pence;  and  on  every  foot  front  of  improved  and  unimproved  lots 
in  those  parts  of  the  lanes  and  alleys  paved  or  to  be  paved,  six  shil- 
lings and  three  pence;  on  every  four-wheeled  riding  carriage,  thirty 
shilling's  per  year;  chairs  or  sulkeys,  fifteen  shillings  per  year ;  drays, 
twenty-five  shillings  per  year;  wagons  and  carts,  twenty-five  shillings 
per  year;  riding  horses,  twenty  shillings  per  year;  an  additional  tax 
upon  billiard  tables,  fifteen  pounds  per  year;  a  tax  upon  the  play- 
house3 of  fifty  pounds  per  year;  an  additional  tax  of  thirty  shillings 
on  every  chimney  catching  fire;4  on  persons  convicted  in  the  county 
court  of  selling  liquors  without  license  an  additional  fine  of  thirty 
shillings  ;  an  additional  tax  of  five  pounds  annually  on  tavern  licenses  ; 
a  tax,  not  exceeding  two  shillings  and  six  pence,  on  every  hundred 
pounds  of  assessed  property  within  said  town. 

The  parts  of  this  section  printed  in  italic,  were  repealed  by  1791,  ch.  59, 
section  3d,  and  by  the  second  section  of  that  act,  other  taxes  are  imposed. 

'  By  November,  1792,  ch.  21,  the  taxes  are  to  be  recovered  by  distress  and 
sale,  and  a  remedy  is  given  to  persons  aggrieved  thereby.

s  The  part  of  this  act  imposing  a  tax  of  fifty  pounds  on  theatrical  exhibi- 
tions was  repealed  by  1791,  ch.  59,  by  which  a  license  was  to  be  applied  for  and 
to  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  ;  and  the  power  of  licensing,  &.c.  as  to  theatrical 
and  other  public  amusements,  is  now  vested  in  the  corporation.

And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  special  commissioners  or  a  majo- 
rity of  them,  do,  from  time  to  time,  or  as  often  as  there  may  be  occa- 
sion, meet  and  consult  together,  respecting  what  streets,  or  parts  of 
streets,  what  lanes  or  alleys,  are  to  be  paved  ;  respecting  the  best 
method  and  manner  of  paving  and  keeping  clean  such  of  the  streets, 
and  public  lanes  and  alleys,  of  the  said  town,  as  are  within  the  inha- 
bited and  settled  parts  thereof;  and  of  amending,  building  or  repair- 
ing the  bridges;  and  of  amending  or  repairing  the  common  sewers 
of  said  town,  made,  or  that  may  be  made,  for  discharging  and  carrying 
ofT  the  water  into  the  river  or  basin;  and  of  making,  amending  and 
repairing,  the  public  streets,  roads  and  highways,  within  the  said 
town,  leading  from  any  of  the  public  roads  in  the  country  to  the 
paved  and  regulated  parts  of  the  said  streets;  and  to  contract  with 
any  person  or  persons  for  all  materials  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
with  such  and  as  many  workmen  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  be 
employed  from  lime  to  time  in  and  about  the  premises;  and  to  agree 
on,  execute  and  perform,  every  other  act,  matter  and  thing,  which  to 
them  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  fulfilment  of  said  act. 

By  1829,  ch.  1  U,  power  is  given  to  ths  mayor  and  city  council  to  change  and 
alter  the  grade  of  any  street. 

VII.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  special  commissioners  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon  the  lots,  grounds  and 
possessions,  of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate, 
through  which  the  common  sewers  run,  or  ought  to  run,  to  regulate, 
make,  or  repair  the  same;  provided  that  no  common   sewer  or  water 
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course  to  be  laid  out,  shall  be  regulated  so  as  to  run  through  any  lot 
of  ground  belonging  to  any  private  person  or  persons,  unless  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to,  and  approved  of,  by  a  majority  of  the  said 
special  commissioners  ;  and  in  every  such  case,  that  the  damages 
sustained,  or  to  be  sustained,  by  reason  thereof,  by  such  private 
owner  or  owners,  shall  be  valued  and  appraised  by  two  indifferent 
persons,  one  of  them  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  special  commissioners, 
and  the  oilier  by  such  owner  or  owners;  and  also  that  the  said 
damages  shall  be  paid  to  such  owner  out  of  the  moneys  arising  by 
virtue  of  this  act. 

VIII.  And    be  it  enacted,   That   if  any   person   or   persons  shall  Penalty  on 
wilfully  stop  up  or  obstruct  the   passage  of  the  waters  of  any  of  the  persons  ob- 
common  sewers,  made  or  to  be  made,  he  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  structinS»  &c- 
forfeit  and   pay,  for  every  such  offence,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the 

sum  of  twenty-five  pounds. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  special  commissioners,  from  Scaven  gersto 
time  to  time,  shall  employ  proper  and  capable  persons  to  clean  the  be  employed, 
cart-way  of  the  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  which  are  or  may  be  &c- 

paved,  and  to  remove  and  carry  off  from  thence  all  mud,  dirt,  and 
other  filth,  there  found,  that  shall  or  may  incommode  the  inhabitants, 
in  such  manner  and  form,  and  at  such  time  or  times,  as  the  said 
special  commissioners  shall  direct  and  appoint,  which  said  persons, 
so  agreed  with  and  employed,  shall  take  upon  themselves  the  office 
and  duty  of  scavengers,  pursuant  to  their  respective  agreements,  under 
the  penalty  of  five  pounds  for  every  neglect  or  refusal  ;  and  if  such 
scavenger  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  carry  off  and  remove  all  and 
every  part  of  the  mud,  mire,  dirt,  and  other  filth,  found  in  the  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  aforesaid,  agreeable  to  his  contract  with  said  special 
commissioners,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five shillings,  for  every  such  offence. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  and  occupiers  of  the  Inhabitants 
houses  and  lots,  and  the  sextons,  porters,  or  other  keepers  of  churches,  Ic;  remove 
meeting-houses,  or  other  public  buildings  or  burying-grounds,  front-    ir  '     c' 
ing  the  paved   streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  within  the  said  town,  shall 

rake  and  sweep  into  the  cart-way  the  dirt,  soil,  and  other  filth,  to  be 
found  on  the  brick  pavements  or  footway  before  their  respective 
houses,  lots,  dwellings,  or  public  buildings,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done,  once  at  least  in  every  week  ;  that  is  to  say,  on  every  Friday, 
when  the  snow  or  ice  on  the  said  pavements  or  foot-way  does  not 
prevent,  that  it  may  be  removed  by  the  said  scavengers  on  the  same 
day  or  the  day  following,  under  the  penalty  of  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  shillings  for  every  neglect  or  refusal. 

XI.  And   be  it  enacted,   That   no   person   or  persons   whatsoever  Shavings,  &c. 
shall   cast  or  lay,  or   cause  to   be  cast  or  laid,  any  shavings,  ashes,  not  to  be  laid 
dung,  or  other  filth  or  annoyance,  on  any  pavements  within  the  said  °n  Pavements, 
town,  under  the  penalty  of  any  sum  not  exceeding    twenty  shillings 

for  every  such  offence;  but  every  such  person  or  persons,  having 
such  shavings,  ashes,  dung,  or  other  filth,  shall  keep  the  same  in  some 
other  place,  until  the  scavenger  shall  attend  with  his  cart  to  carry  off 
the  same,  which  he  is  hereby  enjoined  to  do  once  in  every  week  at 
least,  if  required,  at  the  door  of  every  such  person,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  shillings  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal;  provided  always, 
that  every  such  person,  having  such  mud,  dung,  ashes  or  other  filth, 
so  to  be  carried  off,  shall  pay  every  such  scavenger,  for  all  such  filth, 
and  no  other,  as  shall  be  occasioned  by,  or  arise  from,  his   particular 
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trade,  business,  or  occupation,  and  is  not  incident  to  common  house- 
keeping-, at  such  rate  as  shall  be  from  time  to  lime  settled  and  ascer- 
tained by  the  special  commissioners,  unless  he,  she  or  they,  shall 
choose  to  carry  off  the  same  at  his,  her  or  their  own  expense,  in 
another  manner. 
Tenant  to  pay  XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  of  any  house  or  lot 
lor  the  owner,  whjci]  shall  be  rated  and  assessed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  before 
whose  front  the  foot  pavement  shall  be  hereafter  directed  to  be  paved, 
amended  or  repaired,  by  the  said  special  commissioners,  shall  not 
reside  within  the  town,  the  tenant  or  person  occupying  the  same, 
shall  pay  his  the  said  owner's  rate  and  assessment,  and  pave  and 
repair  the  footway  before  the  front  of  his  possession;  and  the  taxes 
paid  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  the  money  expended  by  such  tenant 
in  paving  and  repairing  the  footway  aforesaid,  in  obedience  to  the 
order  of  special  commissioners,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  owner,  and 
defalked  by  the  tenant  out  of  the  rent  then  due,  or  thereafter  to  be- 
come due;  and  if  any  owner  of  any  house  and  lot,  before  whose 
front  the  cartway  shall  be  paved  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  if  any 
tenant  of  any  such  house  and  lot  shall  refuse  and  neglect  to  pave  and 
repair  the  footway  agreeable  to  the  direction  and  order  aforesaid, 
every  such  owner,  if  a  resident  within  the  said  town,  and  every  such 
tenant  of  such  non  resident  owner,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every 
foot  fronting  his  possession  so  neglected  to  be  paved,  the  sum  of  one 
shilling;  and  that  the  said  special  commissioners  shall  make,  amend 
and  repair  the  same,  out  of  the  public  moneys  by  this  act  directed  to 
be  raised,  and  shall  recover  the  same  of  such  resident  owner,  or 
tenant  of  such  non-resident  owner  respectively,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire, in  a  summary  way,  before  a  magistrate,  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

By  1829,  ch.  Ill,  the  mayor  and  city  council  have  full  power  to  pass  all  ordi- 
nances which  they  may  deem  necessary  to  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  foot  pave- 
ments, and  to  tax  owners  of  lots  to  pay  the  expense. 

Penalty  for  XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after 

throwing  tne   publication  of  this  act,  cast  or   throw   down,  out  of  any  cart, 

&cwn  '  ~  '  wagon,  or  other  carriage,  any  rubbish,  dirt  or  earth,  in  any  public 
street,  lane  or  alley,  of  the  town  of  Baltimore,  save  only  in  such  parts 
and  places  as  shall  be  appointed  and  agreed  on  by  the  special  com- 
missioners, every  such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  the  sum  of  five  shillings,  and  pay  the  costs  of  removing  the 
same ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons,  save  the  said  special  commis- 
sioners, shall  hereafter  remove  or  pull  down  any  bar,  chain,  rope  or 
fence,  which  the  said  special  commissioners  shall  hereafter  cause  to 
be  set  up,  in  or  across  the  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  pavement  then  newly  made,  every  such  person  who 
shall  so  offend,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  pounds  for  every 
such  offence. 
On  distillers,  XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  distiller,  soap-boiler  or  tallow- 

&c.  discharg-  chandler,  within  the  said  town,  shall  discharge  any  foul  or  nauseous 
IiMin^'1^!- "1S  li(l,10,'7  from  any  still-house  or  work-shop,  so  that  such  liquor  shall 
pass  into  or  along  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  said  town,  or 
if  any  soap-boiler  or  tallow-chandler  shall  keep,  collect  or  use,  or 
cause  to  be  kept,  collected  or  used,  in  any  of  the  built  parts  of  the 
town,  any  staie,  putrid   or  stinking  fat,  grease,  or  other  offensive  mat- 
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ter,  or  if  any  butcher  shall  keep  at  or  near  his  slaughter-house  any 
garbage  or  filth  whatsoever,  so  as  to  annoy  any  neighbour,  or  any 
person  whatsoever,  he,  she  or  they,  being  thereof  convicted  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  town,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
such  offence,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  shillings. 

XV.  .find  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  On  persons 

the  publication  hereof,  cast,  carry,  draw  out  or  lay,  any  dead  horse  or  laying  dead 

,         ,       i  ci.i    e  i.  carcasses  on 

other  dead  carcase,  or  any  excrement  or  tilth  irom  vaults,  privies  or  the  common 

necessary  houses,  and  shall  leave  such  carcase,  carrion  or  filth,  with-  &,c. 

out  burying  the  same  a  sufficient  depth  in  the  ground,  on  any  part  of 

the  commons  of  said  town,  on  or  near  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys 

or  highways    within   the  said  town,  or   district   adjoining  the  town, 

every  person  or  persons  so  oft'ending,  and  convicted  thereof  before  any 

justice  of  the  peace,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  the 

sum  of  ihirty  shillings. 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  On  throwing 
the  publication  hereof,  cast  or  throw  any  carrion  or  filth  whatsoever,  fi.Itn  into  tne 
or  other  annoyance  or  obstruction,  into  the  river  in  said  town,  or  nver>  &c* 
into  the  basin,  and  shall  thereof  be  convicted  before  any  justice  of  the 

peace,  every  such  offender  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and 
pay  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  as  the  said  justice 
shall  think  reasonable. 

The  sections  between  sixteen  and  thirty-two  have  been  repealed  by  the  opera- 
tion of  subsequent  acts. 

XXXII.  And  whereas  the  paving  the  streets  of  Baltimore  town  will 
be  attended  with  great  expense  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  it  is 
necessary  that  due  care  be  taken  to  preserve  the  pavements  made  or 
to  be  made  from  any  and  every  avoidable  and  unnecessary  injury  :  And 
whereas  nothing  can  be  more  destructive  to  pavements  of  any  kind, 
and  particularly  to  those  newly  made,  than  the  carrying  large  and 
excessive  burthens  in  carriages,  the  felloes  of  the  wheels  whereof  arc 
of  small  breadth,  whereby  the  stones  of  such  pavements  are  loosened  Carriages  to 
and  torn  up, and  the  pavements  themselves  in  a  great  measure  ruined;  ^anVeeeigr0&c 
for  remedy  whereof,  Be  it  enacted,  That  no  wagon,  wain  or  cart, 
whatsoever,  belonging  to  any  person  whatsoever,  residing  or  inhabit- 
ing within  the  said  town,  or  within  three  miles  of  the  said  town,1 
shall  travel,  pass  or  be  drawn,  on  any  of  the  paved  parts  of  the  said 
town,  with  any  greater  number  of  beasts  of  draught  than  three  if  a 
four-wheeled  carriage,  and  if  a  two-wheeled  carriage  with  any  greater 
number  of  beasts  of  draught  than  two,  unless  the  felloes  of  such 
wheels  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  guage  of  four  inches  from  side  to 
side  at  the  least;  and  that  no  such  wheeled  carriage  belonging  to  per- 
sons residing  as  aforesaid,  shall  travel  or  be  drawn  in  the  said  town, 
with  or  by  any  number  of  oxen  whatsoever,  unless  the  felloes  of  the 
wheels  thereof  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  guage  of  four  inches  from 
side  to  side  at  the  least,  carts  with  one  horse,  stage  and  light  travel- 
ling wagons  for  passengers  excepted  ;  and  that  every  owner  or  owners 
of  such  wheel  carriage,  which  shall  pass  or  be  drawn  contrary  to  the 
directions  and  meaning  of  this  act  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  or  otherwise  shall  forfeit  any  one  of 
the  beasts  of  draught  drawing  such  wheel  carriage,  (excepting  the 
draught  or  thill  horse,)  together  with  the  geers,  bridles,  halter  and 
other  accoutrements,  to  such  beast  of  draught  belonging.

wragons,  Sec.  attached  to  any  farm,  plantation  or  estate  lying  out  of  the  said  limits, 
and  not  usually  employed  within  the  same,  although  belonging  to  persons  residing 
in  the  town,  or  within  three  miles  thereof,  and  going  occasionally  in  the  paved 
parts  of  the  town.     See  also  1807,  ch.  116,  post. 

XXXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  person  or  persons  making 
such  seizure  or  distress  as  aforesaid,  shall  deliver  the  horse  or  ox  so 
seized  and  distrained,  with  the  accoutrements,  into  the  custody  of 
some  one  of  the  constables  of  said  town,  and  every  such  constable  is 
required  to  lake  and  receive  and  safely  keep  the  same,  till  the  person 
or  persons  making  such  seizure  shall  make  proof,  upon  oath  or  affir- 
mation before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  before  whom  such  proof 
shall  be  made  to  their  satisfaction,  is  hereby  empowered  and  required 
to  issue  his  precept  to  such  constable,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  beast 
so  forfeited,  with  the  accoutrements,  at  public  auction  or  vendue,  first 
giving  due  notice  of  such  sale,  and  the  money  arising  therefrom,  the 
said  constable  shall  pay,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  party  or  parties  so 
seizing  and  distraining  the  said  beast,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the 
special  commissioners,  or  the  treasurer,  to  be  applied  towards  pa- 
ving the  streets,  after  deducting  from  the  whole  such  reasonable 
charge  as  the  justice  shall  allow;  but  in  case  no  such  proof  shall  be 
made  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  seizure,  that  then  such  beast 
shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  without  any  costs 
or  expenses. 

XXXIV.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
hinder,  prevent  or  obstruct  the  measuring  or  guaging  of  the  felloes  of 
such  wheels,  or  the  seizing  or  distraining  of  any  horse  or  beast  of 
draught  hereby  directed  to  be  forfeited,  every  such  person  or  persons 
so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  pounds,  being  thereof  legally  convicted  in  any  county  court  with- 
in this  state  :  Provided,  that  if  it  shall  appear,  that  the  felloes  of  such 
wheels  were  originally  made  of  the  full  breadth  prescribed  by  this 
act,  and  to  have  become  less  by  wear  or  use,  except  the  same  shall  be 
less  than  three  inches  and  one-half  wide,  the  penalties  and  forfeitures 
hereby  imposed  on  the  owner  or  owners  shall  not  be  incurred,  nor 
the  same  recovered  in  manner  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  manner : 
Provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed,  held  or  con- 
strued, to  debar  or  prevent  any  person  or  persons,  residing  as  afore- 
said, from  transporting  in  his  or  their  own  wagon,  wain  or  cart,  for 
his,  her  or  their  own  use,  but  not  for  hire,  any  matters  or  things 
whatsoever,  with  two  beasts  of  draught  only,  except  stones,  bricks, 
lime,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  iron,  lead,  cord-wood,  coal,  scantling,  timber 
and  boards  :  Provided,  such  matters  and  things  do  not  exceed  in  any 
one  load  half  a  ton  weight,  on,  or  through  any  of  the  paved  parts  of 
the  said  town,  and  with  any  greater  number  of  beasts  of  draught 
within  or  through  any  other  parts  of  the  said  town  not  paved,  although 
the  felloes  of  the  wheels  of  said  wagon,  wain  or  cart,  be  not  of  the 
dimensions  aforesaid,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  dray  or  other  carriage,  used  for 
any  transportation  of  merchandise  from  one  part  of  the  town  to  the 
other,  by  any  porter  or  drayman,  shall  travel  or  be  drawn  on  the 
paved  parts  of  the  said  town,  unless  the  felloes  of  the  wheels  of  such 
dray  or  other  carriage  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  gauge  above  directed, 
under  the  penalty  of  live  pounds,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such 
dray  or  other  carriage,  and  to  be  recovered  as  debts  not  exceeding 
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five  pounds,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  person  who  shall  sue  for  the 
same,  the  otiier  for  paving  or  repairing  the  streets  :  Provided,  always, 
that  this  act  is  not  meant  to  extend  to  carriages  now  in  use. 

XXXVJ.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  wagoner,  carter,  or  dray-  Carters  to 
man,  employed  to  haul  wood  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  shall  have  marked 
have  in  his  said  wagon  or  cart,  of  his  own  property,  a  sufficient  num-  standards»  &c- 
ber  of  hewn   standards,   for   preventing   the    wood   from   falling  off, 
marked  with  the  initial  letters  of  his  christian  and  surnames  on  the 
outer  side  of  said  standards,  under  the  penalty  of  five  shillings;  and 
that  if  any  wagoner,  carter   or  drayman,  shall  take  and  appropriate 
any  wood  belonging  to  any  of  the   inhabitants  aforesaid,   which  he 
shall  be  hired  to  haul,  or  shall  not  deliver  it  to  the  true  owner  or  pur- 
chaser thereof,  every  such  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
two  shillings  for  every  stick  or  piece  of  wood  so  appropriated   or 
detained  from  the  owner  or  purchaser  thereof,  being  first  legally  con- 
victed of  the  said  offence,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

XLVII.  Be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  here-  Porches,  &c. 
after  make  and  set  up,  and  shall  cause    to  be  made  or  set  up,  is  not  to  be 
any  street  of  fifty  feet  wide  or  upwards  within  the  said  town,  any  made>     c- 
porch,  cellar  door,  or  step,  which  shall  extend  beyond   the  distance 
of  four  feet  three  inches  in  such  streets,  or  a  proportionate  distance 
into  any  narrower  street;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter 
make  and  set  up  any  bulk,  jut  window,  or  incumbrance  whatsoever, 
whereby  the  passage  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  shall  be  obstructed  ; 
or  shall  so  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed,  any  spout  or  gutter,  whereby 
the  passage  of  any  street  shall  be   obstructed  or  incommoded,  any 
person  so  offending,  and  being  legally  convicted  thereof  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  shall  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  thirty  shillings,  and  shall  forthwith  remove  or  cause  the  said 
nuisance  to  he  removed. 

XLVJII.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  house  if  now  made 
within  the  said  town,  having,  at  the  publication  hereof,  any  porch,  to  be  paid  for, 
cellar  door  or  step,  extending  into  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  beyond  &c- 
the  limitation  aforesaid,  or  having  fixed  or  fastened  to  such  house 
any  bulk,  jut  window,  or  other  incumbrance  whatsoever,  shall 
yearly  and  every  year  pay,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  special  commissioners  to  receive  and  collect  the 
same,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  the  said  special  commissioners 
and  the  assessors  of  said  town  shall  settle  and  assess,  as  a  full  com- 
pensation to  the  public,  until  such  porch,  cellar  door  or  step,  to  him, 
her  or  them  respectively  belonging,  shall  be  reduced  to  the  limits 
aforesaid,  or  till  removed  or  taken  away  ;  and  every  owner  or  owners 
of  any  house  or  houses,  whereunto  a  spout  or  gutter  shall,  at  the  time 
of  publication  hereof,  be  so  fixed  and  placed,  that  the  waters  thereby 
discharged,  may  incommode  persons  passing  the  said  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  forthwith  to  remove,  or 
effectually  to  alter  or  amend  the  same  ;  and  the  said  special  commis- 
sioners are  hereby  further  authorized  and  empowered,  to  remove,  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  all  manner  of  obstruction  to  the  passage  through 
the  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  which  they  shall  find  remaining  in 
the  same  an  unnecessary  length  of  time. 

XLIX.  And   be   it   enacted,   That  the   special   commissioners  are  Exhibitions  to 
hereby  empowered  to  license  all  public  exhibitions  within  said  town,  be  licensed, 
and  to  direct  their  treasurer  to  receive  the  money  fixed  on  by  the  said  &*'

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special  commissioners  for  such  licenses,  and  make  out  a  license  under 
the  common  seal.

An  Act  appointing  Wardens  for  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore 

County. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  wharf  or  wharves  shall  be  run  out, 
made,  altered,  enlarged  or  extended,  from  and  after  the  publication 
hereof,  so  as  to  divert  the  course  of  the  said  channel,  obstruct  the 
harbour  or  basin,  or  to  the  injury  of  the  same  ;  and  that  no  person  or 
persons  shall  make,  alter  or  extend,  a  wharf  or  wharves,  from  and  after 
the  publication  hereof,  without  laying  before  the  said  wardens  a  plan 
pf  his  or  their  intended  wharf  or  wharves,  and  without  consent  first 
obtained,  under  the  seal  of  the  board,  to  carry  the  same  into  effect; 
and  in  case  any  person  or  persons  shall  make,  alter  or  extend,  a  wharf 
or  wharves,  without,  such  permission,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  wardens  to  recover,  by  warrant,  before  a  magistrate,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  as  in  cases  of  debts  not  exceeding 
five  pounds,  and  forthwith  to  cause  the  same  to  be  demolished  :  Pro- 
vided, that  this  act  is  not  meant  to  extend  to  the  demolition  or  remo- 
val of  wharves  already  made,  built  and  extended. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  wardens  shall  and  may  cause  the 
basin  and  harbour,  or  such  parts  or  parts  thereof  as  to  them  shall 
seem  meet,  as  soon  as  enabled  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  to  be 
cleansed,  scoured,  cleared  and  ballasted,  and  all  obstructions  and 
annoyances  in  and  upon  the  said  basin,  harbour  and  river,  whether 
from  vessels  sunk  or  any  other  cause,  to  be  removed  ;  and  towards 
defraying  the  charges  and  costs  thereof,  to  impose  on  every  vessel 
entering  or  clearing  at  said  port  one  penny1  per  ton  ;  which  sum  is 
to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  naval  officer  for  said  port,  which  officer 
is  to  draw  the  same  commission  upon  said  collection  as  on  collections 
made  for  the  state  ;  and  the  naval  officer  is  hereby  enjoined  to  collect 
and  receive  the  rate  aforesaid,  and  to  pay  the  same  from  time  to  time, 
deducting  tho  commission  aforesaid,  or  four  times  each  year,  to  said 
wardens;  said  rate  to  continue  till  a  suflicicnt  sum  shall  be  raised  for 
defraying  the  expense  aforesaid  ;  and  in  case  of  refusal,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  wardens  to  recover  4he  same  before  a 
magistrate,  as  in  cases  of  debt  not  exceeding  live  pounds. 

1  The  power  of  imposing  this  duty  is  repealed,  by  1791,  oh.  GO,  which 
imposes  a  duty  not  exceeding  two  cents  per  ton.  The  art  of  17J»1  was  not  to 
operate  until  ratified  and  confirmed  by  an  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  :  this  was  done  by  an  acl  of  the  nrsl  session  oi  the  fourth  congress,  ch.  26, 
!  the  12th  May,  iTfMi.  to  continue  for  three  years,  and  to  the  end  of  the 
next  Bession  of  congress  thereafter.     See  act  of  1791,  and  note. 

XI.  And  In  it  enacted^  That  no  warden  shall  sit  in  judgment  in  the 
execution  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  powers  herein  contained,  where 
he  is  any  wise  interested  or  concerned. 
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XII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That   the  said  wardens  or  a  majority  of  Wardens  may 
them,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  regulations  make  regula- 
and  ordinances,  from  time  to  time,  respecting  wharfs  and    wharfage,  tlons'  **c- 
and  the  keeping  them  in  repair  so  as  to  prevent  their  injuring  the 

harbour  or  basin,  and  for  preventing  vessels  from  casting  out  filth  or 
ballast,  or  any  other  cause,  whether  from  vessels,  wharves,  or  the  land 
or  earth,  or  soil,  contiguous  to  the  basin  or  harbour,  being  thrown 
into  the  same,  that  may  serve  to  fill  up  the  said  harbour  or  basin,  or 
obstruct  the  navigation  thereof;  and  to  impose  fines  for  every  breach 
of  said  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  to 
be  recovered  before  a  magistrate,  as  in  debts  not  exceeding  five 
pounds  ;  and  all  fines,  penalties  or  awards,  the  recovery  of  which  is 
not  specifically  mentioned,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
cases  of  debts  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

XIII.  Provided,  always,  That  no  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  Proviso, 
directed  to   be   made  by   this  act,  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this 
government,  and  provided,  said  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  be 
published  in  the  Baltimore  newspapers. 

XIV.  And,  for  the  greater  security  of  the  subject,  Be  it  enacted,  Persons 
That  if   any  person  or  persons   shall   conceive  him   or  themselves  aggrieved  may 
aggrieved  by  any  judgment 'given  in  consequence  of  this  act,  it  shall  aPPea  »   ^c' 
ana*  may  be  lawful  for  such  person  or  persons  to  appeal  to  the  next 

county  court,  which  said  appeal  shall  be  allowed  by  the  wardens  or 
magistrate,  upon  sufficient  security  given  for  prosecuting  the  same. 


November,  1784,     Chapter  xxxix. 

As  Act  to  empower  the  commissioners   of  Baltimore  Town  to  make  a  cor- 
rect survey  of  the  said  Town ;  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  town,  by  their  Preamble, 
petitions  to  this  general  assembly  have  set  forth,  that  great  inconve- 
niences have  arisen  from  the  uncertain  location  of  the  lots  in  said 
town,  the  boundaries  thereof  in  many  instances  not  being  to  be  found, 
and  that  still  greater  confusion  is  apprehended  from  the  variation  of 
the  compass,  unless  the  commissioners  of  the  said  town  are  author- 
ized to  make  a  general  and  correct  survey  of  the  whole  town,  and 
establish  permanent  boundaries  throughout  the  same  to  perpetuate  the 
true  location  thereof:  And  ivhereas.  it  is  further  represented,  that  a 
number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  have  made  and  extended 
•several  parcels  of  ground  out  of  the  waters  of  Patapsco  river,  adjoin- 
ing the  said  town,  under  an  act  of  assembly  for  that  purpose,  which 
they  are  desirous  should  be  surveyed  and  laid  off  into  streets, 
lanes,  alleys  and  canals,  and  added  to  and  made  part  of  Baltimore 
town  :  And  whereas,  also,  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  in  several  of 
the  additions  made  to  the  said  town,  have  heretofore  been  so  negli- 
gently laid  out,  as  not  to  correspond  with  the  other  streets  through- 
out the  said  town  ;  it  is  therefore  prayed,  that  the  commissioners  of 
Baltimore  towii,  be  vested  with  powers  to  remedy  the  grievances 
complained  of: 

II.  Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  Maryland,   That  Survey  to  be 
the  commissioners  of  Baltimore   town  aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  made,  &c. 
them,  be  authorized  and  required,  after  giving  six  weeks  notice  in  the 
Baltimore  newspapers  of  the  time,  place  and  intentions,  of  their  meet- 
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ing.  and  after  having  taken  an  oath  before  some  magistrate  of  Balti- 
more county,  to  be  recorded  with  their  proceedings,  well  and  truly  to 
execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them  bv  this  act.  without  prejudice,  par- 
tiality or  favour,  to  cause  a  correct  and  general  survey  of  the  several 
additions  throughout  the  said  town  to  be  made,  according  to  the  ori- 
ginal location  thereof,  to  be  ascertained  by  proof  of  such  location 
where  it  can  be  bad,  or  by  a  proper  allowance  for  the  variation  of  the 
compass,  where  proof  of  the  original  location  cannot  be  had,  having 
a  regard  in  the  calculation  of  the  variation  of  the  compass  to  any 
proof  which  may  be  made  to  parts,  of  such  original  location,  so  as  to 
make  the  lines  upon  which  an  allowance  for  the  variation  may  be 
made  correspondent  as  nearly  as  may  be  with  the  parts  proved  as 
aforesaid,  and  to  establish  and  fix  permanent  boundaries  of  stone 
throughout  the  same,  with  proper  marks  and  devices  thereon,  to  ascer- 
tain in  future  the  true  location  of  the  several  lots  in  every  part  of  the 
said  town,  and  cause  a  correct  plot,  with  proper  explanations  of  the 
same  to  be  made,  together  with  the  proof  by  them  taken,  and  the  rea- 
sons which  governed  them  in  fixinor  slich  boundaries  where  no  proof 
of  the  original  runninjj  can  be  obtained,  and  returned  to  the  town 
clerk,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  enter  the  same  on  record  among 
the  records  of  said  town. 
Proviso.  IIL    Provided  always,  and  he  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall 

apprehend  himself  aggrieved  by  the  determination  of  the  said  com- 
missioners in  the  premises,  such  person  may,  within  three  months 
next  after  such  determination,  appeal  from  the  same  to  the  general 
court  of  the  western  shore,  which  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  hear  and  determine  such  appeal,  and  to  make  all  orders 
necessary  for  obtaining  full  information  upon  the  subject  of  dispute, 
and  shall  hear  such  appeal  at  the  first  court,  if  it  can  be  done^with 
justice  to  the  parties,  and  the  judgment  and  determination  of  the  said 
court  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  to  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
they  shall  act  in  conformity  thereto  in  completing  their  survey  and 
location  aforesaid. 
Streets,  Sec.  to  JV-  4*d  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  a 
be  laid  out  major  part  of  them,  are  hereby  empowered  and  required,  on  applica- 
anew,  8cc.  tjon  0f  tne  proprietors  of  any  lots  throughout  the  said  town,  to  sur- 
vev.  alter,  amend  and  lay  out  anew,  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
running  through  the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors 
thereof,  or  their  guardians,  first  had  and  obtained,  and  at  their  own 
expense,  so  as  to  make  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  throughout  every 
part  of  the  said  town,  to  correspond  and  communicate  with  each  other 
ix>  near  as  may  be  :  Provided,  always,  that  the  streets,  lanes  and 
allevs,  when  altered,  amended  and  laid  out  anew  shall  not  run  through 
the  ground  of  any  person  whatsoever,  without  the  consent  of  such 
person  first  obtained. 
Lots,  fcc.  to  VI.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  the  lots  of  ground,  streets,  lanes  and 

be  part  of         alleys,  when  so  altered,  amended  and  laid  out  anew,  and  the  ground 
jre  and  other   improvements  made  and  extended  out  of  the  water,  when 

^c"  surveyed  and  laid  off  according  to  the  directions  of  this  act,  shall  be, 

and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  part  of  Baltimore  town  aforesaid, 
and  shall  have  all  the  immunities,  privileges  and  advantages,  the  rest 
of  the  said  town  hath,  or  by  former  laws  ought  to  have,  as  fully  and 
as  amply  as  if  the  same  had  been  originally  included  therein  ;  saving 
to  all  persons  whatsoever  their  right  of  property  in  any  of  the  said 
grounds  so  made  and  extended  as  aforesaid,  and  in  the  lots  or  land 
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from  which  such  ground  may  be  made  and  extended,  and  the  right  to 
make  and  extend  ground  as  aforesaid,  and  the  right  to  the  water,  or 
land  covered  by  water,  which  rights  are  not  meant  or  intended  in  any 
manner  to  be  interfered  with,  determined  on,  or  affected  by  this  act. 


November  1784.     Chapter  lxix. 

An  Act  for  the  establishment  and  regulation  of  a  Night  Watch,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  Lamps  in  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore  County. 

Whereas  the  ordering  and   regulating  a  watch,  and  enlightening  Preamble, 
the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  in  the  night  time,  in  Baltimore  town,  in 
Baltimore  county,  is  of  very  great  importance  for  the  preservation  of 
the  persons  and  properties  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  very  neces- 
sary to  prevent  fires,  burglaries,  and  other  outrages  and  disorders. 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,   That  Commission- 
the  commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  are  ers  to  meet, 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  &Cl 

they  shall  think  proper,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  act,  contract  with  fit  and  proper  persons  to  erect,  put 
up  and  fix,  any  number  of  lamps,  in  such  parts  and  places  in  the  said 
town  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  expedient,  and  to  contract  with 
any  person  or  persons  for  the  lighting,  trimming,  snuffing,  supplying, 
maintaining,  and  repairing  them,  and  shall  likewise  from  time  to  time 
order,  appoint,  hire  and  employ,  as  many  watchmen  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary,  and  shall  then  and  there  direct  and  order  what  wages 
shall  be  given  them,  and  if  any  of  the  said  watchmen  die  within  the 
time  for  which  they  were  appointed,  or  shall  be  negligent  in  their 
duty,  or  be  guilty  of  any  misbehaviour,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  at  any  inter- 
mediate time  of  the  year,  to  remove  any  of  the  said  watchmen  so 
appointed,  and  to  employ,  hire  and  appoint,  one  or  more  persons  fitly 
qualified  in  the  room  and  stead  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  neglecting 
his  duty,  or  misbehaving,  as  aforesaid. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  each  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  Their  powers. 
for  the  time  being,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  within  said  town,  and  they,  or  a  major  part  of  them, 

shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  any  number  of  persons 
of  good  character,  to  be  constables  in  said  town. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  a  -po  appoint 
major  part  of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  can,  direct  stands,  &c. 
and  set  down  in  writing,  at  what  stands  it  is  fit  for  the  said  watchmen 

to  be  placed,  how  often  they  shall  go  the  rounds,  and  also  appoint  the 
rounds  each  watchman  is  to  go,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make 
such  further  and  other  orders  and  regulations  for  the  better  govern- 
ment of  the  said   watchmen,  as   the   nature  of  the  case  shall  require. 

V.  And   be  it  enacted,  That  a  true  copy  of  all  orders,  regulations,  Orders  to  be 
nominations  and  appointments,  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  so  copied,  &c. 
made  for  the  better  direction  and  government  of  the  watchmen,  shall 

"be  fairly  printed  or  written,  and  signed  by  the  commissioners  afore- 
said, or  a  major  part  of  them,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  watchmen 
aforesaid. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  one  or  more  of  the  constables  in  said  Constables  to 
town,  as  by  orders  and  regulations  shall  be  thought  necessary,  shall  attend,  &c. 
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attend  at  the  court  house,  or  some  other  convenient  place  to  be 
appointed  by  the  commissioners,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  aforesaid, 
shall  appoint,  and  keep  watch  and  ward  in  manner  following  to  wit: 
From  the  tenth  of  September  to  the  tenth  of  March  in  every  year, 
from  eight  in  the  evening  to  six  in  the  morning;  and  from  the  tenth 
of  .March  to  the  tenth  of  September  in  every  year,  from  nine  in  the 
evening  to  four  in  the  morning j  and  the  constables  shall,  in  their 
several  turns  and  courses  of  watching',  use  their  best  endeavours  to 
prevent  tires,  murders,  burglaries,  robberies,  and  other  outrages  and 
disorders,  within  said  town,  and  to  that  end  shall,  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered,  directed  and  required,  to  arrest  and  apprehend  all  night- 
walkers,  malefactors,  and  other  suspected  persons,  who  shall  be  found 
wandering  and"  misbehaving  themselves,  and  shall  carry  the  persons 
so  apprehended,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  can,  before  one  or  more 
justices  of  the  peace,  or  commissioner  in  said  town,  to  be  examined 
and  dealt  with  according  to  law,  and  shall  once,  or  oftener,  at  conve- 
nient times  of  the  night,  go  about  the  several  stands  in  said  town,  and 
shall  take  notice  whether  the  watchmen  perform  their  duties  in  their 
several  stations,  according  to  the  regulations  made  for  that  purpose, 
and  in  case  any  watchman  misbehaves  or  neglects  his  duty,  the  con- 
stable shall  immediately  give  notice  jto  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
or  any  of  them,  that  the  watchman  may  be  admonished  or  discharged 
as  the  service  may  require;  and  the  said  constable  shall  observe,  keep 
and  perform,  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  commissioners  for  their  good  government,  and  in  case  of  misbe- 
haviour or  neglect,  may  be  admonished  or  discharged  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  watchmen  ;  and  the  said  constables,  for  every  night 
watching,  shall  be  paid  by  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  such  sum  of 
money  as  they,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  think  reasonable. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  of  the  said  constables  shall 
neglect  to  attend  any  night  in  his  turn  to  keep  watch  and  ward  at  the 
respective  hours  appointed  by  this  act,  or  shall  depart  from  or  leave 
keeping  watch  during  the  respective  hours  appointed  for  keeping  the 
same,  or  shall  neglect  to  go  about  the  several  stands  of  said  town  once 
at  least  in  every  night  of  his  said  watching,  or  shall  otherwise  misbe- 
have or  neglect  his  duty,  in  each  or  every  said  case,  the  person  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and   pay  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  watchmen  are  hereby  empow- 
ered, required  and  directed,  in  their  several  stations,  during  the  time 
of  their  keeping  watch,  to  apprehend  all  night-walkers,  malefactors, 
rogues,  vagabonds  and  disorderly  persons,  whom  they  shall  find  dis- 
turbing the  peace,  or  shall  have  just  cause  to  suspect  of  any  evil 
designs,  and  to  carry  the  person  as  soon  as  convenient  before  some 
justice  or  commissioner  in  said  town,  to  be  examined  and  dealt  with 
according  to  law  ;  and  the  watchmen  shall  be  at  their  respective 
stands  and  keep  watch  at  the  hours  by  law  required, and  shall  observe, 
perform  and  execute,  all  such  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  as  shall 
be  from  time  to  time  enjoined  upon  them,  and  in  case  of  any  fire 
breaking  out,  or  other  great  necessity,  shall  alarm  each  other,  and  the 
inhabitants  in  their  respective  rounds,  which  when  done  they  shall 
repair  to  their  respective  stands,  the  better  to  discover  any  other  tire' 
that  may  happen,  as  will  as  to  prevent  any  burglaries,  robberies,  out- 
rages or  disorders,  and  to  apprehend  any  suspected  persons,  who  in 
such  times  of  confusion  may  be  feloniously  carrying  off  the  goods 
and   effects   of  others  ;  and   the  said    watchmen   are  hereby  invested 
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with  all  the  powers  and  authorities  that  constables  are  now  invested 
with  by  law. 

JX.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  mali-  Penalty  for 
ciously  break,  throw  down,  destroy  or  extinguish,  any  lamps  that  breaking 
shall  be  hung  up  to  light  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  in  said  town,  or  amP&'  c- 
shall  wilfully  damage  the  posts,  irons,  sentry  boxes,  or  other  furni- 
ture thereof,  every  person  so  offending,  and  being  convicted  by  the 
oath  or  affirmation  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses  before  any  com- 
missioner or  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  town,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
three  pounds  for  each  and  every  such  offence;  and  if  any  person 
shall,  without  design,  or  by  accident,  break,  throw  down  or  extin- 
guish any  lamp  aforesaid,  or  damage  any  of  the  said  posts,  irons  or 
sentry  boxes,  or  other  furniture,  and,  having  done  the  same,  shall  fail 
of  giving  notice  thereof  to  some  of  the  commissioners  or  justices  in 
said  town  within  twelve  hours  thereafter,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  forfeiture  as  if  the  same  had  been  wilfully  and  maliciously 
done;  but  if  timely  notice  be  by  him  given  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  only 
pay  such  costs  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner  or  justice  will 
fully  repair  the  damage  done. 

X.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  slave  be  convicted  of  any  of  the  Slaves  ofFend- 
ofTences  created  by  this  act,  he  shall  be  whipped  on  his  bare  back  not  ing  may  be 
exceeding  thirty-nine  lashes,  unless  the  owner  of  such  slave  will  pay  w  lp^e  '     c* 
the  fine  or  repair  the  damage;  and  if  any  person  under   age,  bound 

servant  or  apprentice,  be  convicted  of  incurring  any  penalty  or  damage 
under  this  act.  the  parent,  guardian  or  owner,  shall  be  obliged  to  pay 
the  said  penalty  or  damage,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  in- 
curred the  same;  and  all  fines  incurred  under  this"  act  shall  be  reco- 
vered in  the  same  manner  as  debts  under  five  pounds,  and  shall  be 
appropriated  towards  defraying  the  charges  of  the  said  lamps  and 
watches. 

XI.  Jlnd  be  it   enacted,  That  if  any  person   is  sued  for  any  tiling  General  issue 
done  in   pursuance  of  this  act,  he  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  pleadable. 
give  this  act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence  ;  and  no  person  shall 

be  prosecuted  for  misbehaviour  or  neglect  in  the  execution  of  this 
act,  unless  they  are  prosecuted  within  six  months  after 'such  offence 
is  committed. 


1785. — Chapter  liii. 

An  Act  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  Land  in  the  several  Counties  of  tins 
State,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  public  Assessment. 

Whereas,  this  general  assembly,  being  fully  satisfied  of  the  great  pfeamble. 
inequality  that  has  hitherto  taken  place  in  the  valuation  of  lands 
between  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  preventing  the  like  injustice  in  future,  have  determined  to 
ascertain  by  law,  the  average  value  by  the  acre  of  the  land  in  the 
several  counties  of  this  state. 

2.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Jlssemhly  of  Maryland,  That  the  Average  value 
average  of  land,  by  the  acre,  in  the  several  counties,  be  as  follows,  to  of  lands,  &tc. 
wit:      In  Kent  county,  at  thirty-three  shillings  and   nine-pence,  in 
Prince  George's  county,  at  thirty-one  shillings  and  six-pence,  in  Balti- 
more county,  at  twenty-nine  shillings  and  three-pence,  in  Frederick, 
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Charles,  Harford,  Anne  Arundel,  Queen  Anne's  Talbot  and  Cecil 
counties,  at  twenty-seven  shillings,  in  Montgomery,  St.  Mary's,  Cal-

Assessment  to  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  annual  assessment  for  supplies  be

and  bounds  of  Baltimore  town  aforesaid  and  its  precincts,  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  hereby  are  ascertained  and  established  as  follows,  to

15.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  of  the  respective 
counties,  and  of  Baltimore  town  and  its  precincts,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  fifth  day  of  September  next,  make  out  a  fair  and  correct  account 
of  the  property  by  them  ascertained  and  valued,  as  by  this  act  is 
directed,  and  the  same  shall  sign  and  enclose  in  a  cover,  directed  to 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  delegates,  and  shall  within  five  days  there-

By  1797,  ch.  89,  sec.  8,  the  commissioners  of  the  tax,  in  their  directions  to  the 
assessors,  are  to  be  governed  bjr  the  directions  in  this,  and  by  that  act. 

This  act  is  constantly  referred  to  as  the  basis  of  the  assessment  system  ;  it  is 
therefore  retained,  although  few  of  its  provisions  which  remain  in  force  seem 
applicable  to  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

By  1883,  ch.  1  13,  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  are  authorized  to 
make  a  new  assessment  in  the  city  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient.

A  Supplement  to  an  Act,*  entitled  an  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the 

Markets  in  Baltimore  Town.

Whereas  it  is   represented  to  this  general   assembly,  that  divers  Preamble, 
persons,  in  and  about  Baltimore  town,  made  a  practice  of  purchasing 
up  and  engrossing  the  provisions   coming  to  the  said    markets,  and 
selling  the  same  again,  thereby  enhancing  the  price  to  the  great  injury 
of  the  inhabitants  : 

II.  Be  it  enacted  by  the    General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  Penalty  on 
whosoever  shall  buy,  or  cause  to  be  bought,  any  kind  of  vegetables,  persons 
dead  meat,  poultry,  butter,  cheese,  tallow,  eggs  or  fish,  in  any  of  the    u^    °* 
markets   in  Baltimore  town,  or   within   ten   miles   thereof,  with   an 
intent  to  sell  the  same  again  in  such  markets  or  town,  or  within  twTo 
miles  thereof,  shall,  for  the  first  offence,  forfeit  the  article,  or  the  value 
thereof,  so   purchased,  for  the  second  offence  forfeit  as  aforesaid  and 
be  fined  thirty  shillings  current  money,  and  for  every  other  offence 
forfeit  five   pounds   current  money   to  be    recovered  in  a  summary 
way  before  a  magistrate ;    provided   that   the   purchasing  pork,  beef 
and  fish,  by  the  barrel,  or  other  package,  butter  in   firkins,  or  other 
package,  not  less  than  fifty  pounds,  bacon  or  cheese  by  the  quantity, 
by  any  merchant  or  shopkeeper,  and  selling  the   same  again  in  his 
store  or  shop,  shall  not  be  deemed,  taken  or  construed,  to  come  with- 
in the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

Ilf.  And  whereof)  persons  offending  against  this  act  may  make  Certain 
their  purchases  in  so  secret  a  manner  that  it  may  be  difficult  to  detect  persons

or  she  raised  or  made  the  articles  by  him  or  her  offered  for  sale,  or  is

the  market,  and  sold  for  the  use  of  Baltimore  town. 

V.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  bring  No  goods  to  be 
any  goods  or  merchandise  of  any  kind  into  the  market-square  to  sold  on  market 
sell  before  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock;  and  any  person  acting  here-  square,  &c. 

in  contrary  to  this  law,  shall  forfeit  for  every  offence  committed 
the  sum  of  three  pounds  current  money,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid.

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  clerk  of  the  said  markets  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  seize  by  distress  any  meat  upon  any 
stall  in  the  Baltimore  market  houses,  if  the  butcher  owning  such  stall 
shall  not  pay  the  rent  due  thereon  ;  and  the  said  clerk  is  also  hereby 
appointed  to  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  law, 
and  account  for  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  for 
the  use  of  said  town.

II.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
wardens  of  the  port  of  Baltimore  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make  such  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  from  time  to  time, 
respecting  the  mooring  and  safe  stationing  all  vessels  arriving  in  the 
port  of  Baltimore,  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  think  necessary.

board  of  wardens  to  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  which 
they  may,  from  time  to  time  make,  respecting  the  harbour  and  port 
of  Baltimore. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  so  much  of  the  act  of  assem-  partoftwo 
bly,  entitled,  an  act  appointing  wardens  for  the  port  of  Baltimore  acts  repealed, 
town,  in  Baltimore  county,  which  empowers  the  said  board   of  war- 
dens to  assess  and  levy  a  duty  of  one  penny  per  ton  on  every  vessel 

entering  or  clearing  at  the  said  port;  and  also  so  much  of  another  act 
of  assembly,  entitled,  a  supplement  to  the  act,  entitled  an  act  appoint- 
ing wardens  for  the  port  of  Baltimore  town,  in  Baltimore  county, 
which  empowers  the  board#of  wardens  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  on 
every  vessel  arriving  at  the  said  port  of  Baltimore,  except  pilot  boats, 
and  vessels  not  coming  from  sea  belonging  to  citizens  of  this  state,  a 
J  sum  not  exceeding  two  pence  current  money  per  ton,  be,  and  are 
hereby  repealed. 

IV.  Provided  always,  That  this  act  of  assembly  shall  not  operate  Proviso, 
and  take  effect  until  the  same  be  ratified  and  confirmed   by  an  act  of 
the  congress  of  the  United  States. 

Congress  have  assented  to  this  act  for  limited  times  by  sundry  acts,  the  last 
of  which,  passed  In  1828,  continues  it  until  March  3d,  183S,  and  contains  the 
following  proviso  : 

Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  demand  of  a  duty 
on  tonnage  on  vessels  propelled  by  steam,  employed  in  the  transportation  of 
passengers.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever 
shall  hereafter  erect  or  build  any  chimney  within  the  limits  of  Balti- 
more town  of  less  width  than  fourteen  inches  square  throughout  the 
funnel,  the  same  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  common 
nuisance;  and  if  the  person  or  persons  by  or  for  whom  the  same 
shall  have  been  built  or  erected,  shall  not  pull  down  and  destroy  the 
same  within  three  months  after  request  by  the  said  special  commis- 
sioners, or  some  one  of  them,  and  shall  be  thereof  convicted  by  a 
presentment  of  the  grand  inquest  of  Baltimore  county,  he  or  they 
shall  be  lined,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justices  of  the  criminal  court 
of  the  said  county,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  current 
money.

1794. — Chapter  liii. 

An  Act  for  the  establishment  and  regulation  of  the  Levy  Courts  in  the  several 
Counties  of  the  State. 

The  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th  and  13th  sections,  have  now  no  operation  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
justices  of  the  peace1  in  the  respective  counties  of  this  stale,  or  any 
five  of  them,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required, 
on  some  day  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of 
October  annually,  to  meet  at  the  court  house  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties, to  adjust  the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of  their  several 
counties,  including  an  allowance  for  the  poor  of  the  county,  and  pub- 
lic roads,  and  for  the  payment  thereof,  with  a  commission  for  collec- 
tion not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  to  impose  an  assessment  or  rate  on 
all  property  within  their  county  sufficient  to  defray  such  county 
charge ;  and  the  said  justices  shall  apportion  such  assessment  or  rate 
according  to  the  last  corrected  valuation  of  property  in  their  county, 
and  shall  appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  collect  the  same;  and  every 
collector,  before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  give  bond,  payable  to  the  state, 
with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  such  as  the  said  justices  shall 
approve  of,  in  double  the  sum  to  be  collected,  with  condition,  kThat 

if  the  above  bound ,  shall  well  and  faithfully  execute  his 

office,  and  the  several  duties  required  of  him  by  law,  and  shall  well 
and  truly  account  for  and  pay  to  the  justices  of  the  levy  court,  or 
their  order,  the  several  sums  of  money  which  he  shall  receive  or  be 
answerable  for  by  law,  at  such  time  as  the  law  shall  direct,  then  the 
above  obligation  to  be  void.' 

i  By  1798,  ch.  34,  the  governor  and  council  are  directed  to  appoint,  out  of  the

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2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  clerk  of  each  county  shall  and  he  Clerk  to  keep 
is  hereby  directed  to  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  account  of  such  assess-  a  fair  account, 
ment  or  rate,  and   how  disposed  of  by  the  levy  court  of  his  county,     c' 

in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  alone,  and  shall  annually,  within 
one  month  after  such  assessment,  under  the  penally  of  fifty  pounds 
current  money,  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the  governor  and  council, 
for  their  information  of  the  gross  amount  of  the  property  in  such 
county,  and  the  amount  of  the  tax  for  the  county  expenses  ;  and 
such  clerk  shall  also,  within  ten  days  after  such  assessment,  undej* 
the  penalty  of  two  hundred  pounds  current  money,  deliver  a  fair 
copy  thereof  to  the  collector  or  collectors  appointed  as  aforesaid; 
and  such  collector  or  collectors  shall,  and  he  or  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  to  proceed  to 
collect  the  same  rate,  and  shall  render  an  account  thereof,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  order  of  their  respective  levy  courts,  within  six 
months  after  having  received  the  assessment  list  from  the  clerk  of  his 
county  as  aforesaid,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  account  or 
make  payment,  the  said  justices  may,  in  their  discretion,  cause  the 
bond  of  the  collector  failing  in  his  duty  to  be  put  in  suit;1  and  the 
said  justices,  on  taking  bond,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  proved  by  the 
witnesses  thereto,  and  their  clerk  shall  record  the  same,  with  the  pro- 
bat,  and  an  attested  copy  of  the  said  bond  and  probat  from  the  said 
record,  shall  be  as  good  evidence  in  law  to  maintain  an  action  of  debt 
for  the  breach  of  the  condition  thereof,  as  if  the  said  bond  was  actu- 
ally produced  and  proved  in  court,  and  on  suit  the  justices  may  order 
a  cop)'  of  such  bond  to  be  filed  in  the  county  court,  and  thereupon 
scire  facias  shall  issue  against  such  collector,  and  his  securities,  in 
the  same  manner  as  by  law  is  directed  in  the  case  of  bonds  to  the 
loan  office,  and  similar  proceedings  shall  be  had  to  compel  payment 
of  the  money  due,  with  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  from  the  day 
appointed  for  payment;  and  every  person  appointed  collector,  shall, 
before  he  acts  as  such,  subscribe  a  declaration  of  his  belief  in  the 
christian  religion,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  oath,  or  if  a  quaker, 
menonist,  or  tunker,  the  affirmation,  of  fidelity  to  this  state,  directed 
by  the  constitution  and  form  of  government,  and  the  oath  to  the 
United  States,  unless  he  had  before  made  the  said  declaration  and 
taken  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations.

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  any  collector   shall  In  certain  ca- 
have  collected  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  ses  judgment 
his  county,  and  shall  neglect  to   pay  over  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  ^'^J2  en 
the  said  poor,  or  other  person  or  persons  authorized  by  law  to  receive 

the  same,  at  the  time  required  by  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful, 
and  the  several  county  courts  of  this  state,  are  hereby  required,  upon 
motion  made  on  behalf  of  the  said  trustees  of  the  poor  of  the  respec- 
tive counties  in  this  state,  or  other  person  or  persons  authorized  to 
receive  the  money  levied  for  their  use,  to  order  a  judgment  to  be 
entered,  and  an  immediate  execution  to  issue  thereon  against  the  per- 
son or  property  of  such  collector,  to  levy  and  compel  the  payment  of 
such  sum  of  money  so  due  and  payable:  Provided,  that  ten  days 
previous  notice  of  such  intended  motion  be  delivered  in  writing  to 
such  collector,  or  left  at  his  place  of  abode,  and  proof  thereof  be 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  court  to  which  such  application  shall 
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be  made,  and  provided,  also,-  if  such  collector  shall  in  person  or  by 
attorney,  desire  a  jury  to  be  impannelled  to  ascertain  the  sum  in  his 
hands  so  (\ue  and  payable,  the  said  court  shall  direct  a  jury  to  be  im- 
mediately charged,  to  try  and  ascertain  between  the  state  and  the  said 
party,  whether  the  said  collector  is  chargeable  with,  and  liable  to  pay, 
any  and  what  sum  or  sums  of  money  to  such  trustees,  or  other  per- 
son or  persons  authorized  to  receive  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  county,,  and  upon  such  verdict  of  the  jury  to  pass  judg-

4.  And  le  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  justices 
to  impose  any  assessment  or  rate  for  the  making  and  finishing  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  court  house  of  their  county,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds  current  money,  in  any  one  year,  or  for  making  and 
finishing  necessary  repairs  to  their  county  prison,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  like  money,  in  any  one  year,  or  for  the  full 
and  complete  repair  of  any  one  bridge  in  their  county,  not  exceeding 
thirty  pounds,  like  money,  in  any  one  year,  or  for  the  erecting  and 
building  of  any  one  new  bridge  in  their  county,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred   pounds,  like  money,  in  any  one  year. 

5.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  two  or  more  counties  within 
this  state  be  divided  by  water,  oyer  which  there  is  or  are  a  bridge  or 
bridges,  now  standing,  or  over  which  there  may  have  been  a  bridge 
or  bridges,  but  which  may  be  now  fallen  down  or  decayed,  the  said 
bridge  or  bridges  shall  be  rebuilt  or  repaired,  as  the  case  may  require, 
at  the  joint  and  equal  expense  of  said  counties  so  divided  by  water 
from  each  other,  and  the  levy  courts  in  each  of  said  counties  so  divi- 
ded by  water,  shall,  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  rebuild  or  repair 
such  bridge  or  bridges,  appoint  one  commissioner  in  each  of  their 
respective  counties,  as  convenient  as  may  be  to  said  bridge  or  bridges, 
to  contract  with  workmen  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  give  at 
least  six  weeks  previous  notice  in  writing,  at  the  most  public  places 
in  their  respective  counties,  of  the  time  and  place  of  receiving  propo- 
sals, and  shall  proceed  to  set  up  the  said  work  publicly  to  the  lowest 
bidder. 

6.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  if  the  levy  court  of  either  county, 
shall,  in  such  case  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  appointment  of  a 
commissioner,  after  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing,  given 
them  by  the  levy  court  of  the  county  or  counties  jointly  interested 
as  aforesaid,  the  levy  court  of  the  other  county  or  counties  may  and 
shall  proceed,  on  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  appoint  two  or  three  com- 
missioners in  their  own  county  or  counties,  as  the  case  may  require, 
to  make  such  contract,  who  shall  proceed  to  contract  with  the  lowest 
bidder  as  aforesaid,  and  the  levy  court  of  the  county  contracting  shall 
transmit  an  account  of  the  full  amount  of  said  work  to  the  levy  court 
of  the  county  or  counties  refusing  or  neglecting  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  said 
levy  court  or  courts  so  refusing  or  neglecting  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner, to  levy  one-half,  or  one-third,  of  the  amount,  as  the  case  may 
he,  of  such  expenses,  upon  their  county,  to  be  collected  as  other 
county  taxes  are,  and  the  collector  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  after 
collecting  the  same,  transmit  the  amount  thereof  to  the  levy  court  of 
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the  county  or  counties  which  has  or  have  contracted  as  aforesaid  for 
said  bridge. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  collector  shall  proceed  to  the  Collector 
sale  of  any  goods  or  chattels  to  enforce   the  payment  of  the  county  £ntgtl^to 
charge,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  or  shall  be    e    ' 
established  by  law  on  the  service  of  executions. 

By  1797,  ch.  90,  a  provision  is  made  for  the  sale  of  land  where  no  personal 
property  can  be  found. 


November  1796.     Chapter  xlii. 

An  Act  to  amend  and  explain  the  thirty-third  section  of  an  Act,*  entitled  an 
Act  for  the  more  effectual  Paving  of  the  Streets  in  Baltimore  Town,  in  Balti- 
more County,  and  for  other  purposes.

Whereas  the  regulations  and  provisions  of  the  thirty-third  section  Preamble, 
of  the  act,  entitled,  an  act  for  the  more  effectual  paving  the  streets  of 
Baltimore  town,  in  Baltimore  county,  and  for  other  purposes,  have 
been  considered  as  extending  to  all  wagons,  wains  and  carts  belong- 
ing to  any  person  or  persons  living  within  Baltimore  town,  or  within 
three  miles  therefrom,  although  such  wagons,  wains  or  carts,  are 
attached  to  farms  or  plantations  without  the  said  limits,  and  are  not 
usually  employed  within  the  same  : 

JI.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  Restriction 
restrictions  and  regulations  in  the  said  section  shall  be  confined  to  confined,  &c. 
wagonc,  wains  or  carts,  belonging  to  persons  residing  in  Baltimore 
town,  or  within  three  miles  thereof,  and  usually  kept  and  employed 
in  said  limits,  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  wagons,  wains 
or  carts,  attached  to  any  farm,  plantation  or  estate,  lying  out  of  the 
said  limits,  and  not  usually  employed  within  the  same,  although  such 
wagons,  wains  or  carts  may  belong  to  persons  residing  within  Balti- 
more town,  or  within  three  miles  thereof,  and  although  the  said 
wagons,  wains  or  carts,  may  occasionally  go  upon  the  paved  parts  of 
Baltimore  town,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

A  supplement,  1807,  ch.  cxvi.  exempts  from  the  operation  of  the  above  acts, 
all  persons  'who  do  not  employ  wagons,  &c.  within  the  limits  of  the  city  more 
than  two  months  in  any  one  year.' 


November  1796.     Chapter  lxviii. 

An  Act  to  erect  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore  County,  into  a  City,  and  to 
incorporate  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Whereas,  it  is  found  by  experience,  that  the  good  order,  health,  Preamble. 
peace  and  safety  of  large  towns  and  cities,  cannot  be  preserved,  nor 
the  evils  and  accidents  to  which  they  are  subject,  avoided  or  remedied, 
without  an  internal  power,  competent  to  establish  a  police  and  regu- 
lation, fitted  to  their  particular  circumstances,  wants  and  exigencies. 
Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  Bal- 
timore town,  in  Baltimore  county,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  erected  into 
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a  city,  by  the  name  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  as  such  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  by  their  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  grant,  receive,  and  do  all  other  acts  as 
natural  persons,  and  may  purchase  and  hold  real,  personal  and  mixed 
property,  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  city,  and  may 
have  and  use  a  city  seal,  which  may  be  broken  or  altered  at  pleasure. 
The  city  of  Baltimore  shall  be  divided  into  eight  wards,  each  ward  to 
contain  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of -inhabitants  5  the  first 
division  shall  be  made  by  seven  respectable  citizens,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  and  council,  and  the  corpora- 
tion of  the  said  city  thereafter,  from  time  to  time  shall  cause  a  correct 
division  of  the  said  city  to  be  made  into  eight  wards,  according  to  the 
actual  number  of  inhabitants,  which  divisions  shall  be  repeated  as 
often  as  the  increase  or  decrease  of  inhabitants  in  any  ward  or  wards 
shall  render  it  necessary,  in  order  to  a  just  representation  ;  and  when 
the  inhabitants  shall  increase  to  forty  thousand,  it  shall  then  be  divi- 
ded into  fifteen  wards,  and  for  any  additional  increase  of  inhabitants, 
one  new  ward,  only,  shall  be  added  for  every  twenty  thousand,  in 
order  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  voters  in 
each   Maid.

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  council  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
shall  consist  of  two  branches,  one  whereof  shall  be  denominated  the 
first  branch,  the  other  the  second  branch  ;  the  first  branch  shall  con- 
sist of  two  members,  of  the  most  wise,  sensible,  and  discreet  of  the 
people  from  each  ward,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
above  twenty-one  years  of  age,  residents  of  the  said  town  three  years 
preceding  their  appointment,  and  assessed  on  the  books  of  the  assessor 
to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars-,  and  the  voters  for  the  first 
branch  of  the  said  city  council  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as 
voters  for  delegates  to  the  general  assembly  of  this  state  ;  and  the  said 
election  shall  be  made  viva  voce.3

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  first  election  of  members  of  the 
first  branch  of  the  city  council  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in 
February,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  on  the 
third  Monday  in  February,  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  at  such 
place  in  each  ward  as  the  judges  of  the  election,  in  the  first  instance, 
and  afterwards  as  the  corporation  by  ordinance  shall  direct.  The 
election  shall  be  held  by  wards,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  any  but  the  members  of  the  ward  of  which  he  is  a  resident  ; 
three  respectable  citizens,  residents  in  each  ward,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  in  the  first  instance,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of 
Baltimore  town,  and  afterwards  by  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  shall 
be  judges  of  the  elections  in  their  respective  wards,  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  their  respective  clerks.

VIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  city  council  shall  hold  their  first 
session  at  the  court  house  in  Baltimore,  or  at  any  other  place  within 
said  city,  on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  one  thousand  seven 
and  ninety-seven  ;  and  they  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of 
February  ■  in  every  year  thereafter ;  but  the  mayor  may  summon 
them  to  convene  whenever,  and  as  often  as  it  may  appear  to  him  that 
the  public  good  may  require  their  deliberation.

sure ;  they  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of 
their  own  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  three-fourths 
of  the  whole,  expel  any  member  for  disorderly  behaviour  or  mal- con- 
duct in  office,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  they  shall 
keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  enter  the  yeas  and  nays  on 
any  question,  resolve  or  ordinance,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and 
their  deliberations  shall  be  public;  they  shall  ascertain  by  ordinance 
the  compensation  of  their  services,  which  shall  not  be  increased  dur- 
ing their  continuance  in  office.  The  second  branch  of  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  nominate  two  citizens  to  each  office  which  may  arise  under 
this  act  and  the  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and  the  mayor  shall 
appoint  and  commission  one  of  said  nomination,  to  fill  the  respective 
offices  during  pleasure;  and  liie  said  mayor  shall  appoint  proper  per 
sons  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  session,  to  hold 
such  appointment  until  the  ensuing  session.

IX.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  powers  and  authority  vested  in 
the  town  commissioners,  special  commissioners  and  port-wardens, 
heretofore  appointed  by  law  for  Baltimore  town,  except  the  authority 
of  the  town  commissioners  to  hold  elections  agreeably  to  the  consti- 
tution and  form  of  government,  shall  cease  and  determine  as  soon  as 
this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  operation  ;  and  the  corporation  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  are  hereby  declared  to  possess,  and  may  provide

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  from  No  swine  to 
and  after  the  first  day  of  .March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  S°  at  larSe> 
seven  hundred    and   ninety-eight,  no  swine  shall   be  suffered   to  go  at  &c' 
large  within   live    miles   of  the    city  of  Baltimore,  and    if  any  person 
shall  find  on  his  land,  or  on  any  land   in  his  possession,  lying  within 
five  miles  of  the  said  city,  any  swine,  it  shall   and  may  be  lawful  for 
him  any  such  swine  to  kill  or  impound,  or  cause  to  be  killed  or  im- 
pounded. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  be  sued  for  killing  General  issue 
or  impounding  any  swine  found  upon  his  land,  or  on  any  land  in  his  pleadable,  &c 
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possession,  the  defendant  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this 
act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence  ;  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  or  prevent  any  swine  going  at  large 
in  Anne  Arundel   count}'.

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amount  which  may  be  levied  for  any  other  purpose,  clearly  designa- 
ted under  general  heads  ;  which  said  lists  shall  be  signed  by  the 
respective  clerks,  and  shall  by  them  be  delivered  to  the  respective 
sheriffs,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election  for  delegates,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  the  sheriffs  respectively  are

offensive  weapon,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  carrying  the  same, 
have  a  certificate  from  a  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  is  an  orderly 
and  peaceable  person,  which  certificate  shall  be  in  force  for  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof,  and  no  longer.

state,  and  if  such  person  shall  be  found  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  for  such  offence, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court  ;  and  if  such  constable  shall  find  at  any 
such  meeting  as  aforesaid,  any  slave  besides  those  belonging  to  the 
owner  of  such  place,  not  having  permission  in  writing  from  his  owner 
or  overseer,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  constable,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  whip  every  such  slave,  at  his  discretion, 
not  exceeding  thirty-nine  lashes. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  any  constable  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  allowance  granted  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  act,  enti- 
tled, an  act  to  prevent  the  tumultuous  meetings  and  other  irregulari- 
ties of  negroes  and  other  slaves,  he  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  at 
least  two  respectable  citizens  of  his  hundred,  of  his  industry  and 
fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  under  this  act  and  the  act  above 
recited. 

5.  And,  for  a  further  encouragement  to  take  up  runaways,  Be  it 
enacted,  That  in  lieu  of  two  hundred  pounds  of  tobacco,  allowed  by 
the  act,  entitled,  an  act  relating  to  servants  and  slaves,  any  person 
seizing  and  taking  up  such  runaways,  shall  have  and  receive  six 
dollars.

real  and   personal  property  in  his  district,  agreeably  to  this  act,  and 

the  instructions  given  to  him,  he  shall  for  every  such  neglect,  forfeit 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  and  if  any  person  appoint- 
ed an  assessor  shall  not  appear  at  the  time,  or  shall  appear  and  refuse 
to  serve,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint 
by  warrant,  under  their  hands,  some  other  person  qualified  as  afore- 
said, as  an  assessor,  in  the  room  of  the  person  so  making  default 
or  refusing  to  serve ;  and  if  such  person  shall  also  make  default  or 
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refuse  to  act,  they  may  proceed  to  a  new  appointment  in  like  man- 
ner, and  as  often  as  necessary,  until  the  vacancy  be  supplied;  and  if 
any  assessor  shall  die,  or  be  rendered  incapable  to  act,  before  he  shall 
have  fully  completed  his  valuation,  the  said  commissioners  shall,  by 
warrant  under  their  hands,  nominate  some  person  qualified  as  afore- 
said, to  be  assessor  in  the  room  of  the  assessor  so  dying  or  rendered 
incapable  to  act;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  immediately  thereafter  send  such  warrant  to  the  person  so  nomi- 
nated assessor. 

10.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  appointed  for  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  meet  at  some  con- 
venient place  in  the  said  city,  to  be  appointed  by  them  at  the  several 
and  respective  times  herein  mentioned  and  prescribed  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall 
then  and  there  execute  the  like  powers  and  duties  committed  to,  and 
required  of  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  by  this  act,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  for  omissions  or  neglect  of  duty 
as  are  imposed  by  this  act  on  the  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties. 

1 1 .  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  assessor  shall,  before  he  takes 
upon  himself  the  execution  of  his  office,  take  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  to  wit:  'I,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  or  affirm, 
that  I  will  well  and  truly  execute  the  duty  of  an  assessor,  and  will 
faithfully,  justly  and  impartially,  value  all  real  and  personal  property 
which  I  shall  be  appointed  to  value  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
commissioners,  and  of  the  act  for  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal 
property  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  according  to  the  best  of 
my  skill  and  knowledge  ;  and  therein  I  will  spare  no  person  for  favour 
or  affection,  or  any  person  grieve  for  haired,  malice,  or  ill  will ;'  which 
oath  or  affirmation,  any  of  the  commissioners  of  the  tax,  or  any  justice 
of  the  peace  may  administer. 

12.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  owning  any  slave  or 
slaves,  or  any  person  Laving  the  care  and  management  of  such  slave 
or  slaves,  shall  deliver  to  the  assessor  when  required,  an  account  of 
all  slaves  owned  by  him  or  her,  under  his  or  her  care  and  manage- 
ment, with  the  name  and  age  of  each  ;  and  such  account  shall  be 
dated  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  same;  and  the  assessors 
shall  view  and  examine  each  slave,  and  diligently  inquire  into  his  or 
her  age  if  necessary,  and  return  the  account  of  the  owner,  or  person 
having  the  management  of  such  slave,  with  his  determination  of  the 
age,  to  the  commissioners  of  tax;  and  if  any  owner  or  person  having 
the  management  of  any  slave  shall  omit  to  give  in  any  slave,  or  wil- 
fully lessen  or  increase  his  or  her  age,  such  owner  or  owners,  or 
person  having  the  management  of  such  slave,  shall  pay  double  the 
tax  on  the  real  value  of  such  slave. 

13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  when  required  by  the 
assessors  of  the  district  in  which  his  or  her  real  and  personal  pr<  - 
perty,  or  the  property  under  his  or  her  care  and  management  lies, 
shall  give  into  such  assessor  a  full  and  particular  account  of  all  his 
or  her  real  and  personal  property  in  the  same  district,  and  of  all  real 
and  personal  property  in  his  or  her  possession,  or  under  his  or  her 
care  and  management,  liable  to  assessment,  and  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  the  same  belong?;  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse,  or  after 
reasonable  notice  shall  neglect  to  render  such  account,  he  or  she  shall

forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  such  refusal  or 
neglect;  and  the  assessor  shall,  on  his  own  knowledge,  or  the  best 
information  he  can  obtain,  value  the  property  of  such  person  to  the 
utmost  sum  he  believes  in  his  conscience  the  same  may  be  worth  in 
ready  money  ;  and  shall  certify  to  the  commissioners  of  the  tax,  the 
property  so  valued,  and  also  the  refusal  or  neglect;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  double  the  assessment  of  such  person,  and  the  same 
be  collected  as  the  public  assessment;  and  if  any  person  shall  give  in 
a  partial  account  of  his  or  her  said  real  or  personal  property,  under 
his  or  her  care  and  management,  or  of  the  property  in  his  or  her 
possession,  with  intent  that  the  payment  of  the  assessment  or  rate  on 
any  property  omitted  may  be  avoided,  such  person  shall  pay  double 
the  tax  on  the  real  value  of  such  property. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  assessor  shall   inform  himself,  Assessors  to 
by  all  lawful  ways  and  means,  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  his  *nforn\ther?," 
district,  (except  as  before  excepted.)  and  shall  immediately  on  such  fawfui  means 
information,  proceed    to  value  such   property  agreeably  to  the   direc-  of  property  in 
tions  of  this  act,  and  shall  bring  with  him  at  the  time  and  to  the  place  their  districts, 
appointed   by  the  commissioners  for  his   appearance,  a  certificate  in 

writing,  of  the  particulars  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  his  dis- 
trict, and  of  his  valuation  of  the  personal  estate,  and  of  such  real 
estate  as  he  shall  be  directed  to  value  by  the  commissioners  ;  in 
which  shall  be  expressed  the  number  of  slaves  of  each  description 
within  this  act,  and  the  weight  of  plate,  and  the  value  of  each  of  the 
above  species  of  property,  and  all  other  real  and  personal  property, 
and  the  value  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  whole  real 
and  personal  property  of  every  person  in  his  district,  and  the  amount 
of  the  value  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the  district,  and 
shall  return  with  his  certificate,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  names  of 
all  persons  whose  property  he  shall  value  ;  and  if  any  assessor  can- 
not discover  the  owner  of  any  real  or  personal  property  in  his  dis- 
trict, he  shall  value  and  mention  the  same  in  his  return,  and  note  that 
the  owner  is  unknown. 

15.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  following  species  of  personal  pro-  Valuation  of 
perty  shall  be  valued  at  the  respective  sums  following,  to  wit  :  Every  slaves,  &.c. 
male  and  female  slave  from  eight  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  forty  dol- 
lars current  money  ;   and  every  male  slave  from   fourteen  to  forty- 
five  years  of  age,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  like  money  ; 

and  every  female  slave  from  fourteen  to  thirty-six  years  of  age,  eighty 
dollars,  like  money  ;  male  and  female  slaves  under  eight  years  of 
age,  and  male  slaves  above  the  age  of  forty -live  years,  and  female 
slaves  above  the  age  of  thirty-six  years,  to  a  true  proportioned  value 
to  male  and  female  slaves  above  or  under  those  ages  ;  and  shall  return 
in  their  certificate  the  number  of  negroes  of  each  person  above  the 
said  ages,  with  their  valuation;  and  if  any  slave  shall  not  be  perfect 
in  his  limbs  or  sight,  or  from  the  want  of  health,  or  any  visible  in- 
firmity, shall  be  rendered  incapable  to  perform  his  usual  and  proper 
labour,  the  assessor  shall  make  a  reasonable  abatement  for  such  cases, 
and  shall  note  the  same  in  his  retuvn  ;  and  silver  plate  one  dollar, 
like  money,  per  ounce  ;  and  all  other  articles  of  personal  property 
shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the  several  assessors, 
who*  shall  estimate  the  same  at  a  value  in  current  money  proportionate 
to  the  value  of  other  personal  property  as  regulated  by  this  act,  pro-  Proviso-. 
vided,  that  the  said  assessors  shall  be  at  liberty,  and  are  hereby 
directed,  to  estimate  male  slaves  who  are  tradesmen,  at  such  value  as 
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they  may  adjudge  them  to  be  worth,  regarding  their  respective  trades 
and  their  proficiency  therein. 

16.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person  whose  property  shall  not 
be  assessed  to  the  amount  of  forty  dollars,  shall  be  liable  for  or  charge- 
able with  any  tax,  assessment  or  charge,  to  be  imposed  in  virtue  of 
this  act. 

1  7.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to  every  com- 
missioner and  clerk  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act, 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  day  he  shall  act  as  commissioner  or 
clerk,  by  virtue  of  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
there  shall  be  allowed  to  every  assessor  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of 
this  act,  a  sum  not  less  than  thirty  dollars,  nor  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  tax,  according  to  the  duty  which  he  shall  be  required  to  perform; 
which  sums  shall  be  respectively  laid  by  the  justices  of  the  levy 
court  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and  levied  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time,  that  other  county  charges  are 
laid,  levied  and  collected. 

IS.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  who  ought  to  be  assess- 
ed by  virtue  of  this  act,  for  any  real  or  personal  property,  shall,  by 
removing  his  or  her  effects  from  the  county  where  they  ought  to  have 
been  valued,  or  by  any  fraud  or  device,  escape  and  not  be  taxed,  and 
the  same  be  proved  before  any  one  of  the  commissioners,  or  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  the  county  where  such  person  resides,  at  any 
time  within  one  year  next  after  his  property  ought  to  have  been  valued, 
every  such  person  shall  be  charged  in  the  county  where  he  or  she  is 
found,  upon  proof  thereof,  double  the  value  of  the  sum  he  or  she 
ought  to  have  been  rated  by  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected 
from  such  person  by  the  collector  of  the  county  where  he  or  she 
shall  be  found,  and  such  person,  being  thereof  convicted  in  the  coun- 
ty court  where  he  or  she  shall  reside,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  county. 

19.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners  for  the  seve- 
ral counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday 
of  June  next,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  their  respective  county 
courts,  and  shall  sit  twenty  days  successively,  if  necessary,  and  no 
more,  to  hear  and  determine  the  complaints  and  appeals  of  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  think  themselves  aggrieved  by  their  property 
being  over-valued  by  any  assessor,  or  by  the  commissioners  ;  and  if 
the  said  commissioners  shall  not  meet  and  sit  as  aforesaid,  every  com- 
missioner failing  therein  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars;  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  acci- 
dent; and  if  any  person  shall  apprehend  himself  or  herself  injured 
by  the  valuation  of  his  or  her  property,  and  shall  thereof  complain  to 
the  said  commissioners,  they  shall  at  the  time  of  their  sitting  to  hear 
appeals,  examine  any  person,  or  in  their  discretion  the  party  com- 
plaining, on  oath,  or  affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  touching  the 
particulars  or  value  of  such  property,  and  upon  due  examination  or 
knowledge  thereof,  abate  or  increase  the  said  valuation,  and  .shall 
cause  their  clerk  to  alter  and  correct  the  same  according  to  such 
abatement  or  increase. 

20.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person  shall  be  chargeable  with  any 
rate  or  assessment  on  any  property  which  he  or  she  may  have  aliened 
or  transferred,  but  the  same  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  person  who 
shall  be  entitled  thereto,  or  have  the  possession  thereof  by  virtue  of 
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any  alienation,  transfer,  or  mutation  of  possession  ;   and  the  commis-  have  aliened 
sioners  of  tax  at  their  annual  meeting-  to  note  transfers  and  hear  ap-  or  transferred. 
peals,  are  hereby  empowered  and  required  from  time  to  time,  as  often 
as  occasion  may  require,   to   alter  and  correct  the  account  of  any 
person  who  may  have  parted  from  the  possession  of  any  property  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  sum  which  shall  be  taken  off  shall  be  charged  to 
the  person,  if  in  the  county,  who  may  have  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  the  possession  of  the   property  :  Provided,  that  no  person  Proviso, 
shall  have  any  allowance  or  deduction  on  account  of  property  aliened 
or  transferred  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  alienation,  transfer,  or  mutation 
of  possession,  shall  take  place  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June 
next,  and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  any  year  there- 
after. 

21.  And  be  it  enacted,    That  the  commissioners   of   the   tax  are  Accounts  of 
hereby  empowered  and  required  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  occa-  property  lost 
sion  may  require,  to  alter  and  correct  the  account  of  any  person  who  to  be,   , 
may  have  lost  any  negro  by  death  or  otherwise,  or  any  other  property 

by  destruction  of  any  sort:  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  have  any  Proviso, 
allowance  or  deduction  on  account  of  any  negro  or  other  property, 
lost  by  death  or  destruction,  unless  a  report  of  the  same  is  made  to 
the  commissioners  supported  by  satisfactory  evidence,  on  or  before 
'  the  first  Monday  in  June  next  and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
April,  in  any  year  thereafter. 

22.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  Allowance  for 
an  allowance  for  any  decrease  or  loss  of  property,  the  commissioners  decrease  of 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  on  the  person  or  persons  so  ProPertv- 
applying,  to  give  into  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  a 

faithful  account  of  all  the  increase  of  his  personal  property,  if 
required,  or  the  said  commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  order  and

Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  clerk  to  the  commissioners  in  each 
county,  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
of  August  next,  make  out  from  the  assessors'  certificates,  and  correc- 
tions thereof,  if  any,  by  the  commissioners,  a  summary  account  or 
list,  in  columns,  in  which  shall  be  expressed  the  number  of  slaves  of

recover  treble  costs  of  suit  as  in  other  cases  of  law. 

28.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
every  person  who  shall  or  may  remove  to  any  county  within  this 
state,  from  the  county  in  which  his  or  her  property  hath  or  may  have 
been  assessed,  or  from  any  other  place  without  the  state,  and  whose 
personal  property  hath  not  or  may  not  have  been  assessed  in  the 
county  to  which  he  or  she  hath  or  may  remove,  every  such  person 
shall,  when  required  by  the  collector  of  the  county,  or  his  deputy,  in 
which  his  or  her  personal  property,  under  his  or  her  care  and  manage- 
ment, doth  or  may  lie,  to  give  to  such  collector,  or  his  deputy,  a  full 
and  particular  account  of  his  or  her  personal  property  in  the  said 
county,  and  of  all  personal  property  in  his  or  her  possession,  or 
under  his  or  her  care  and  management,  liable  to  be  assessed,  and 
which  before  the  time  of  such  request  shall  not  have  been  assessed  in

29.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  collector  or  his  deputy  shall 
inform  himself  by  all  lawful  ways  and  means  of  all  personal  properly 
RS  aforesaid  in  his  county,  (except  the  property  by  this  act  excepted,) 
and  shall  immediately  on   such  information  proceed   to  value  such 
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property  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  tins  act,  and  shall  return  at  the  means  of 
time  and  at  the  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  property,  &c. 
tax  of  the  county  of  which  he  is  a  collector,  a  certificate  in  writing  of 
the  particulars  of  all  the  said  personal  property  in  his  county,  and  of

shall  take  the  following  oath,  or  affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be.)  to 

wit  :  'J,  A.  B.  do  swear,  (or  affirm,)  that  I  will  well  and  truly  execute 
the  duties  imposed  on  me  by  an  act,  entitled  an  act  for  the  valuation 
of  real  and  personal  property  within  the  several  counties  of  this  state, 
and  will  justly  and  impartially  value  all  personal  property  which  I 
shall  be  authorized  to  value,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  said  act, 
according  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  knowledge,  and  therein  I  will 
spare  no  person  for  favour  or  affection,  or  any  person  aggrieved  for 
hatred,  malice  or  ill-will ;'  which  oath  or  affirmation  any  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  or  commissioners  of  the  tax  may  administer. 

By  1826,  ch.  35,  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  may  at  any  time  call  on 
collector  for  new  bond. 

31.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  there  shall   be  allowed   to  each  col-  Their  com- 
lector  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  by  this  act  imposed  on  him,  pensation. 
such  a  sum  as  the  commissioners  of  the  tax  in  their  discretion  shall 

think  reasonable  and  proper,  according  to  the  duty  which  he  shall 
actually  perform,  which  sums  shall  be  respectively  laid  by  the  jus- 
tices of  the  levy  courts  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and  levied 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  that  other

nance, the  time  during  which  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  other 
articles,  shall  remain  on  the  said  public  wharves,  or  the  time  which 
the  vessels,  boats  or  scows,  taking  in  or  discharging  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  shall  remain  at  said  wharves.

An  Act  to  fix  and  regulate  the  quality  of   Silver    Plate,  manufactured    and 
sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  an/l  for  other  purposes. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Jlssembly  of  Maryland,  That  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  August  next,  no  silversmith,  or  other  person 
whatsoever,  shall  sell,  exchange,  or  expose  or  offer  to  sell,  or  ex- 
change, in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  any  silver  vessel,  plate,  or  manufac- 
ture of  silver  whatsoever,  over  the  weight  of  five  pennyweights,  and 
less  in  fineness  than  eleven  ounces  pure  silver  to  every  pound  troy, 
which  shall  not  be  stamped  or  marked  in  a  conspicuous  manner,  with 
the  stamp  or  mark  of  the  assay  oflicer,  whose  appointment  is  herein- 
after provided  for,  upon  pain  that  every  such  silversmith,  or  other 
person  so  ofien'ding,  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  and  disposed  of  as  here- 
inafter is  directed,  and  for  default  of  not  paying  down  the  penalty 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  committed  by  the  court  in  which  judgment 
shall  be  given  thereon  to  the  common'  jail  of  the  county,  there  to 
remain  and  to  be  kept  for  any  time  not  exceeding  the  space  of  twelve 
months  nor  less  than  six  mouths,  or  until  payment  be  made  of  the 
said  forfeiture,  and  also  upon  pain  that  such  silver  vessel,  plate,  or 
manufacture  of  silver,  which  shall  be  sold,  exchanged,  or  exposed  or 
offered  for  sale  or  exchange,  without  having  the  stamp  or  mark  there- 
on as  by  this  act  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  forfeited  one 
moiety  thereof  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
use  of  the  said  city,  and  the  other  moiety  thereof  to  such  person  or 
persons  who  shall  sue  for  and  recover  the  same. 

By  1829,  eh.  53,  manufacturers  of  silver  are  allowed  to  sell  their  wares  without 
the  assayer's  stamp. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  August 
aforesaid,  every  working  silversmith,  and  other  manufacturer  of  silver 
whatsoever,  who  shall  at  any  time  or  limes  work  or  make,  or  cause 
to  be  wrought  or  made,  any  silver  vessel,  plate,  or  manufacture  of 
silver  whatsoever,  by  this  act  required  to  be  marked  or  stamped  by 
the  assay  oflicer  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to  time  send,  with  every 
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parcel  of  such  silver,  to  his  assay  office,  a  note  or  memorandum  in 
writing-,  containing  the  day  and  year,  the  christian  and  surname  of 
the  worker  or  maker,  and  place  of  his  or  her  abode,  with  the  total 
weight  of  such  parcel;  which  note  or  memorandum  shall  be  entered 
by  the  *  say  oilicer  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  such  purpose,  and 
shall  be  afterwards  filed  and  transmitted  monthly  to  the  mayor's  office 
of  the  city  aforesaid  ;  and  the  mayor  and  city  council  aforesaid  shall 
and  may,  and  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered,  month- 
ly, or  oftenerif  they  shall  think  fit,  to  appoint  any  person  or  persons 
to  inspect  and  examine  the  book  or  books  of  the  assay  officer  afore- 
said, and  for  every  default  of  stich  silversmith,  or  manufacturer  of 
silver,  and  of  such  assay  officer,  touching  or  concerning  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  premises,  he,  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-live  dollars,  to  be  recovered  and  disposed 
of  as  hereinafter  is  mentioned,  and  for  want  of  payment  the  offender 
shall  be  committed  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  judgment 
shall  be  given  thereon,  to  the  common  jail  of  Baltimore  county,  there 
to  remain  and  be  kept  for  any  time  not  exceeding  the  space  of  six 
months,  or  until  payment  be  made  of  the  said  forfeiture. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  there   shall   be  an  able  and   skilful  Assayer's 
man,  experienced  in  assaying  silver,  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  city  oatn- 
council  aforesaid,  as  assay  oilicer  for  the  said  city,  who  previous  to  his 

acting  as  such,  shall  take  the  oath  following,  to  wit :  'I,  A.  B.,  do 
swear,  that  1  will,  so  long  as  I  shall  continue  as  an  assayer,  well  and 
faithfully  behave  myself  in  the  said  office,  and  no  undue  profit  to 
myself  take,  to  the  hurting  or  hindrance  of  any  person  that  is  owneT 
or  bringerin  of  any  silver  in  plate  to  be  assayed,  and  that  I  will  touch 
no  silver  but  what  shall  be  of  the  goodness  of  eleven  ounces  pure 
silver  to  every  pound  of  troy,  and  all  such  silver  as  shall  be  brought 
to  me  to  be  touched,  I  will  truly  set  down  in  writing,  and  the  same 
at  all  times  as  I  shall  be  required,  Mill  duly  and  truly  deliver  again, 
and  will  true  accounts  make  thereof  when  thereupon  required  by  the 
mayor  or  city  council  of  the  city  of  Baltimore;  and  that  I  will  not 
assays  make  of  things  new  wrought,  before  they  be  marked  with  the 
mark  of  the  maker  or  owners  thereof,  so  help  me  God,5  and  shall  also 
enter  into  bond  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  aforesaid,  in  such  sum, 
and  with  such  securities,  as  they  shall  require,  for  the  faithful  and  true 
performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act.

A  Supplement  to  the  Act,*  entitled,  an  Act  to  fix  and  regulate  the  quality  of 
Silver  Plate  manufactured  and  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  for  other  purposes.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  assayer  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  assay,  mark  or 
stamp,  any  silver  vessel  or  vessels,  plate  or  manufacture  of  silver 
whatsoever,  over  the  weight  of  five  pennyweights,  which  shall  be 
brought  to  him  to  be  assayed,  marked  or  stamped,  within  ten  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  the  maker  or  owner 
thereof  shall  produce  to  the  assayer  aforesaid,  a  certificate,  under 
oath,  duly  administered,  specifying  the  weight  of  each  article,  and  the 
number  thereof,  and  that  the  said  silver  vessel  or  vessels,  plate  or 
manufacture  of  silver,  was  or  were  manufactured  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, or  precincts  thereof,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  August, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fourteen  :'  and  provided  also,  that  the  said  smer 
vessel  or  vessels,  plate  or  manufacture  of  silver,  shall  be  respectively 
stamped  with  the  initials  of  the  name  of  the  worker  or  maker  thereof. 

U.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  stamp  which  shall  be  used  by  the

counterfeited  at  any  time  either  before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
in  imitation  of,  or  to  resemble  any  stamp  or  mark  directed  to  be  used 
in   pursuance  of  this  act,  or  shall   transpose  or  remove,  or  cause  or 
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procure  to  be  transposed  or  removed,  from  one  piece  of  wrought  plate

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  passing  any  order  in  pursuance  of 
this  act,  the  court  aforesaid  shall  require  a  bond  with  security  to  be 
by  them  approved,  to  be  given  to  this  state,  which  shall  be  recorded 
and  preserved  in  said  court  as  other  records  are,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  application  of  all  moneys  to  be  received  under  such  orders,  to 
the  benefit  of  the  institution  to  which  the  orders  shall  direct  its  pay- 
ment, and  also  with  the  further  condition  that  a  true  account  shall  be 
submitted  to  said  court  of  the  expenditure  of  said  money,  at  least 
once  in  a  year,  or  oftener  if  by  them  required.

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is  to  say,  bounded  on  the  north  by  a  line  drawn  parallel  with  Balti- 
more street  in  the  said  city,  through  a  point  one  mile  and  a  half  due 
north  from  the  centre  of  Baltimore  and  Calvert  streets  in  the  said  city, 
and  extending-  eastwardly  seven  hundred  perches  from  the  said  point 
to  a  public  road  passing  from  the  Philadelphia  post  road,  by  the 
dwellings  of  Amos  Loney,  Thomas  Worthington,  and  others,  and 
westwardly  six  hundred  and  forty  perches  from  the  same  point,  on 
the  east,  by  a  line  binding  on  the  east  side  of  said  road,  to  the  Phila- 
delphia post'road,  and  from  the  Philadelphia  post  road,  by  a  straight 
line,  to  the  north-east  corner  of  the  Lazaretto  lot,  including  said  lot, 
and  then  with  the  lines  of  said  lot  to  the  Patapsco  river;  on  the 
south  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  Patapsco  river,  at  the  termination  of 
the  last  mentioned  line,  to  the  most  southern  part  of  Whetstone  Point, 
on  the  main  branch  of  the  Patapsco  river,  and  running  with  and 
bounding  on  the  said  main  branch,  including  the  land  ceded  to  the 
United  States  on  Whetstone  Point,  for  the  use  of  a  fort,  to  the  place 
called  the  Ferry  Point,  being  the  junction  of  the  said  main  branch 
with  the  middle  branch  aforesaid,  and  thence  due  west  to  the  western 
side  of  the  middle  branch  aforesaid,  and  on  the  west  by  a  line  running 
from  the  termination  of  the  last  mentioned  line  on  the  western  shore 
of  the  middle  branch,  and  binding  on  the  said  shore  to  the  north  of 
Gwynn's  falls,  thence  up  and  with  the  south-west  side  of  Gwynn's 
falls  to  a  point  opposite  to  the  mouth  of  Gwynn's  run,  thence  with  a 
straight  course  to  the  mouth  of  Gwynn's  run,  and  thence  with  a 
straight  line  to  the  end  of  the  aforementioned  six  hundred  and  forty 
perch  line.

'an  act  to  erect  Baltimore  town,  in  Baltimore  county,  into  a  city,  and 
to  incorporate  the  inhabitants  thereof,'  and  of  all  the  acts  supplemen- 
tary and  in  addition  to  the  said  act,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  extended 
and  applied  to  the  present  precincts  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
part  of  Baltimore  county  included  within  the  bounds  and  limits 
described  in  the  preceding  section,  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent any  of  the  turnpike  road  companies  heretofore  incorporated, 
from  keeping  up  any  gate  or  gates  now  established,  or  from  establish- 
ing others  as  authorized  by  law,  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  or 
from  receiving  and  collecting  the  tolls  heretofore  allowed  and  estab- 
lished.

levy  court  of  the  county  where  the  case  may  occur,  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion cause  the  said   lunatic  pauper  to  be  removed  to  the  Maryland 
hospital  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  nature  of  the  case  shall  permit. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  of  the  county  where  the  Levy  author- 
case  may  occur,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  levy  such  sum  ized  to  defray 
of  money  on   the  assessable  property  of  said  county  as  will  defray  expense. 
the  expenses  incident  to  the   removal  of  such  lunatic  pauper  to  the 
Maryland  hospital,  and  the  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  during  his 

or  her  stay  in  said  hospital :  Provided,  the  said  expenses  do  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  during  his  or  her 
stay  in  said  hospital.

Sec  2.  And   be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  the    said  five  trustees  Powers  here- 
shall  have  qualified  as  aforesaid,  all  the  powers,  authority,  and  duties,  tofore  vested

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  new  Assessment,  and  to  appoint  Collectors  of  the 
County  Tax,  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  Baltimore. 

1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  all 
the  real  and  personal  property  in  Baltimore  county,  and  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  shall  forthwith  be  valued  in  the  manner  and  with  the  same 
exceptions  as  is  provided  and  prescribed  by  the  act,  entitled,  'an  act 
for  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  in  the  several  counties 
of  this  state,'  passed  at  November  session,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twelve,  and  such  valuation  shall  be  regulated  and  proceeded  upon  by 
the  commissioners  of.  the  tax  of  the  city  and  county  of  Baltimore, 
and  assessors  to  be  by  them  appointed,  with  like  powers  as  are  pro- 
vided in  the  said  act  for  the  ascertainment  of  and  equalizing  the  said 
valuation,  and  all  other  matters  relating  thereto,  which  may  be  found 
applicable  and  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this  act,  except  where  the 
same  may  be  supplied  or  altered  by  the  provisions  herein  contained. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  of  said  county  shall 
annually  appoint  seven  collectors  of  the  county  tax,  one  for  each  elec- 
tion district,  and  as  many  for  the  city  of  Baltimore  as  they  may  think 
necessary,  and  the  said  collectors  shall  severally  give  bond  to  the 
state  of  Maryland,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such  security  as  the  said 
court  shall  prescribe  and  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  such,  which  bonds  shall  be  recorded  in  Bal- 
timore county  court,  upon  which  suits  may  be  brought  by  the  said 
court,  or  any  person  or  persons  interested  therein,  and  copies  thereof, 
under  the  seal  of  office,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  cases  whatever. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  collectors  shall  each  and  every 
of  them  finish  and  complete  the  collections  of  such  of  the  assess- 
ments as  may  be  placed  in  their  hands,  by  the  time  prescribed  by  law, 
or  assigned  by  the  said  court  for  the  completion  of  the  same,  and 
shall  pay  and  account  for  the  same  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times 
as  the  said  court  shall  direct  or  appoint. 

4.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  collectors  shall  be  allowed 
such  commission  for  collection  as  the  said  court  shall  consider  right 
and  proper,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  on  the  amount  collected  in 
the  city,  and  seven  per  centum  on  the  amount  collected  in  the  county.

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  justice  to  return  the  certificate  of  the  judgment  confessed  and 
warrant  of  attorney  within  five  days  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  court, 
and  on  producing  a  receipt  therefor  from  him,  the  register  of  the  city 
shall  pay  him  fifty  cents.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid  be,  and  May  name 
they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  assign  one  name  to  any  street,  which,  streets- 

in  the  whole  or  in  its  parts,  may  have  acquired  different  names,  and 
when  two  or  more  streets  may  be  known  by  the  same  name  W  alter 
or  change  them,  so  that  no  two  streets  have  one  name  :  and  also  to 
alter  the  names  of  such  as  in  their  judgment,  decorum  shall  require; 
and  the  names  so  given  of  all  the  other  streets,  shall  be  written  on  the 
plats  thereof  to  be  returned  to  the  said  commissioners,  by  which  names 
they  shall  thereafter  be  called  and  known. 

XV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  majority  of  the  aforesaid  board  of  Vacancies  and 
commissioners  shall  be   competent  to  exercise  all  its   powers;  and  quorum, 
vacancies  happening  therein,  shall  be  supplied  from  time  to  time  by  the 

mayor  and  presidents  of  the  first  and  second   branches  of  the  city

of  Baltimore,  they  may  open,  extend,  widen  or  straighten  such  street,

per  diem  for  the  time  in  which  they  may  be  necessarily  employed  in 
the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which,  together  witli  the 
expenses  of  the  survey  shall  be  paid  by  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore 
county,  to  be  by  the  said  court  levied  upon  the  assessable  property 
contained  between  the  limits  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
bounds  prescribed  by  the  act  to  enlarge  the  bounds  of  Baltimore  city.1

security  as  the  said  court  shall  direct  and  approve,  which  bonds  shall 
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be  filed  with  and  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  such  constable  one  dollar  for  tiling  and  record- 
ing each  bond  ;  copies  of  which,  under  the  seal  of  oilice,  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  cases  whatever,  and  may  be  sued  upon  by  any  corpo- 
ration or  individual  interested  therein.

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland \  That  at  the  One  person  in 
first  ensuing  meeting,  and  at  their  meetings  thereafter,  to  lay  the  levy  each  election 
annually,   the   levy  court  of  Baltimore   county   shall  nominate  and  appointed  a° 
appoint  one  sensible  and  discreet  inhabitant,  residing  in  each  election  manager  of 
district  of  said  county,  to  be  a  manager  of  the  poor  of  the  district  in  the  poor,  &c. 
which  he  shall  reside  ;  and  at  the  first  ensuing  meeting,  and  at  their 
annual  session  every  year  thereafter,  the  mayor  and   city  council  of 
Baltiinore,  shall  nominate  and  appoint  onetsensible  and  discreet  inha- 
bitant, residing  in  each  ward  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  a  manager 
of  the  poor  of  the  ward  in  which  he  shall  reside;  and  each   of  the

and'authority  to  order  and  direct  any  indigent  sick  or  disabled  person, 
infant  or  idiot,  of  the  district  or  ward  for  which  he  shall  be  appointed, 
and  who  may  be  entitled  to  public  relief  by  law,  to  go  or  be  taken  to 
the  poor  house  of  said  county,  by  his  order  in   writing ;  and  every 
such  manager  shall  hold  the  said  office  until  the  first  day  of  May, 
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eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  for  and  during  the  term  of  one 
year  each  thereafter,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and 
qualified,  agreeably  to  this  act,  and  shall  perform  the  said  duties  of 
manager  gratuitously. 

II.  .hid  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of 
the  poor  house  of  Baltimore  county,  to  cause  the  persons  so  sent  or 
taken  there,  by  order  of  the  said  managers,  to  be  received,  maintained 
and  employed  therein,  so  long  as  in  the  opinion  of  such  trustees  such 
persons  may  be  entitled  to  relief,  and  require  it,  keeping  separate  lists 
of  the  persons  sent  by  the  managers  of  the  wards  ;  and  the  trustees 
aforesaid  shall,  ill  the  next  and  every  future  estimate  of  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  support  of  the  paupers  and  pensioners  of  the  said 
poor  house,  make  one  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  persons  sent 
there  by  the  managers  of  the  districts,  including  the  paupers  and 
pensioners  of  the  county,  distinctly  from  the  city,  who  shall  then  be 
in  the  said  poor  house,  or  supported  as  out-pensioners  thereof,  which 
estimate  they  shall  deliver  to  the  levy  court  of  said  county  annually, 
and  another  such  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  persons  sent  to  said 
poor  house  by  the  managers  of  the  wards,  including  the  paupers  and 
pensioners  of  the  city  distinctly  from  the  county,  who  shall  then  be 
in  the  said  poor  house,  or  supported  as  out-pensioners  thereof,  which 
last  estimate  they  shall  deliver  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Bal- 
timore, annually,  and  in  which  estimates  the  said  trustees  shall  carry 
forward  all  excess  or  deficiences  of  the  preceding  years,  if  any  there 
be,  so  that  the  future  expenses  shall  be  apportioned  between  the 
county  and  city,  according  to  their  number  of  paupers  and  pensioners 
respectively,  as  near  as  may  be. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county, 
and  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  of  Baltimore,  shall  levy  the  amounts 
of  the  above  estimates  respectively  :  that  is  to  say,  of  the  first  men- 
tioned estimate  on  the  property  of  Baltimore  county,  exclusive  of  the 
city,  and  of  the  last  mentioned  estimate  on  the  property  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore  exclusively,  as  the  charges  of  the  city  court  are  now  levied, 
annually  hereafter,  and  pay,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  paid,  to  the  trus- 
tees aforesaid,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  and  every  year  if  required.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
justices  of  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  to  appoint  a  suitable  and  proper  person  to 
act  as  treasurer  of  said  county,  under  the  direction  of  said  levy  court, 
and  to  allow  such  person  so  appointed  a  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices, not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  iny  one  year. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  person  who  shall  be  appointed 
treasurer  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  give  bond  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  in  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  securities  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  levy  court  aforesaid,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  said  office. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  aforesaid  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized,  to  pay  Robert  YValsh,  Esq.  for  his  services  in 
receiving  and  disbursing  the  public  money  under  the  authority  of  said 
levy  court,  during  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  said 
county,  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  four  dol- 
lars, the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  and  ascertained  by  Robert 
Lyon,  Isaac  Dixon,  and  Christopher  Carnan,  commissioners  for  ascer- 
taining the  taxable  limits  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  directed  by  law, 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied  by  the  levy  court  aforesaid,  upon  the  pro- 
perty chargeable  therewith,  and  they  shall  provide  for  the  collection 
of  the  same,  and  the  payment  thereof  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto, 
as  for  other  public  charges.

A  Supplement  to  the  Act  for  the  establishment  and  regulation  of  the  Levy 
Courts  in  the  several  Counties  of  this  State. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  hereof,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  col- 
lector appointed  by  virtue  of  the  act,  entitled,  an  act  for  the  establish- 
ment and  regulation  of  levy  courts  in  the  several  counties  of  this

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  general  assembly,  by  the  Preamble, 
citizens  of  Baltimore,  that  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the 
river  Susquehanna  is  of  great  importance  to  the  state  of  Maryland, 
and  would  greatly  increase  the  commerce  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ^.Maryland,  That  the  Stock  may  be 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author-  issued; 
ized  and   empowered   to  create  a  stock  and  issue  certificates  therefor,  u ^ent0  be 
to  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  same  to  be  issued 

at  such  times  and  to  such  amount  as  the  commissioners  hereinafter 
mentioned  shall  require  and  demand — the  said  stock  to  bear  an  annual 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.  And  the  said  mayor  and  city 
;  council  shall  provide  for  the  annual  payment  of  the  interest  on  said 
stock,  and  for  the  redemption  of  the  principal  thereof,  at  such  times 
as  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  may  deem  proper,  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  issuing  of  said  stock,  and 
within  the  term  of  twenty  years  ;  and  for  the  punctual  payment  of 
the  annual  interest  on  the  said  stock,  the  pledge  and  guarantee  of  this 
general  assembly  of  Maryland  is  hereby  given. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That   Isaac   McKim,  John  E.  Howard,  Jr.  Commission- 
Thomas  Ellicott,  Joseph  W.  Patterson  and  William  H.  Winder,  be,  ers. 
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and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners;  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  to  call  on  the  said  mayor  and  city  council,  to  issue  to 
them  and  in  their  names,  such  amount  of  said  stock,  and  at  such 
times  as  ihe  said  commissioners  may  require,  not  exceeding  five  thou-

1 1  J.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority 
of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ex- 
pend said  money  for  the  objects  above  stated,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  deem  most  advantageous,  and  that  they  have  power  to  fill  up  any 
vacancy  which  may  happen  in  said  board  of  commissioners,  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  out  of  Baltimore  county. 

JV.  Be  it  enacted,  That  said  commissioners  shall  render  an  account 
of  their  proceedings  in  improving  the  navigation  of  said  river,  and 
expending  and  applying  said  stock,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  to  the 
mayor  and   city  council   of  Baltimore,  whenever  thereunto  required. 

V.  He  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect,  and  go  into  opera- 
tion, so  soon  as  the  mayor  and  city  council  shall  transmit  to  the 
governor  and  council  their  formal  assent  thereto,  otherwise  to  be  of 
no  force  or  value  whatever.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  commissioners  of  the  tax  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  com- 
missioners of  tax  for  the  county  of  Baltimore,,  or  each  or  a  majority 
of  each,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  respectively,  to  select 
three  men  of  judgment  and  discretion  as  assessors,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  those  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  to  accompany  each  other  and  value  the  whole  assessable 
property  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  ;  and  those  to  be  appointed  by  the 
commissioners  for  the  county  of  Baltimore,  to  accompany  each  other 
and  value  the  whole  assessable  property  in  the  county  of  Baltimore, 
without  the  limits  of  the  city  and  precincts  of  Baltimore  and  make 
return  thereof  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  commissioners  of 
each  board  shall  respectively  prescribe. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
allow  each  assessor  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  for  his 
services,  and  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Baltimore, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  allow  each  assessor  for  the 
county  aforesaid,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  his

tively of  each  board,  shall  then  direct  the  sale  thereof,  or  such  parts 
thereof  as  they  may  think  proper  :  Provided,  however,  that  if  there  Provisos,

out  of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  and 
council,  and  all  vacancies  that  shall  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  same  manner  ;  and  the  said  seven  trustees 
and  their  successors  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  incorporated  and  constituted  a  body  politic  ano>  corporate, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  of  Baltimore 
cuy  and  county,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  before  any  judge  or  jus- 
tice, to  purchase,  take,  receive,  possess,  hold,  use  or  sell,  convey  and 
deliver  all  kinds  of  lands,  tenements,  estates,  property  and  effects, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  at  their  pleasure  to  break,  alter  or  renew,  and  to  exercise  all  the 
powers,  authorities  and  privileges  granted  to  or  vested  in  them  by 
this  act  or  which  shall  be  vested  in  them  by  any  future  act  of  assem- 
bly, as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  any  other  corporate  body 
may  or  can  lawfully  do. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  each  trustee  appointed  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  before  he  proceeds  to  perform  any  duties  as  such,  shall,  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  that  he  will  duly  and  faithfully  execute  the  duties  and 
trusts,  and  exercise  the  powers  committed  to  and  vested  in  him  as 
trustee  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  according  to  law,  to 
the  best  of  his  ability  and  judgment  ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  pro- 
vide a  book  or  books  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  minute  of  their  pro- 
ceedings under  this  act,  and  the  certificate  of  each  trustee  having 
taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  or  affirmation  aforesaid  ;  and  when  the 
said  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  any  four  trustees  appointed  in 
virtue  of  this  act,  shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  the  said  oath  or 
affirmation,  they  shall  be  qualified  and  competent  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein  granted  and  required. 

IN.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights  and 
privileges  which  were  granted  to  or  vested  in  the  trustees  lor  the  poor 
of  Baltimore  county,  by  an  act  of  assembly,  passed  at  November 
session,  in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled,  an 
act  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  the  county  of  Baltimore,  and  all 
lands,  houses  and  other  property,  estate  and  effects  acquired  by  and 
vested  in  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  county  aforesaid,  as 
such,  and  not  since  sold  or  otherwise  legally  disposed  of;  and  also 
all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  duties  and  privileges  vested  in  the 
justices  of  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  in  respect  to  the  said 
lands,  the  poor-house,  work-house  and  poor  of  Baltimore  county,  and 
afterwards  transferred  to  and  vested  in  or  granted  to  the  trustees  of 
the  poor-house  of  Baltimore  county,  and  all  lands,  property,  estate, 
and  effects,  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  emoluments  now  vested  in 
or  held  by  the  trustees  of  the  poor  house  of  Baltimore  county,  or  to 
which  they  are  entitled,  shall  be.  and  the  same  are  hereby  transferred 
to  and  vested  in  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and 
county,  incorporated  by  this  act;  and  the  said  trustees  hereby  incor- 
porated, shall  be  entitled  to  receive  all  the  books,  papers,  proceedings, 
vouchers  and  documents  relating  to  the  poor  of  Baltimore  county,  and 
to  the  lands,  buildings,  estate,  property  and  effects  so  transferred  to

to  procure  or  erect  and  use  all  such  machinery,  materials  and  imple- 
ments as  they  shall  think  proper  or  necessary  for  any  purpose  con- 
nected with  their  duties,  or  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them,

Baltimore. 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  general  assembly  of  the  Preamble, 
state  of  Maryland,  that  the  highways  and  bridges  in  that  part  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  lying  without  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  but 
within  the  exterior  limits  of  the  city,  are  frequently  rendered  impassa- 
ble to  the  very  great  injury  and  inconvenience  of  the  community  in 
consequence  of  their  being  no  appropriation  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  them  in  repair — Therefore, 

J.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  Power  to  tax. 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  shall  have  power  to  lay  and 
collect  a  direct  tax,  not  exceeding  thirty-rive  cents1  in  the  hundred  dol- 
lars, on  the  assessment  of  all  lands  and  houses  in  the  said  city,  lying 
without  the  present  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  within  the  exterior 
limits  of  said  city,  and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  provided  with  respect  to  the  direct  tax  which 
the  said  corporation  is  now  authorized  to  impose;  and  the  tenants  in 
possession  shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  said  tax  imposed 
upon  the  premises  occupied  by  them,  without  its  operating  however 
to  alter  the  nature  of  contracts  between  landlords  and  tenants.

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland, 
that  great  inconveniences  are  experienced  for  the  want  of  suitable 
regulations  to  prevent  obstructions  in  Smith's  Dock,  and  in  other  pri- 
vate docks,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore;  therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
if  any  vessel  shall  be  lying  in  Smith's  dock,  or  in  any  other  private 
dock  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  the  entrance  thereof,  so  as  to  obstruct 
any  vessel  which  shall  be  coming  into  the  same,  or  moving  from  one 
place  to  another  therein,  or  going  out  thereof,  the  vessel  so  obstruct- 
ing, unless  when  loading  or  unloading,  shall  be  removed  to  such  place 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  give  room  to  the  passing  vessel,  under  penalty, 
at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  an  hour  for  the  delay  which  shall  be  occa- 
sioned to  the  passing  vessel,  to  be  paid  by  the  master  or  owner  of 
the  obstructing  vessel,  to  the  master  or  owner  of  the  passing  vessel, 
unless  in  cases  where  some  unavoidable  casualty  or  accident  may 
make  it  impracticable  to  remove  the  said  obstructing  vessel ;  and  if 
a  vessel,  when  moving  to  make  room  for  another,  be  obstructed  by 
any  vessel,  the  master  or  owner  of  such  obstructing  vessel,  unless 
when  loading  or  unloading,  shall  forfeit  at  the  rate  of  live  dollars  an 
hour,  during  the  continuance,  to  be  recovered  by  the  master  or  owner 
of  the  passing  vessel  aforesaid  ;  and  said  money  shall  be  recovered  in 
the  same  manner  that  small  debts  are  recoverable  before  any  magis- 
trate in  the  city  of  Baltimore  ;  and  every  thing  contained  in  this 
clause  applicable  to  vessels,  or  the  owners  or  masters  thereof,  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  boats,  scows,  rafts,  arks,  and  the  owners  or 
masters  thereof.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
any  manufacturer  or  manufacturers  of  silver  ware  in  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, to  sell,  exchange,  expose,  or  offer  to  sell  or  exchange  any 
silver  vessel  or  plate  or  other  manufacture  of  silver  whatsoever  by

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  That 
incorporated.  Ebenezer  L.  Finley,  David  Hoffman,  Alexander  Fridge,  John  H.  B. 
Latrobe,  Charles  F.  Mayer,  Christian  Keener,  Jesse  Hunt,  and  all 
sucli  persons  as  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  become  subscribers  to 
said  association,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  be.  and  they  are 
hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law,  by  tiie  name, 
style  and  title,  of  The  House  of  Refuge,  and  by  that  name,  style  and

An  additional  Act  relating  to  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall 
appoint,  whenever  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  Baltimore,  three  commissioners,  who  shall  extend  the 
limits  of  direct  taxation  within  the  said  city,  so  far  as  the  same  is 
settled,  built  or  improved,  and  in  which  the  usual  regulations  for 
watching  and  lighting  or  cleansing  the  streets  are  or  ought  to  be 
applied,  and  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore  shall  have 
full  power  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  any  direct  tax  within  such  limits, 
when  so  ascertained  and  extended;  Provided,  that  the  commissioners 
who  may  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  disinterested  persons, 
and  non-residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  not  holders  of  property 
therein. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  to  pass  all  ordinances  which  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  cany  into  effect,  and  not  inconsistent  with,  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  section. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  power  of  taxation  by  the 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  limit- 
ed; and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor  and  city  council 
to  impose  and  raise  in  any  one  year  by  direct  taxation,  a  sum  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  impose  and 
raise  in  any  one  year  from  direct  taxation,  and  all  oilier  sources 
of  taxation,  a  sum  exceeding  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollar--. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  debts  which  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore  may  contract  on  behalf  of  said  city,  shall 
not,  in  the  aggregate,  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  one  million  of 
dollars,  including  as  a  part  of  said  sum  whatsoever  amount  the  said 
city  may  now  owe. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  acts,  or  part  of  acts,  inconsis- 
tent with,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 


Retort  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  lay  out  the  limits  of  direct  taxation. 

We,  the  undersigned  commissioners,  named  in  a  commission  to  us, 
issued  and  directed  by  his  excellency  the  governor,  and  the  honoura- 
ble the  conned  of  Maryland,  pursuant  to  kan  act  of  the  general  assem-

After  having 
appointed  Alexander  J.  Bouldin  as  surveyor,  in  the  execution  of  said 
commission,  we  have  marked  out  the  limits  within  the  said  city,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  in  our  judgment,  thickly  settled,  built  upon,  or 
improved,  and  which  the  usual  regulations  for  watching,  or  lighting, 
or  cleaning  of  streets  are  or  ought  to  be  applied,  and  which  limits 
we  have  ascertained  and  determined  to  be  as  follows,  viz  :

Whereas,  to  the  land  records  of  Baltimore  county  that  have  accu- 
mulated during  the  last  thirty-four  years,  there  is  no  genera]  index, 
and  the  search  for  conveyances  and  ascertainment  of  titles  to  land  is 
tints  rendered  very  laborious,  tedious  and  expensive  :  »lnd  whereas, 
the  necessity  of  examining  each  volume  of  records  in  that  period 
when  titles  are  to  be  traced  through  a  series  of  years,  which  often 
occurs,  has  subjected  the  volumes  of  those  records  to  much  wear,  and 
in  the  end  may  make  the  transcribing  of  them  requisite,  which  would 
prove  a  heavy  charge  upon  the  city  and  county  of  Baltimore  :  And 
whereas,  the  public  interest  requires  that  these  evils  should  be  reme- 
died and  for  the  future  prevented  :  therefore, 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That

1831.     Chapter  99. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sales  of  Real  Estate,  by  Collectors  of  Taxes  in  the 
several  Counties  and  Cities  in  this  State. 

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  owner  or  owners,  their  heirs,  executors  or  administrators,  or  any 
person  in  their  behalf,  whose  land  or  other  real  estate  may  have  been 
sold  under  execution  for  taxes  in  the  several  counties  and  cities  of 
this  state,  except  Allegany  county,  and  all  that  part  of  Baltimore 
county,  which  is  out  of  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  at  any 
time  within  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  such  sale,  to  pay  to  the 
commissioners  of  the  tax  or  to  any  of  them,  or  to  the  collector  of 
tax  of  the  county  where  said  property  sold  may  be  situate,  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  and  incidental  expense,  for  and  on  account  of 
which  said  sale  shall  have  taken  place,  together  with  a  further  sum  at 
and  after  the  rate  of  twenty  per  centum  on  such  amount;  whereupon 
the  said  sale  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  effect,  and  shall  be  null  and  void 
to  every  intent  and  purpose.  And  on  such  payment  being  made,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  tax  aforesaid,  when 
made  to  them  or  any  of  them,  or  on  its  being  reported  to  them  by 
the  collector  aforesaid  when  made  to  him,  to  enter  and  record  the  fact 
of  said  payment  stating  the  amount  paid,  and  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  claimant  of  the  property  sold,  by  or  for  whom  said  payment  shall 
have  been  made,  and  the  description  of  or  designation  of,  to  identify 
said  property — which  entry  or  record,  or  a  proved  copyathereof,  shall 
be  received  as  evidence  of  such  payment ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  collector  or  of  any  one  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  to  give 
said  owner  or  claimant  or  any  one  in  his  behalf  demanding  it.  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  said  payment  containing  the  particulars  above  prescribed 
lor  such  entry  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  grantor  or 
grantors  of  the  said  certificate  and  acknowledged  by  him  or  them 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  ;  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  received  to  be,  and  shall  be  recorded  among  the  land  records 
of  said  county;  and  a  certified  copy  under  seal  of  the  county  court 
of  the  said  county,  shall  be  admitted  as  proof  of  such  payment  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  state.     And  if  said  commissioners  or 
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any  of  them,  or  said  collector,  shall  on  such  payment  being  tendered, 
refuse  to  receive  the  same,  or  if  said  collector  or  any  of  the  commis-  Case  of  failure 
sioners  aforesaid,  shall  after  receiving  payment  aforesaid,  refuse  or  fail  to  receive 
on  demand,  to  grant  and  acknowledge  such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  it  suc   Pa>m< 
shall   and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person,  a  credible  witness  to  such 
payment  or  tender  of  payment  to  make  affidavit  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  said  county  of  such  refusal  or  failure,  and  of  such  pay- 
ment or  tender  of  payment  having  been  made,  specifying  the  name  of 
the  claimant  or  owner  aforesaid,  by  or  in  whose  behalf  it  shall  have 
been  made,  and  designating  as  aforesaid  the  property  aforesaid  ;  and 
such  affidavit  when  recorded  as  aforesaid,  and  copies  thereof  certified  cijJ?ji^e  &c, 
under  seal  of  court  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  effect  as  a  certificate  afore- 
said, duly  executed,  acknowledged  and  recorded  as  aforesaid,  and  as 
proof  of  such  payment;  and  if  said  collector  or  any  of  the  commis- 
sioners aforesaid  shall  grant  a  certificate  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  not 
acknowledge  the  same  as  aforesaid,  an  affidavit  as  aforesaid,  before  a 
justice  of  the   peace  of  a  credible  witness  to  the  execution  thereof 
subjoined  to  or  endorsed  on  said  certificate,  shall  have  the  same  effect 
as  such  acknowledgment ;  and  for  the  recording  aforesaid,  the  clerk  Clerk's  fees, 
of  the  county  court  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  his  charges  for  record- 
ing conveyances  of  land. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  land  or  real  estate  so  sold,  Conveyance 
shall  not  be  redeemed  within  the  time  and  upon  the  conditions  speci-  PrescnDed- 
fled  in  the  foregoing  section  the  collector  or  his  successor  shall  in  the 
manner  and  form  now  prescribed  by  law,  execute  a  conveyance  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or 
assigns,  of  all  such  right,  title,  interest  and  estate,  to  and  in  the  land 
or  real  estate  sold  as  aforesaid,  as  by  virtue  of  said  sale,  the  said  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers  shall  be  or  shall  have  been  entitled  to  claim.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  Appointment 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  of  inspectors, 
shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  before  the  first  day  of  April 
next,  and  in  every  year  thereafter,  appoint  two  persons  of  integrity, 
and  of  experience  and  skill,  in  regard  to  the  various  qualities  of  sole 
leather,  to  be  inspector  of  sole  leather  and  rough  harness  and  skirting 
leather,  or  any  other  rough  leather,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  neither 
of  whom  shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  any 
other  person  concerned  in  tanning  or  currying,  or  in  any  wise  con- 
cerned in  any  dealing  or  trafficking  in  leather  of  any  kind. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  such  inspector,  when  ap-  Their  oath, 
pointed,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and 
subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  person  autho- 
rized to  administer  the  same;  I  do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm,  as  the 
case  may  be,  that  I  will  faithfully,  truly  and  impartially,  according  to 
the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  execute  and  perform  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  an  inspector  of  sole  leather,  and  rough  harness  and 
rough  skirting  leather,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore ;  which  oath  when 
taken  and  reduced  to  writing,  shall  be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
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of  Baltimore  county  court,  to  be  by  him  recorded  at  the  expense  or 
charge  of  the  inspector. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such 
inspector  to  provide  himself  with  such  and  so  many  proper  scales, 
weights,  and  stamps  as  may  be  required  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  both  by  himself  and  any  deputy  or  deputies  which 
he  may,  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  from  time  to  time 
appoint:  and  that  it  shall  be  his  duty,  when  required  thereto,  to  go 
himself,  or  to  send  some  deputy  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  to 
inspect  any  sole  leather,  rough  harness  or  rough  skirting  leather, 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  manner  of  inspection  shall  be  as 
follows,  viz  :  each  side  of  leather  shall  be  accurately  weighed,  and 
the  weight  thereof  shall  be  stamped  or  branded  thereon,  in  plain, 
strong  and  legible  figures,  expressing  the  number  of  pounds  and 
quarter  pounds,  (if  any,)  and  the  quality  of  each  side,  shall  also  be 
stamped  or  branded  thereon,  in  plain,  strong  and  legible  letters,  ac- 
cording to  the  following  criteria  or  distinctions,  that  is  to  say,  if  the 
side  is  of  good  quality  of  hide  and  of  the  best  manufacture,  there  shall 
be  stamped  or  branded  upon  it,  the  word  best:  if  the  side  be  of  good 
quality  of  hide,  and  of  good  manufacture,  the  word  good,  if  the  side  is 
of  good  quality  of  hide,  but  of  bad  manufacture,  the  word  bad  :  and 
if  the  side  is  damaged,  the  word  damaged.  There  shall  also  be  stamp- 
ed or  branded  on  each  side  inspected,  the  surname  of  the  inspector, 
and  the  word  Baltimore. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  such  inspector  shall  refuse  to 
inspect  any  leather  which  is  unmerchantably  damp,  but,  in  all  cases 
in  which  any  side  or  sides  of  leather  so  inspected,  shall  fall  short  of 
the  inspection  weight  marked  thereon,  equal  to  five  per  cent,  such 
inspector  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  of  the  same,  in  an  action  of  debt, 
with  costs,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  for  all  such  deficiency,  and 
in  all  cases  in  which  any  side  or  sides  of  leather,  being  merchantably 
dry,  shall  exceed  the  inspection  weight  marked  thereon,  equal  to  five 
per  cent,  such  inspector  shall  be  liable  to  the  tanner  of  the  same,  in 
a  like  action,  recoverable  in  like  manner,  for  all  such  overplus  or 
excess. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  such  inspector  shall, 
at  any  time,  by  reason  of  sickness,  or  other  cause,  be  unable,  person- 
ally, to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  in  case  the  quantity  of 
leather  required  to  be  inspected  by  him,  shall,  at  any  time  be  greater 
than  he  can  inspect  without  aid,  then,  in  either  case-,  he  may  and 
shall  appoint  one  or  more  deputy  inspectors,  to  act  in  his  stead,  or  in 
his  aid,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  deputies 
shall  be  paid  by  the  inspector  appointing  them,  and  shall  be  account- 
able to  him  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office,  and 
the  inspector  appointing  them,  shall  be  responsible  for  their  acts  in 
the  same  manner  as  he  would  be,  if  done  or  committed  by  himself 
personally,  which  said  deputy  or  deputies  shall  take  and  subscribe, 
the  same  oath  or  affirmation,  as  is  required  of  the  inspector,  which 
oath  or  affirmation,  when  reduced  to  writing,  shall  also  be  lodged  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Baltimore  county,  and  recorded  at  the  expense 
of  the  inspector. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  such  inspector  shall  omit  or 
delay  to  inspect  or  cause  to  be  inspected  any  parcel  of  leather  required 
by  this  act  to  be  inspected,  for  a  time  exceeding  twenty-four  hours 
alter  he  shall  have  been  requested  to  inspect  the  same,  he  shall  forfeit 
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and  pay  to  the  owner  of  such  parcel  of  leather  ten  cents  an  hour 
upon  eacli  and  ever}'  side  of  leather  therein  contained,  for  so  many 
hours  as  he  shall  omit  or  delay  to  inspect  the  same,  over  and  above 
the  said  term  of  twenty-four  hours,  which  penalty  shall  or  may  be 
recoverable  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs,  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  such  inspector  shall  be  enti-  Compensation 
tied  to  receive  as  compensation  or  fees  for  his  services,  two  cents  for  for  inspecting. 
each  and  every  side  inspected   by  himself  or  his  deputy,  originally 
payable   by  the  party  who  shall  employ  him,  and  the  whole  amount 
of  said  fees  shall  always  thereafter  be  a  lawful  charge  on  the  purcha- 
ser of  such  leather. 

Sec  8.  And  be  enacted,  That  all  sole  leather,  rough  harness  and  Inspection 
rough  skirting  leather  tanned  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  or  elsewhere,  directed, 
and  brought  within  the  limits  of  said  city  for  sale,  manufacture,  use  or 
exportation,  shall  be  inspected  as  aforesaid  ;  Provided  nevertheless, 
That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  or  requisite,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to 
inspect  any  leather  which  shall  have  been  inspected  under  an  inspec- 
tion law  of  any  other  state  before  it  is  brought  to  said  city  of  Bal- 
timore. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  buy  Penalty  for 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  or  export  or  cause  to  be  exported  there-  selling, buying 
from,  any  sole  leather,  rough   harness  or  rough  skirting  leather,  not  or  exporting 
lawfully  inspected  as  aforesaid,  after  inspectors  appointed  under  this  i^L^tion 
act  shall  have  entered  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  forfeit  five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  side  of  leather  so  sold,  bought  or  exported, 
recoverable  with  costs  in  the  name  of  the  state,  in  an  action  of  debt, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  one-half  of  the  money  recovered  to  be 
for  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  state, 
to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  Baltimore  city  court,  to  be  accounted  for  by 
him  every  six  months  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore,  with  an 
allowance  to  such  clerk  of  five  per  cent,  for  his  services  in  receiving 
and  paying  over  the  same. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  counter-  penalty  for 
feit  or  fraudulently  alter  any  of  the  marks,  stamps,  brands  or  impres-  counterfeiting 
sions  of  any  such  inspection  on  any  side  or  sides  of  leather  so  required  marks,  &c. 
.'  to  be  inspected  :  or  so  as  aforesaid  inspected,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
j  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  the  jail  of  Baltimore   county,  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  six  calendar  months,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

inspected  in  each  year,  said  returns  to  be  made  to  the  register  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  one-half  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  state  of  Maryland. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  governor  of  this  state  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  appoint,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  next,  and  annually 
thereafter,  a  suitable  and  proper  person  to  be  inspector  of  green  hides 
and  skins  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority,  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  on  the  application,  or  assent 
in  writing  of  the  owners  of  the  major  part  in  extent  of  front  feet,  of 
the  lots  fronting  on  each  side  of  any  street,  or  part  of  a  street  in  the 
said  city,  to  pass  all  such  ordinances  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  any  track  or  tracks  of  railway,  on  and  along  any  such 
street  or  part  of  a  street ;  and  to  permit  and  cause  such  alteration  in 
the  grade  of  such  street  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  more  convenient 
and  useful  construction  of  such  railway,  and  to  levy  and  assess  on  all 
the  lots  fronting  on  the  street  or  part  of  a  street  through,  or  on  which 
such  railway  shall  be  constructed,  or  on  the  owners  of  such  lots, 
their  just  proportion  of  the  expense  of  such  construction,  and  enforce 
the  payment  thereof;  and  the  proprietor  of  any  lot  in  front  of  which 
any  railway  shall  be  so  constructed,  and  the  just  proportion  of  the 
expense  of  constructing  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such 
lot  shall  be  entitled  at  his  or  her  expense,  to  have  a  convenient  side- 
ling or  turnout  made,  to  enable  the  occupiers  of  such  lot  to  have  the 
beneficial  use  of  the  said  railway  connected  therewith. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person

upon,  improve  and  use,  and  appropriate  such  ground  to  the  same 
effect,  and  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  claims  for  compensation,  or 
otherwise,  for,  or  in  respect  of  such  buildings,  improvements,  uses,  or 
appropriations,  as  if  the  same  had  been  made  before  the  passing  of  the

supplies  for  that  object;  and  that,  in  the  execution  of  this  authority, 
the  said  commissioners  may  adopt  and  pursue  such  plan  or  plans,  as 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  decide  to  be  expedient  and  neces- 
sary for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  to  facilitate  the  opera- 
tions of  the  several  courts  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  and  the 
public  functionaries  connected  therewith  in  the  administration  of 
justice.

to  order  out  such  portion  of  the  brigade  as  the  said  mayor,  chief  jus- 
tice or  associate  justice  may  deem  necessary  for  the  occasion;  and 
thereupon  the  said  commanding  officer  shali  forthwith  issue  his  order 
in  conformity  with  such  requisition,  under  the  penalty  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  Baltimore  city  court,  and  such 
further  punishment  as  may  be  provided  by  the  brigade  council ;  and  any 
officer  of  the  brigade  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  order  of 
the  commanding  officer  given  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  Baltimore  city  court, 
and  be  further  punished  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  said 
council,  and  for  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  non-commission- 
ed officer  or  private  to  obey  the  order  of  his  commanding  officer,  as 
above  provided,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  reco- 
vered by  indictment  as  above  provided,  and  be  further  punished  as 
said  council  may  provide.

for  the  aforesaid  arbitrators  to  call  in  or  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  the

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  the  said  William  Krebs, 
Richard  and  William  Linthicum,  their  assigns  or  adult  heirs,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  within  thirty  days  from  the  service  upon  them  of 
notice  and  requirements  of  said  corporation,  heretofore  mentioned  and 
set  forth,  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  upon  their  part  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  arbitrator  of  said  corporation  for  the  aforesaid  purpose,  or 
shall  neglect  for  said  space  of  time  to  inform  said  mayor  of  their  hav- 
ing appointed  their  arbitrator,  as  by  this  act  they  are  required  to  do, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  said  corporation  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator 
to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  one,  previously  appointed  by  them,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  original  cost  of  said  bridge,  and  said 
arbitrators  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  by  this 
act  upon  the  arbitrators  which  might  have  been  chosen  by  the  corpo- 
ration aforesaid,  and  the  said  William  Krebs,  Richard  and  AVilliam 
Linthicum,  under  this  act;  Provided,  alicays  that  no  infant  heir  of

That  in  case  the  said  William  Krebs, 
Richard  or  William  Linthicum,  their  heirs,  executors  or  assigns  shall 
charge  and  receive  greater  tolls  for  the  passage  of  said  bridge  than  the 
toll  authorized  by  this  law,  for  every  such  offence,  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Baltimore  city  or  county,  one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  informer 
and  the  other  half  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  have  no  effect  or 
force  unless  first  approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Bal- 
timore. 

Sec  12.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  aforesaid  bridge  shall 
be  completed  and  made  passable,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
mayor  or  his  agent,  appointed  by  him  to  offer  at  public  sale  the  old 
bridge,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  whatever  purposes  the  mayor 
and  city  council  may  think  proper. 

Sec  13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  law  relating  to  such  bridge, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  J.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road  company,  any  amount  of  money  which 
they,  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  may  at  any  time  or  times  here- 
after think  advisable,  to  the  amount  of  three  millions  of  dollars,  over 
and  above  the  sums  of  money  heretofore  subscribed  by  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  with  a  view  to  procure  and  raise 
the  funds  or  money  necessary  for  the  subscription  or  subscriptions 
authorized  by  this  act,  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore 
are  hereby  empowered  over  and  above  any  existing  privilege  to  raise 
money  heretofore  imposed  upon  them,  to  borrow  any  amount  of 
money  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars,  from  such  persons,  on 
such  terms,  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  they,  the  said  mayor  and 
city  council  from  time  to  time  may  find  convenient  and  expedient  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  mayor  and  city  council 
of  Baltimore,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  in  addition  to  any 
power  of  taxation  heretofore  vested  in  them,  to  levy  upon  the  assess- 
able property  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  collect  by 
tax  according  to  the  usual  mode  of  raising  money  by  taxation  in  the 
said  city  of  Baltimore,  any  sum  or  sums  which  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  and  discharge  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  loan  or  loans, 
which  may  be  obtained  by  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  of  Balti- 
more in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  city  of  Baltimore  may  appoint 
an  additional  director  of  said  company  for  every  five  thousand  shares  of 
the  stock  of  the  said  company,  for  which  the  said  city  may  subscribe 
in  pursuance  of  this  act.  and  which  shall  he  owned  by  said  city,  at  the 
time  of  the  annual  elections  of  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, hut  the  said  city  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  said  stock 
in  the  flection  of  the  directors  by  the  stockholders  in  general  meet- 
ing :    Provided,  thai  nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  taken  to  impair 
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the  right  which  the  said  city  has,  to  have  two  directors  of  the  said

verable by  the  sufferer  or  sufferers,  by  suit  at  law  against  the  county,  yerable  from 
town  or  city,  within  whose  jurisdiction  such  riot  or  tumult  occurred  ;  county*or* 
Provided  however,  that  no  such  liability  shall  be  incurred   by  such  city, 
county,  incorporated  town,  or  city,  unless  the  authorities  thereof  shall 
have  had  good  reason  to  believe  that  such  riot  or  tumultuous  assem- 
blage was  about  to  take  place,  or  having  taken  place,  should  have  had  Except  they 
notice  of  the  same  in  time  to  prevent  said  injury  or  destruction,  either  had  not 
by  their  own  police,  or  with  the  aid  of  the  citizens  of  such  county,  notice- 
town,  or  city,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  act,  that  no  such  liability 
shall  be  devolved  on  such  county,  town,  or  city,  unless  the  authori- 
ties thereof  having  notice,  have  also  the  ability  of  themselves,  or  with 
their  own  citizens,  to  prevent  said  injury;  Provided  further,  that  in  Explanatory, 
no  case  shall  indemnity  be  received  where   it  shall  be  satisfactorily 
proved  that  the  civil  authorities  and  citizens  of  said  county,  town  or 
city,  when  called  on  by  the  civil  authorities  thereof,  have  used  all 
reasonable  diligence,  and  all  the  powers  entrusted  to  them  for  the 
prevention  or  suppression  of  such  riotous  or  unlawful  assemblages. 

Sec  2.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  in  any  suit  instituted  under  this  Declare 
act,   the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  may  declare  generally,  and  give  the  generally, 
special  matter  in  evidence.

from  the  banks,  or  upon   the  stock  in  the  banks   which  have  com- 
plied as  aforesaid  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  said  act  of 
assembly.

thereon ;  and  also  to  place  and  keep  in  at  least  two  conspicuous  posi- 
tions in  the  interior  of  such  carriage,  a  copy  of  the  rates  of  fare  or 
charges  authorized  by  this  act,  printed  on  a  white  paper  card  with 
black  ink,  by  types  of  a  size  not  less  than  long  primer,  so  that  the 
same  may  be  conveniently  seen  and  read  in  the  day  time  by  any  per- 
son capable  of  reading,  who  mav  be  a  passenger  in  such  carriage. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  owner  of  a  hackney  car- 
riage licensed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  for  the  use  of  which  any 
higher  or  greater  rate  of  fare  shall  be  asked  and  received  by  any 
driver  or  other  person  having  care  of  said  carriage  than  what  is 
allowed  by  this  act,  or  who  shall  neglect  or  omit  to  perform  any

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Report  of  Commissioners  under  chapter  285. 

The  undersigned  appointed  by  the  mayor,  commissioners  under  the 
third  section  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  at  December 
session,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  'to  fix  and  determine  the 
rates  of  fare,  hire  or  compensation  for  the  use  of  hackney  carriages 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  transportation  of  passengers  and  bag- 
gage, and  of  either,'  having  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  said  act,  a 
certificate  whereof  is  hereto  annexed,  proceeded  to  the  discharge  of 
the  duty  required  of  them  by  your  appointment. 

The  establishment  of  rules  for  the  government  of  hackney  coaches 
in  large  cities  is  a  universal  practice  in  Europe  and  this  country,  and 
perhaps  there  is  no  city  in  either,  of  the  size  and  population  of  Balti- 
more, where  such  regulations  do  not  exist.  The  propriety  and  neces- 
sity of  such  regulations  cannot  be  doubted,  and  the  evils  which  pre- 
vail in  Baltimore  for  the  want  of  them  have  been  felt  and  complained 
of,  not  only  by  our  own  citizens,  but  by  strangers  and  travellers,  until 
it  had  become  a  reproach  to  the  character  of  our  city.  In  this  view  of 
the  subject,  the  commissioners  felt  bound  to  accept  the  appointment, 
and  to  proceed  diligently  and  promptly  to  obtain  the  information 
necessary  to  the  establishment  of  rates,  which,  whilst  they  should 
protect  the  public,  and  especially  strangers,  against  unjust  or  unrea- 
sonable imposition,  would  at  the  same  time  time  insure  to  the  hack- 
ney coachmen  a  just  and  liberal  compensation  for  the  use  of  his  pro- 
perty and  labour  devoted  to  their  service. 

The  examination  of  the  commissioners  has  afforded  abundant  proof 
of  gross  and  repeated  instances  of  overcharges  and  impositions  by 
persons  trusted  with  the  care  of  carriages  ;  but  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  such  practices  are  sanctioned  by  the  owners,  or  by  the 
larger  and  more  respectable  part  of  the  drivers,  all  of  whom  unite  in 
reprobating  what  is  not  only  a  reflection  upon  their  calling,  but  carries 
along  with  it  a  serious  pecuniary  loss — indeed,  the  commissioners 
find  that  hack  owners  unite  with  the  public  in  wishing  that  a  system 
should  be  adopted  which  will  prevent  practices  as  injurious  to  them 
as  it  is  to  the  community. 

It  will  be  evident  to  the  mayor,  upon  a  moment's  reflection,  that  but 
little  useful  information  could  be  had  by  referring  to  the  rates  estab- 
lished in  other  cities,  as  they  are  necessarily  fixed  with  reference  to 
local  considerations  and  circumstances,  peculiar  to  the  place  for  which 
they  are  adopted.  This  was  found  to  be  the  case  with  the  rates  in 
New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  and  therefore,  wholly  inap- 
plicable to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  whose  form  and  size,  and  the  rela- 
tive position  to  the  harbour  of  that  part  of  the  city,  where  the  greater 
portion  of  the  population  resides,  bears  no  feature  of  resemblance  to 
the  cities  referred  to.  The  truth  of  this  remark  is  apparent  from  the 
circumstance,  that  in  all  those  cities  lines  of  omnibusses  have  been 
established,  whilst  in  Baltimore,  several  attempts  have  been  made,  and 
sustained  with  great  perseverance  and  industry,  but  without  success. 

From  these  and  other  considerations,  the  commissioners  became 
satisfied,  that  the  maintenance  of  hackney  coaches  in  this  city,  was 
peculiarly  necessary  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  public, 
and  ought  therefore,  to  be  encouraged  and  supported  by  a  scale  of  rates, 
which  would  enable  the  owners  to  keep  them  of  the  best  kind  and  in 
the  best  order.  It  is  very  certain  that  the  great  proportion  of  the  pub- 
55 
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lie  hacks  in  other  cities  are  much  inferior  to  those  in  Baltimore,  and 
it  is  said  to  be  attributable,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  low  rates  of  fare 
which  prevail  in  those  places.  A  good  hackney  coach  and  horses,  as 
we  ascertained,  cannot  be  put  upon  the  stand  for  less  than  $750;  and 
to  keep  it  in  proper  order  calls  for  constant  expense — it  is  exposed 
daily  to  accidents,  which  frequently  occur,  of  a  more  or  less  destruc- 
tive character;  requiring  to  be  restored  at  a  heavy  cost,  independently 
of  the  loss  of  time  whilst  in  the  hands  of  the  coach-maker  ;  hay,  grain, 
and  all  kinds  of  provender,  have  greatly  advanced  in  price,  and  the 
nature  of  the  service  requires  high  feeding;  add  to  this,  the  occasional 
loss  of  a  horse,  and  the  increased  cost  of  stable  rent,  and  it  will  be 
manifest  that  the  yearly  support  of  a  hackney  coach  greatly  exceeds 
what  is  generally  believed  by  those  who  do  not  stop  to  inquire  into 
the  detail  expense.  From  all  these  considerations  the  commissioners 
have  felt  themselves  obliged  to  establish  rates,  higher  than  those  winch 
pievaii  elsewhere,  and  which  for  that  reason  may  be  thought  by  some 
to  be  too  great;  but  the  commissioners  are  satisfied  that  experience 
will  sustain  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted — if  it  should  not,  the 
same  authority  can  review  and  adapt  the  rates  to  a  scale  found  to  be 
more  just  and  applicable. 

It  has  been  thought  useful  to  separate  the  different  kinds  of  hackney 
coaching,  and  fix  a  rate  of  fare  for  each,  instead  of  making  a  general 
charge  and  measuring  the  amount  of  the  fare,  by  a  reference  to  either 
time  or  distance — both  of  which  are  uncertain,  and  difficult  to  be  ascer- 
tained with  any  kind  of  precision,  and  consequently,  would  afford  a 
constant  subject  of  dispute  ;  to  avoid  which,  and  to  introduce  as  much

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  be, 
and  lie  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  two  inspectors  of  hay  and 
straw  for  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
inspectors,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  to  rent  or  purchase 
from  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  the  hay  scales  now 
made  use  of  in  said  city. 

Sec  S.  And  be  U  enacted,  That  in  case  the  said  hay  scales  cannot 
be  rented  or  purchased,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the  said  inspectors  are 
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hereby  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  to  purchase  a 
lot  of  ground,  and  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  two  hay  scales,  or 
apparatus  for  weighing  hay  brought  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  sale.

MAYOR'S   COMMUNICATION. 

Mayor's  Office,  Baltimore,  Jan.  1,  1838. 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

It  is  my  duty  at  this,  your  annual  session,  to  present  to  you  the  occurrences 
of  the  past  year,  and  to  recommend,  for  your  consideration  such  subjects  as  I 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  interest  of  the  citizens. 

The  Disposer  of  all  good,  has  been  pleased  to  bless  the  city  with  good  health ; 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  small-pox,  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of 
any  kind.  The  deaths  of  the  past  year  have  only  been  two  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fourteen. 

The  Lazaretto  has  been  rebuilt  by  the  United  States  government,  so  that  there 
is  now  place  sufficient  for  the  deposite  of  damaged  hides,  or  any  other  articles, 
which,  from  their  nature  might  introduce  contagion. 

The  Collector  of  the  Port  has  politely  supplied  me  with  statements,  shewing, 
that  the  value  of  imports  from  foreign  countries  during  the  fiscal  year,  ending  on 
the  30th  September  last,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $7,856,115,  being  an  increase 
over  that  oi  the  preceding  year  in  the  sum  of  $501,293. 

The  total  value  of  exports  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
$3,787,919,  being  an  increase  of  $115,164. 

The  number  and  denominations  of  vessels  which  have  entered  this  port  during 
the  same  fiscal  year  has  been,  87  ships,  53  barques,  217  brigs,  24  galliots,  155 
schooners,  3  sloops,  which  shews  an  increase  over  those  of  the  preceding  year  of 
32  ships,  48  brigs,  24  galliots,  35  schooners  and  1  sloop.  There  has  been  built 
during  the  same  period,  1  ship,  6  brigs,  32  schooners,  2  sloops  and  5  steam- 
boats ;  their  total  tonnage,  6,362  tons,  exceeding  that  of  the  preceding  year  778 
tons. 

There  have  been  built  during  the  past  year  368  houses. 

The  quiet  and  peace  of  the  city  has  not  been  interrupted  during  the  year, 
except  some  trifling  disturbances  by  unruly  boys,  which  have  been  attended  to  by 
the  public  officers;  some  of  them  have  been  punished. 

In  my  message  to  you  at  your  last  annual  session,  I  recommended,  that  a  fine 
should  be  levied  on  persons  carrying  concealed  weapons  of  a  dangerous  kind. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  informed  you  that  I  had,  conformably  with  the 
ordinance,  subscribed  three  million  of  dollars  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road; 
no  demand  has  yet  been  made  for  any  part  of  that  subscription. 

The  conditions  of  the  ordinances  for  building  of  a  bridge  at  Monument  street, 
have  not  yet  been  complied  with ;  of  course  the  bridge  has  not  been  built. 

The  wall  on  Jones'  Falls  below  Fleet  street  has  been  finished,  and  that  at  the 
head  of  the  dock  on  Caroline  street  has  been  completed.  The  piling  and  logging 
of  the  street  on  the  south  side  of  the  dock  has  been  finished,  and  the  filling  is 
progressing; — the  work  is  of  that  kind,  that  it  requires  time  and  care. 
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The  streets  on  the  dock,  when  finished  will  afford  space  sufficient  for  deposit- 
ing all  the  wood  and  lumber  that  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  for 
half  a  century. 

The  improvements  ordered  to  be  made  at  the  Belle  Air  market  have  been  com- 
pleted in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  old  Hay  Scales  has  been  removed  and  that 
of  Marsden's  subsiituted. 

The  resolution  No.  44,  for  the  extension  of  the  Belle  Air  market  to  Ensor 
street,  has  been  dissented  to  by  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Hanover  market  house  has  been  repaired  agreeably  to  the  ordinance,  and 
that  of  the  Point  has  been  improved. 

The  Lexington  market  house,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  clerk  of  that  market, 
requires  white  washing. 

The  general  governmenment  appropriated  for  the  preservation  of  the  harbour, 
for  the  year  1837,  the  sum  of  #15,000,  which  with  the  wharfage,  &c.  of 
$12,889  09,  has  been  found  adequate  to  that  all  important  service. 

The  City  Commissioners  are  fully  empowered  to  cause  houses,  on  the  opening 
of  streets,  to  be  pulled  down,  but  no  means  have  been  given  them  to  carry  the 
ordinances  into  execution.  Might  not  power  be  granted  them  to  pay  the  expenses 
out  of  the  materials  of  such  houses? 

A  considerable  space  has  been  opened  east  of  South  street,  by  the  extension  of 
Lombard  street,  to  which  some  name  ought  to  be  given.  As  that  street  is  now 
opened  into  Water  street,  ought  not  the  name  of  the  latter  cease,  and  that  of  the 
former  be  extended  throughout  the  city,  and  the  indexes  fixed  accordingly? 

A  sufficient  house  of  Industry  is  much  wanted  at  the  Alms  house,  in  which 
vagabonds  might  securely  be  kept  for  the  term  of  their  commitment.  At  present 
when  sent  there,  they  escape  at  their  pleasure.  There  is  an  adequate  fund  appli- 
cable to  the  object,  being  the  balance  due  for  the  Old  Poor  house.  The  debtor 
has  been  sued.  Could  not  the  council  anticipate  its  recovery  by  an  adequate 
appropriation. 

A  small  appropriation  is  necessary  for  repairs  at  the  Calvert  street  Spring. 

Flag  stones  are  necessary  in  Exchange  alley. 

The  expense  of  the  Alms  house  is  great,  owing  in  part,  to  the  admission  of 
persons  from  other  counties  and  states.  In  England,  paupers  are  always  sent  to 
their  own  parishes.  In  the  last  years  return,  117  paupers  from  the  Eastern 
Shore,  and  106  from  other  parts  of  the  state,  and  a  number  from  other  states  are 
reported.  Why  should  this  city  be  exposed  to  such  an  expense?  Why  not  send 
them  to  the  place  they  came  from?  There  would,  it  is  true,  be  an  expenditure 
for  sending  them  home  ;  but  when  it  was  known,  that  they  would  be  sent  away, 
few  would  come. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  Joseph  Hepburn,  President  of  the 
Susquehanna  Canal  Company,  which  gives  a  full  view  of  the  whole  subject,  and 
shews  that  the  work  is  progressing  rapidly  to  its  completion.  Considering  the 
importance  of  the  canal  to  the  interests  of  the  city,  I  have  been  induced  to 
advance  $152,000  to  enable  the  company  to  press  the  work  with  expedition,  for 
which  interest  is  to  be  allowed.  The  city  has  subscribed  to  the  amount  of 
$380,000  for  the  canal,  of  which  $228,000  has  been  paid,  with  the  change  emitted 
by  order  of  the  council. 

In  my  message  of  the  7th  March,  1837,  I  informed  you  that  there  was  then 
due  for  the  taxes  of  1836,  the  sum  of  $87,575  18,  and  that  the  collector  expected 
to  collect  of  the  arrearages  of  1836,  $80,000  00.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform 
you,  that  he  has  actually  collected  $85,149  24,  and  for  the  taxes  of  1837,  the  sum 
of  $148,047  34.  # 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  have  sold  the  city  property,  corner  of  Holliday 
street  and  Orange  alley,  for  $10,000,  and  the  City  Commissioners  have,  agreeably 
to  the  ordinances,  caused  to  be  built  a  Watch  house  on  the  corner  of  Holliday 
and  Saratoga  streets.  I  have  agreed  to  pay  for  the  lot  on  which  it  has  been 
built  $2,ai<). 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  two  copies  (one  for  each  branch)  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road  com- 
pany, from  which  it  appears,  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  practicability 
of  extending  the  road  to  the  Ohio  river.

I  respectfully  submit,  whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  cancel  the  redeemed 
stock,  and  to  direct,  that  the  surplus  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Register,  at 
the  end  of  each  quarter,  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt.  A  large 
amount  of  the  debt  will  be  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  council,  in  the  month 
of  July  next,  to  the  payment  of  which  any  surplus  may  be  applied. 

The  appropriation  for  lamps  has  been  expended  ;  more  is  required. 

The  city  being  deeply  interested  in  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road,  I 
have  procured  and  now  submit,  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  President  of  the 
Company,  by  which  it  appears,  that  every  exertion  has  been  made  for  its  comple- 
tion, and  that  the  whole  road  may  be  fit  for  travel  in  a  few  months ;  but  they  will 
require  further  aid  from  the  state  and  city,  to  which  I  solicit  your  attention,  on 
which  subject  a  further  report  will  be  made  by  the  company. 

I  recommend  to  your  consideration,  the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor,  in 
their  report  herewith  submitted,  relative  to  the  manure  required  by  them,  as  indis- 
pensably necessary  for  the  farm,  in  the  management  of  which  they  have  rendered 
essential  service. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Commissioners  of  Health,  Health 
Officer,  and  the  Governors  and  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  have  respectively  made  their 
annual  reports,  containing  detailed  statements  of  their  proceedings  for  the  year: 
they  are  herewith  submitted. 
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By  the  City  Register's  summary,  it  appears,  that  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on 
the  31st  December,  1837,  was  $3,096  73. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools, 
City  Counsellor,  and  Consulting  Physician. 

Great  injury  has  been  done  to  the  apparatus  of  the  Deptford,  Union  and  New 
Market  fire  companies,  at  a  late  fire.  The  ordinance  No.  76,  approved  20th  April, 
1835,  provides  for  the  punishment  of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wantonly 
cut  the  hose  of  any  of  the  fire  companies,  and  that  the  mayor  may  offer  a  reward 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  the  offenders. 
Would  it  not  be  proper,  that  the  reward  be  given  for  injury  done  to  any  part  of 
the  apparatus?

REPORT   OF  THE   CITY  COMMISSIONERS. 


City  Commissioners'  Office,  Baltimore,  Jan.   1,  1838. 
To  the  Honourable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  an  ordinance  of  the  corporation,  the  under- 
signed, present  this  their  annual  report  in  relation  to  the  several  duties  assigned 
them  for  the  past  year. 

The  accompanying  abstract  (marked  A)  will  shew  that  those  duties  have  been 
attended  to,  and  that  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  several  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions have  been  accomplished,  we  trust  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public. 

By  the  abstract  above  mentioned,  it  wili  be  perceived  that  the  appropriations 
have  been  sufficient  for  the  purposes  intended,  and  also  that  a  very  small  part  has 
been  drawn  of  the  appropriation  made  by  resolution,  No.  64,  in  consequence  of 
the  high  prices  asked  for  removing  dirt  from  Bond  street,  and  that  no  part  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  resolution  No.  GO,  has  been  drawn,  in  consequence  of  the 
high  prices  charged  for  dirt;  this  board  has  directed  that  the  hands  and  horses 
from  the  mud  machines  (which  are  now  laid  up  for  the  winter)  should  be  put  at 
work  to  accomplish  the  objects  intended  by  said  resolutions,  and  they  flatter  them- 
selves that  it  will  be  done  cheaper  than  in  any  other  way.  On  an  examination 
of  the  Centre  fisli  market,  this  board  were  convinced  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of 
public  money  to  attempt  to  repair  the  roof,  and  also  that  the  mere  repairing  the 
gutter  would  be  of  no  benefit,  they  therefore  directed  that  the  space  south  of  the 
market  should  be  repaved,  by  which  a  useful  improvement  has  been  made. 

The  plats  mentioned  in  resolution,  No.  21,  have  been  copied  into  the  city  atlas; 
and  the  new  atlas  ordered  by  said  resolution,  is  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness  that 
it  will  soon  be  ready  for  use. 

Resolution,  No.  68,  'to  build  a  foot-bridge  over  Jones1  falls  to  connect  Swan  and 
Ploughman  streets,'  has  been  attended  to,  and  the  bridge  contracted  for,  and  is  in 
such  a  state  of  forwardness  that  it  will  shortly  be  completed.

REPORT  OF   THE   CITY  COMMISSIONERS. 


City  Commissioners'  Office,  Baltimore,  Jan.  1,  1838. 
To  the  Honourable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen: — The  city  commissioners  being  directed  by  an  ordinance,  ap- 
proved, August  1,  1837,  'to  return  a  separate  report  of  their  proceedings  in  rela- 
tion to  the  course  and  width  of  the  falls  and  its  embankments:' — Therefore  the 
undersigned  respectfully  report,  that  the  existing  difficulties  between  the  Messrs. 
Whites  and  the  corporation,  in  relation  to  the  ground  necessary  to  be  taken  for 
the  improvement  of  Jones'  falls,  agreeably  to  the  lines  established  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  and  port  wardens,  acting  as  a  board  for  that  purpose,  has  pre- 
vented this  board  from  proceeding  in  the  matter  above  alluded  to. 

They  would  also  state,  that  they  have  deferred  notifying  the  owners  of  property 
binding  on  the  falls,  to  have  the  same  walled  up  to  the  height  required  by  said 
ordinance  in  consequence  of  tfie  season  being  so  far  advanced  that  the  time  given 
said  owners  (three  months)  to  comply  with  said  ordinance,  would  extend  to  that 
part  of  the  year  in  which  it  is  impracticable  to  build  walls  of  sufficient  strength 
to  answer  the  purpose  intended;  it  is,  however,  the  intention  of  this  board,  'with, 
the  approbation  of  the  mayor,'  to  notify  said  property-holders  early  next  spring. 

The  abutments  for  the  bridges  at  Bath,  Hillen  and  Ploughman  streets,  and  also 
at  Fish  market  space  and  Pratt  street  have  been  raised  to  the  height  prescribed  by 
the  above  mentioned  ordinance. 

The  bridge  which  formerly  stood  at  Centre  street  has  been  placed  over  the  falls 
at  Hillen  street,  as  directed. 

This  board,  in  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  the  ordinance,  advertised  for 
proposals  to  build  a  bridge  across  Jones'  falls,  at  Pratt  street,  and  after  due  notice 
given,  they  contracted  with  Mr.  George  Millemon  for  the  same,  who  has  one-half 
of  the  bridge  now  nearly  ready  to  put  up,  which  we  expect  will  be  done  with  but 
little,  if  any  hindrance  to  public  travel. 

The  accompanying  abstract,  marked  C,  shews  the  amount  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  improving  Jones'  falls.

REPORT   OF   THE   PORT   WARDENS. 


Port  Wardens'  Office,  Baltimore,  Jan.  1,  1838. 
To  the  Honourable  the  .Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen: — The  port  wardens  respectfully  submit  a  separate  report  of  their 
proceedings  during  the  past  year,  with  an  abstract  of  expenditures,  marked  B. 

It  gives  them  pleasure  to  state,  that  their  operations  in  deepening  and  improv- 
ing the  harbour  of  Baltimore,  for  the  last  year,  has  been  attended  with  success 
beyond  any  year,  since  1833.  The  weather  through  the  fall  season  being  so 
favourable,  all  the  machines  hav^e  been  kept  in  operation,  until  the  20th  of 
December,  when  they  were  laid  up  for  the  winter.  There  has  been  5,293  scow 
loads,  estimated  to  contain  116,440  tons  of  sediment  raised  and  deposited  within 
the  year.  They  are  also  gratified  to  state  that  the  platform  suggested  in  their  last 
annual  report,  and  provided  for  by  resolution  No.  14,  has  been  built,  and  they  are 
of  opinion  that  it  will  be  found  to  be  what  is  required  by  said  resolution,  'a  good 
substantial  platform.' 

The  piling  and  logging  on  the  south  side  .of  City  dock;  the  stone  wharf  at  the 
east  end  of  said  dock,  and  also  the  walls  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  Jones'  falls 
have  been  completed. 

Resolution  No.  43,  has  been  complied  with,  and  the  expense,  (considerably  less 
than  the  appropriation)  paid  out  of  the  harbour  appropriation. 

No  part  of  the  appropriation  made  by  resolution  No.  26,  for  a  stone  wharf  at 
the  east  end  of  Montgomery  street,  has  been  expended,  the  property  holders 
adjoining  and  binding  on  said  street  not  having  commenced  building,  as  prescribed 
by  said  resolution.

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HEALTH    OFFICE    REPORT. 


Baltimore,  December  30,  1837. 
To  the  Honourable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen: — In  obedience  to  the  thirty-third  section  of  an  ordinance,  ap- 
proved March  24th,  1826,  we  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith  a  statement 
of  our  accounts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  subjects  com- 
mitted to  our  charge,  viz: 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  are  in  good  condition,  as  relates  to  the  purity 
of  the  water. 

The  streets  have  been  kept  in  as  clean  a  condition  as  necessary,  at  an  expense 
within  the  appropriation,  notwithstanding  that  a  number  have  been,  this  year, 
scraped  for  the  first  time. 

The  sales  of  street  manure  have  been  brisk,  and  the  account  will  show  that  a 
larger  sum  has  been  received  the  present  year  than  heretofore. 

Small-Pox  has  continued  to  prevail  in  aimost  every  part  of  the  city,  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  although  vaccination  has  been  applied  in  every  neighbour- 
hood immediately  after  a  case  made  its  appearance.  The  number  vaccinated  will 
be  seen  in  the  consulting  physician's  report. 

In  obedience  to  ordinance  No.  9,  page  9,  approved  February  22d,  1837,  the 
Small  Pox-Hospital  was,  on  the  1st  March  last,  leased  to  the  Washington  Medi- 
cal College  for  five  years,  conformably  to  the  conditions  of  said  ordinance.  Forty- 
four  (44)  pauper  patients  have  since  been  sent  to  the  hospital  on  account  of  the 
city,  of  that  number  twenty-six  (26)  were  discharged  cured,  fourteen  (14)  died, 
and  lour  (4)  remain. 

Notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  small-pox,  and  of  scarlet  fever,  and  measles, 
which  two  last  mentioned  diseases  were  principally  confined  to  young  children; 
the  secretary's  annual  report  of  interments  will  show  that  we  have  great  cause 
for  thankfulness  to  kind  Providence  for  the  general  good  health  of  the  city;  on 
this  subject,  please  be  referred  to  the  accompanying  report  from  the  consulting 
physician.

REPORT    OF    THE    VISITORS    OF    THE    JAIL 

OF    BALTIMORE    CITY    AND    COUNTY. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen  : — In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  ch.  5S,  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  beg  leave  to  present  their  annual  report. 
The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  beginning  the  20th  of  November, 
1836,  and  ending  26th  November,  1837,  are  stated  in  the  annexed  account  of  the 
warden,  marked  A. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  has  been  81,  and  the  whole  number  of 
persons  committed  during  the  year,  1999. 
The  whole  expenses  of  the  Jail  including  the  necessary  repairs  are,   $9,357  37 
The  proportion  of  this  expense  incurred  on  account  of  Baltimore 

city,  is 7,338  72 

To  pay  which  there  has  been  used  as  follows,  viz  : 
The  city's  proportion  of  fees  received  at  the  jail,         .         $2,884  28 
Moneys  received   from  licenses  to  retailers  of  spirituous 

liquors, 80S  51 

Leaving  the  actual  demand  to  be  met  by  drafts  from  moneys 
collected  from  taxes  on  the  assessable  property  of 
the  city,  3,5S5  93 


$7,338  72 

We  have  drawn  from  the  city  rather  over  this  amount,  and  have  now  unex- 
pended the  sum  of  $815  63. 

The  expenses  for  repairs  of  the  jail  this  year  have  exceeded  a  little  those  of 
last  year.  In  taking  up  and  removing  the  floors  of  the  cells  it  was  found  that 
they,  together  with  the  sills,  were  defective,  and  that  all  the  sills  must  be  made 
new.  We  have  also  found  it  expedient  to  put  up  a  cooking  apparatus,  by  which 
much  saving  takes  place  in  preparing  the  food.  This  improvement  cost  about 
§200. 

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table  marked  B,  which  shews  the  number 
of  prisoners,  then  offences,  &c.  Likewise  a  report  from  the  warden  to  the  board, 
marked  <  ',  giving  interesting  information  and  calculations. 

\V<-  estimate  thai  the  sum  of  §3000  will  be  necessary  for  the  city's  proportion 
of  the  expenses  of  the  jail  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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There  is  a  charge  for  paving  Madison  street,  which  will  amount  to  about 
$1250,  for  which  provision  should  be  made  by  the  council,  by  a  special  levy  for 
the  one-half  of  this  claim. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  great  pleasure  in  stating,  that  under  the  new  war- 
den, Mr.  David  Herring,  the  jail  has  been  managed  to  their  entire  satisfaction. 
Improvements  have  been  suggested  by  him,  and  adopted  by  us,  which  (notwith- 
standing the  advanced  price  of  provisions,  especially  beef  and  bread)  Rave  caused 
the  expenses  to  be  very  reasonable,  and  we  are  not  aware  that  the  institution  can 
be  conducted  with  more  economy.

To  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  county : 

Gentlemen: — The  period  having  arrived  for  laying  before  you  a  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  the  jail  for  the  past  year,  I  embrace  the  opportunity  of  returning 
you  my  thanks  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  appointing  me  warden  thereof,  and 
for  your  kind  feelings  manifested  towards  me  ever  since  that  period. 

Being  fully  aware  that  upon  entering  on  the  duties  of  any  new  appointment, 
from  want  of  experience  there  is  much  to  learn,  and  from  the  high  reputation 
heretofore  given  of  my  predecessor,  and  his  management  of  the  jail  and  its  con- 
cerns,! entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office  with  a  full  determination,  if  possible, 
so  to  discharge  them,  as  that  the  public  interest  should  suffer  no  detriment  in  ray 
hands.  How  far  I  have  been  successful  in  accomplishing  this  desirable  object,  is 
for  you,  gentlemen,  and  the  public  to  decide,  and  I  shall  be  happy  at  all  times' to 
receive  from  you  such  instruction  and  advice  as  you  may  be  pleased  to  °-ive. 

Having  found  the  premises  considerably  out  of  repair,  it  was  deemed  necessary 

immediately  to  put  in  order  such  parts  thereof,  as  health  and  cleanliness  required 

also,  to  make  some  alterations  in  fitting  up  a  kitchen,  with  suitable  apparatus  for 
cooking  the  prisoners'  food,  which  upon  trial  has  been  found  to  answer  all  the 
purposes  contemplated  thereby,  namely,  economy,  comfort  and  cleanliness. 

The  above  mentioned  improvements,  together  with  the  necessary  kitchen  fur- 
niture, &c.  will  explain  in  part,  the  increase  of  expenditure  under  the  head  of 
'repairs  and  incidentals.' 
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Although  admonished  by  the  pressure  of  the  times  to  husband  the  public  funds, 
I  would,  nevertheless,  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  some  further  improvements 
to  be  made,  the  cost  of  which  will  not  be  very  considerable,  and  will  enable  us 
better  to  classify  the  prisoners,  which  we  cannot  now  do  for  want  of  more  rooms. 
But  by  flooring  the  three  vacant  cells  in  the  north  end  of  the  jail,  they  will  be 
made  comfortable  for  the  keeping  of  black  prisoners,  and  separating  them  from 
the  whites,  which  it  is  believed  will  be  found  to  have  a  beneficial  influence 
upon  their  moral  character. 

I  would  furthermore  state  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  that  the 
supply  of  water  from  the  spring,  in  the  jail  lot  on  Forest  street,  has  entirely 
failed  for  some  time  past,  which  puts  us  to  considerable  inconvenience.  I  would, 
therefore,  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  sinking  a  well  near  the  kitchen  of 
the  warden's  dwelling. 

It  is  perhaps,  necessary  that  I  should  before  closing  my  remarks,  give  some 
explanation  concerning  the  great  difference  which  appears  between  the  daily  ave- 
rage number  of  prisoners  reported  last  year,  and  of  those  reported  this  year. 

It  is  stated  in  last  year's  report,  that  the  number  of  days  spent  in  prison,  was 
40,733 — divided  by  365,  makes  111£ — and  said  to  be  the  daily  average  number  of 
prisoners ;  but  on  reference  to  the  morning  reports,  for  each  day,  for  the  last  year, 
it  shows  the  whole  number  to  be  31,635 — divided  by  365  makes  the  true  daily 
average  to  be  86§,  instead  of  11H.  Adopting  the  latter  mode  of  taking  the 
average,  it  makes  the  whole  number  for  this  year  29,605 — divided  by  365  makes 
the  daily  average  of  81 — leaving  the  difference  of  5,  instead  of  30,  between  the 
two  years. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fuel  is  included  in  the  subsis- 
tence of  prisoners,  the  amount  of  which  was  $908  45— deduct  this  from  $3,997  07, 
leaves  the  proper  amount  for  subsistence  of  prisoners,  which  is  $3,088  62  for  that 
year. 

The  amount  for  fuel  this  year,  as  per  report,  is  $789  33,  and  the  amount  for 
subsistence  of  prisoners,  is  $2,907  33,  making  together  the  sum  of  $3,696  66.

The  accompanying  statement  of  the  warden  exhibits  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
turea  of  the  institution  from  the  26th  November,  1836,  to  the  26th  November, 
L837 ,  and  shews  a  balance  due  by  the  county  of  $546  08,  of  which  there  is  yet 
undrawn  from  the  last  levy,  $500;  and  when  that  is  drawn  for,  there  will  be  left 
only  $46  <iv',  due  for  the  last  year. 

There  is  still  unpaid,  a  claim  for  the  county's  proportion  for  paving  Madison 
street,  which  will  be  demanded  when  that  work  is  completed,  being  about  $600.

Sir  : — In  obedieDce  to  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors  of  this  company, 
I  have  the  honour  to  submil  a  repor!  of  the  progress  made  during  the  pasi 
in  the  construction  of  their  works. 

[n  ih'1  ninth  annual   report,  the  '  ;  their  belief  that   before  this 

period  the  (  om  Baltimore  to  York  would  be  completed.

Such, 
v<  r,  I  ave  be<  n  the  difficulties  i  ocountered,  and  so  gr<  al  was  the  amount  of 
required  I  n  of  the  road,  that  it  was  found  impossi

tract 
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Since  the  date  of  the  ninth  annual  report,  in  October  183G,  the  graduation  of 
the  road  has  been  nearly  completed.  Of  the  101  sections  into  which  the  road 
from  Timonium  to  York  was  divided,  90  have  been  completely  graded.  Of  the 
remaining  11  sections,  3  are  expected  to  be  finished  early  in  January,  which  will 
complete  the  graduation  of  all  the  sections  continuously  from  Timonium  to  within 
2^  miles  of  York.  The  other  8  sections  extending  from  this  point  to  York,  are 
reported  to  be  in  such  a  state  that  they  can  certainly  be  completed  by  the  middle 
of  March  at  the  latest. 

Much  work  has  also  been  done  upon  the  graduation  of  the  proposed  alterations 
in  the  location  of  the  old  portion  of  the  road  between  Timonium  arjd  Baltimore, 
and  the  whole  of  them  can  be  finished  at  an  early  period.  The  iron  for  the  relay- 
ing of  this  track  has  not  arrived,  but  as  the  old  road  may  continue  to  be  used  in 
the  meantime,  no  delay  need  be  caused  by  the  unfinished  state  of  the  sections  on 
this  division,  in  the  opening  of  the  whole  line  of  read. 

During  some  months  past  several  parties  have  been  actively  engaged  in  laying 
the  rails  upon  different  parts  of  the  road.  At  this  time  they  are  laid  from  Timo- 
nium, the  termination  of  the  old  road,  to  a  distance  of  28-i  miles,  and  within  151 
miles  of  York,  with  the  exception  of  two  intervals,  not  amounting  together  to 
six  thousand  feet  in  length.  These  intervals  can  be  finished  by  the  first  of  the 
ensuing  month  or  within  a  few  days  thereafter,  and  cars  can  then  pass  on  the 
whole  line  continuously  from  Baltimore  upwards  of  40  miles. 

In  the  remaining  distance  of  15i  miles  extending  to  York,  the  rails  have  been 
also  laid  for  seven  miles  upon  different  sections,  and  upon  upwards  of  4  miles 
more  the  sleepers  have  been  laid  and  adjusted  for  the  reception  of  the  rails  ;  unless 
therefore,  the  operations  of  the  company  should  be  delayed  by  any  impediments 
other  than  those  of  the  ordinary  severity  of  the  season,  the  board  see  no  reason 
to  doubt  but  that  the  whole  road  may  be  completed  to  within  2a  miles  of  York 
by  the  first  of  March  next,  and  to  York  before  the  end  of  the  same  month. 

The  company  will  again  find  itself  reluctantly  compelled  to  apply  to  the  state 
and  to  the  city  for  further  aid  to  enable  them  to  complete  the  enterprise  in  which 
they  are  engaged.  It  is  true  that  the  board  had  supposed  that  the  means  hereto- 
fore placed  at  their  disposal  were  sufficient  to  accomplish  this  object,  but  they 
have  found  themselves  disappointed.  The  experience  however  of  every  day, 
shews  with  greater  force,  absolute  necessity  of  constructing  all  rail  roads  in  the 
first  instance,  in  such  a  manner  as  will  prevent  the  incessant  and  ruinous  charges 
upon  their  revenue  which  are  necessary  to  keep  in  repair  those  less  substantially 
made.  In  estimating  the  cost  of  such  a  mode  of  construction  as  is  now  almost 
universally  admitted  to  be  the  only  proper  one,  the  board  have  found  that  suffi- 
cient allowance  had  not  been  made  for  the  requisite  increased  expenditure.  But 
they  are  confident  that  the  road  when  finished,  will  demonstrate  the  propriety  of 
the  plan  which  has  been  adopted;  that  its  high  cost  will  be  far  more  than  com- 
pensated by  the  diminution  of  the  annual  charges  upon  its  revenue;  and  that  the 
road  will  challenge  a  comparison  with  any  in  the  United  States,  in  respect  to  the 
judicious  mode  of  its  construction,  its  durability  or  the  small  amount  which  will 
be  required  to  keep  it  always  in  a  perfect  state  of  repair. 

The  board  will  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  honourable,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  at  the  present  session,  a  further  report,  together  with  all  such  state- 
ments as  may  be  required  to  give  the  fullest  information  with  regard  to  all  their 
proceedings,  and  to  the  present  condition  and  future  prospects  of  the  company.

To  the  Hon.  Samuel  Smith,  Esq.  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 

Sir: — It  was  recently  intimated  to  me  that  it  was  customary  for  companies  in 
which  the  city  of  Baltimore  held  a  considerable  amount  of  stock,  to  make  occa- 
sional reports  to  the  city  officers  of  the  state  of  their  funds,  and  the  progress  of 
the  works  under  their  charge.  In  accordance  with  this  rule,  I  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  brief  statement: 

The  original  charter  of  the  Susquehanna  canal  company  was  obtained  from 
the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  15th  April,  L8353  and  the  company  was  organized 
in  the  beginning  of  June  following.  By  the  charter  the  location  of  the  canal  was 
confined  to  the  eastern  shore  of  the  river.  Many  obstacles  were  encountered  by 
the  company  in  their  efforts  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  old 
Maryland  Susquehanna  canal  company,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  execute  the  work 
as  directed  by  the  act  of  incorporation.  Much  time  was  consumed  in  the  course 
of  the  negotiation,  but  while  pending,  the  company  directed  their  engineer  to 
make  a  survey  and  examination  of  the  western  shore,  which  terminated  in  a 
highly  favourable  report  of  the  advantages  of  that  compared  with  the  opposite 
one.  This  led  to  a  simultaneous  application  to  the  legislatures  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Maryland ;  to  the  former,  for  the  right  to  change  the  location  of  the  canal 
from  the  east  to  the  west  side;  and  to  the  latter,  for  a  charter  to  continue  the  canal 
to  some  convenient  point  of  termination  at  tide-water.  A  supplementary  Ian-, 
granting  the  right  applied  for,  was  obtained  from  Pennsylvania  in  March,  1836, 
and  in  the  month  of  April  following,  the  act  incorporating  the  Tide  Water  Canal 
Company  was  obtained  from  Maryland.  The  latter  law  was  defective  in  s< 
particulars,  which  rendered  a  supplement  necessary,  and  this  was  obtained  at  the 
adjourned  session  of  the  legislature,  held  in  May  thereafter.  This  act  completed 
the  legislation  for  the  two  companies  as  it  now  stands,  and  enabled  them  to  take 
measures  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  committed  to  their  charge.  It  may  not 
be  improper  to  add,  that  under  the  charter  of  the  Tide  Water  canal,  the  company 
has  become  the  proprietor  of  the  old  Maryland  Susquehanna  canal ;  for  the  pur- 
chase of  which,  they  have  issued  certificates  of  dpbt  to  the  late  proprietors  to  the 
amount  of  $120,400,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  payable  semi- 
annually, redeemable  in  five  years  from  the  2d  of  June  last,  on  which  day  its 
value  was  ascertained  by  the  award  of  the  referees,  to  whom  the  question  was 
referred.  This  brief  recapitulation  of  facts  and  dates  will  serve  to  shew  that  the 
companies  have  given  persevering  attention  to  the  objects  for  which  they  were 
constituted,  and  to  explain,  it  is  hoped  satisfactorily,  the  delay  that  inter-, 
from  the  organization  of  the  company,  to  the  commencement  of  operations. 

A  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  in  June  succeeding  the  parage  o(  the  last 
mentioned  supplementary  law,  and  the  engineer  was  directed  to  proceed  with  the 
survey  and  location  of  the  canal  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.     A  portion  of  it, 
embracing  about  eighteen  miles  of  the  most  difficult  sections  was  placed  under 
contract  in  October,  1830,  but  owing  to  the  early  commencement  of  winter  that 
season,  and  its  long  continuance,  but  little  was  done  till  the  ensuing  spring.     In 
the  spring,  the  entire  line  from  the  commencement  opposite  to  Columbia,  to  i 
ferry,  at  tide-water,  was  placed  under  contract,  and  has  since  been  vigorously 
prosecuti  d.     Much  of  the  line  is  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness  that  its  comple 
tion  will   be   insured  early  in  the  spring;  and  ihr  rock   sections  will   be  nil   exca 
vated  and  ready  1'>  receive  the  lining  about  the  same  time.     Six  sections  of  plainer 
excavation,  averaging  about  half  a  mil'-  each,  are  already  completed,  and  s< 
others  may  be  completed  in  the  course  of  another  month,  if  the  weather  should 
continue  favourable. 

The  whole  of  the  mechanical  work,  ini  cks,  dams,  aqueducts,  culverts 

and  bridges  on  the  main  lin  en  allotted  •'  will

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and  if  funds  shall  be  supplied  as  rapidly  as  the  work  shall  advance,  we  confi- 
dently look  to  its  completion  in  the  course  of  the  spring  of  1839.  And  we  trust 
that  a  due  sense  of  the  great  importance  of  the  work,  as  well  to  Pennsylvania  as 
Maryland,  and  indeed  to  the  country  at  large,  will  ensure  the  necessary  supplies.

To  the  Mayor  and   City  Council, 

Gentlemen  : — The  commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
have  the  honour  to  transmit  their  ninth  annual  report  for  the  year  1837,  shewing 
what  has  been  done  since  their  previous  report. 

The  board  at  its  meeting  held  in  January  last  for  re-organization,  chose  the  fol- 
lowing persons  to  fill  the  respective  offices  necessary  to  the  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  board,  Mr.  Lucas,  President,  Mr.  Cohen,  Treasurer,  and  Dr.  Monmo- 
nier,  Secretary. 

No  change  having  taken  place  in  the  manner  of  conducting  the  schools  since 
our  eighth  annual  report  was  made,  we  take  leave  to  refer  you  to  that  report  in 
which  will  be  found  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  minutiae  of  operation. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Carter,  as  teacher  of  male  school 
No.  3,  it  became  necessary  to  make  a  new  appointment,  which  was  done  by

From  the  amount  of  expenditure  above  stated,  and  the  experience  of  the  trus- 
tees, as  far  as  they  have  advanced  in  the  operations  of  the  current  year,  they  are 
of  opinion,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor,  and  for  contingencies  for  the  year  commencing  on  the  1st  of 
May,  1838,  and  ending  30th  April,  1S3& 

The  document  marked  A,  referred  to  in  the  aforegoing  statement  of  accounts, 
will  show  the  articles  furnished  under  the  head  of  supplies. 

The  document  marked  B,  exhibits  the  articles  made  up  or  manufactured  in  the 
house,  together  with  the  work  done  on  the  farm  by  the  paupers,  valued  at 
$3,655  53. 

The  table  marked  C,  will  show  that  there  were  admitted  into  the  house  during 
the  year  ending  30th  April,  1837,  including  21  births,  871  paupers,  discharged 
358,  died  208,  bound  19,  eloped  340,  leaving  450  paupers,  including  those  before 
in  the  house. 

The  table  marked  D,  exhibits  the  monthly  average  to  be  421  3-12  city  paupers, 
and  49  2-12  strangers,  the  city  being  charged  with  2-3  of  the  latter. 
The  table  marked  E,  will  show  the  birth  place  of  the  paupers. 
The  table  marked  F,  will  show  the  ages  of  the  paupers. 
The  table  marked  G,  will  show  the  habits  of  the  paupers. 
The  table  marked  H,  will  show  the  quantity  of  clothing  issued  for  the  year. 
The  table  marked  I,  will  show  the  cases  treated   in  the   house  for  the  year; 
showing  also,  the  number  cured,  relieved,  &c. 

The  document  marked  J,  exhibits  the  products  of  the  farm  for  the  year,  valued 
at  $5,865  08,  of  which  sales  were  made  to  the  amount  of  $165  25,  and  the 
remainder  consumed  at  the  establishment. 

The  trustees  would  again  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  mayor  and  city 
council  to  the  propriety  of  some  improvement  in  the  manner  of  furnishing  street 
manure  for  the  use  of  the  alms-house  farm. 

The  productiveness  of  the  farm  is  so  obviously  the  interest  of  the  city,  that  the 
trustees  deem  it  unnecessary  to  urge  any  argument  to  support  a  point  so  plain. 
The  only  question  is,  how  the  farm  can  be  rendered  the  most  productive  at  the 
least  expense  to  the  cit) . 

By  the  present  plan,  much  of  the  manure  that  is  furnished  is  of  an  inferior 
quality,  and  renders  but  little  service.  The  trustees  would  suggest  the  propriety 
of  the  city  authorities  granting,  for  the  use  of  the  farm,  all  the  manure  collected 
in  Franklin  stn  a  Howard  and  Green  streets \  also,  that  part  of  Penn- 

sylvania avenui   as  fai  a's  il  is  The  trustees  are  induced  to  ask  this  of 

the  city,  as  the  manure  will  be  of  the  best  quality,  and  at  the  most  convenient 
point  for  hauling,  as  the  Franklin  turnpike  passes  through  the  heart  of  the  poor- 
house  ground-. 

Should  this  suggestion  be  approved  of,  the  trustees  would  engage  to  haul  the 
manure  from  the  str<  el  at  such  times  as  the  health  commissioners  shall  determine 
on. 
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In  directing  your  attention  to  these  considerations,  the  trustees  have  no  other 
object  in  view  than  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  as  public  servants;  for  they 
are  convinced  that,  by  prudent  management  on  the  part  of  the  city  authorities, 
the  poor-house  farm,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  will  be  made  one  of  the  best 
farms  in  the  state,  at  a  small  expense,  and  a  subject  of  pride  as  well  as  profit  to 
the  city.

REPORT   OF   THE  JOINT   COMMITTEE  OF  THE   CITY  COUNCIL^ 

APPOINTED    TO    EXAMINE    THE 

BALTIMORE  AND  SUSQUEHANNA  RAIL  ROAD. 


Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  the  16th  of  January  last,  to  examine  the 
Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  in  compliance  ivith  the  request  of  the  President  and 
Directors  of  said  road. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  attended  to  the  same,  and 
that  on  the  following  Thursday  the  18th  of  January,  they  in  company  with  a 
large  number  of  the  members  of  the  councils,  together  with  several  members 
of  the  legislature  and  other  invited  guests,  making  together  one  hundred  and  forty 
persons,  met  at  the  depot  of  the  Susquehanna  rail  road,  where  they  were  politely 
received  by  the  president  and  directors  of  the  road,  and  conducted  to  Timonium, 
a  distance  of  11  miles,  in  several  cars  drawn  by  horses,  from  thence  they  were 
conveyed  to  Hise's  mill,  a  distance  of  28  miles  in  one  hour  and  thirty-one  minutes, 
exclusive  of  eleven  minutes  for  stoppages,  an  average  speed  of  18$  miles  per 
hour,  being  drawn  by  a  superior  locomotive  engine,  built  in  Lowell,  Massachu- 
setts, under  the  direction  of  G.  W.  Whistler,  Esq.  civil  engineer,  of  great  power 
and  neatness.  From  Hise's  mill  to  York,  your  committee  were  conveyed  by 
carriages  furnished  by  the  company,  and  had  an  opportunity  of  viewing  the  coun- 
try along  the  turnpike,  as  also  the  improvements  of  the  rail  road  company  in  the 
town  of  York,  which  have  been  constructed  with  a  due  regard  to  the  interest  of 
the  companv. 

On  the  following  day  your  committee  visited  that  part  of  the  road  which  lies 
between  York  and  Hise's  mill,  a  distance  of  I6i  miles  ;  this  part  of  the  road  is 
nearly  ready  for  general  travelling;  the  graduation,  excepting  2d  miles,  is  com- 
pleted ;  the  part  not  completed,  has  been  delayed  from  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
the  right  of  way,  in  proper  time;  the  whole  distance  on  which  the  rails  have 
been  laid,  commencing  a  short  distance  on  this  side  of  Timonium,  is  344  miles, 
6  miles  of  this  however,  could  not  be  travelled  continuously,  besides  this,  5 
miles  of  the  road  Is  so  far  ready  as  to  receive  the  rail;  the  company  are  quite 
sanguine  that  the  whole  may  be  complen  d  by  the  middle  of  March  or  April  next, 
in  which  your  committee  think  little  disappoiptment  may  be  anticipated.  Before 
the  committee  proceed  to  give  some  details  connected  with  its  construction  and 
its  probable  advantag<  s,  they  b<  g  leave  to  present  their  thanks  to  the  president  and 
directors  for  the  courtesy  and  att<  otion  showed  to  them,  and  their  promptness  in 
giving  information  connected  with  the  road  and  its  operations— they  also  are 
indebted  to  rsaac  Trimble,  Esq.  chief  engineer,  for  many  items  furnished  them. 

'"  '•  lamining'  the  road  as  requ<  st<  d  by  the  company,  they  have  endeavoured 
to  do  jo,  in  the  mosl  impartial  manner,  acting  with  due  refi  r<  oce  to  the  interest 
oj  the  city  io  the  Bame,  at  the  same  time  having  regard  to  the  propriety  of  the 
citj  i  Dgaging  still  furthez  therein,  in  company  with  the  state  of  Maryland,  so  as  to 
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msure  its  completion,  and  to  give  that  facility  which  we  think  the  city  and  state 
ought,  to  its  citizens,  enabling  them  to  stand  on  a  level  with  other  cities  in  this 
vast  and  growing  republic.     Our  first  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fold  road,1  as  it 
is  called  from  Baltimore  to  Timonium,  which  was  constructed  some  years  ago,  on 
the  plan  then  generally  used,  but  which  from  the  great  improvements  in  rail  road 
making  is  now  rendered  nearly  useless,  and  will  no  doubt  be  abandoned  when  the 
new  one  is  located  and  fit  to  travel  on  ;  the  rails  used  on  the  old  road,  were  of  the 
kind  known  as  the  plate  rail,  weighing  seventeen  tons  to  the  mile,  for  a  single 
track,  and  which  is  now,  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  superseded  by  the  T  or 
H  rail,  of  much  greater  weight,  it  being  ascertained  that  the  using  a  light  rail  is 
incompatible  with  quick  travelling  or  transporting  heavy  burdens ;  many  of  the 
roads  constructed  in  this  manner  are  undergoing  a  complete  reconstruction,  and 
we  believe  it  will  be  found  that  the  interest  of  every  road  will  be  promoted  by  the 
alteration — the  curvatures  on  this  part  of  the  road  in  many  places  were  not  more 
than  3  or  400  feet  of  radius,  which  has  by  a  relocation  been  so  arranged  as  that 
none  of  them  are  of  less  than  800  feet ;  these  changes  will  render  it  of  the  same 
character  as  that  from  Timonium  to  York,  enhancing  the  cost  of  graduation  to 
$70,000 ;  the  rail  intended  for  this  part  is  to  be  the  same  which  is  used  on  the 
rest  of  the  road,  and  will  be  more  particularly  described  hereafter,  the  cost  of 
which  is  estimated  at  $110,000. 

From  Timonium  to  York  your  committee  were  particularly  struck  with  the 
rough  and  broken  character  of  the  country  through  which  the  road  passes,  com- 
bining high  hills,  abrupt  precipices,  naked  rock,  confined  and  tortuous  valleys,  and 
numerous  streams,  many  of  them  of  large  size,  making  it  difficult  to  construct  a 
rail  road,  and  still  more  difficult  to  make  correct  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof — in 
many  places  the  surface  of  these  precipices  to  be  encountered  presented  a  cover- 
ing of  earth,  which  upon  excavation  it  is  apparent  abounded  largely  in  rock; 
numerous  deep  cuts  have  been  made,  the  principal  one  of  which  is  at  Parr  spring 
ridge,  immediately  across  the  Maryland  line,  extending  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in 
length,  with  a  depth  of  35  feet,  on  the  Maryland  side  of  which  numerous  springs 
were  encountered,  making  it  necessary  to  resort  to  extensive  draining  in  order  to 
secure  the  bed  of  the  road,  part  of  which  is  laid  on  a  bed  of  rock  of  three  feet  in 
depth,  the  width  of  the  road.  As  might  be  anticipated,  its  cost  has  been  great, 
which  we  are  informed  was  $41,159. 

In  following  the  Codorus  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the  ridge,  several  excava- 
tions of  the  character  already  mentioned  have  been  made  ;  in  one  place  a  tunnel 
of  2G4  feet  in  length  has  been  constructed,  at  a  cost  of  $13,359,  the  upper  drift  of 
which  was  begun  in  June  and  finished  in  October  of  1837,  about  four  months; 
the  whole  was  completed  by  the  1st  of  January  last,  making  but  seven  months 
from  its  commencement  to  its  completion.  By  constructing  this  tunnel  the  com- 
pany have  saved  much  money,  as  they  would  have  been  compelled  to  make  half 
of  a  mile  of  road,  together  with  four  large  bridges,  and  great  difficulty  would 
have  attended  its  use  when  made  from  the  short  radius  of  the  several  curves. 

The  bridges  on  this  part  of  the  road  are  numerous,  owing  to  the  route  of  the 
road  being  confined  very  much  to  the  valleys  of  the  principal  streams  along  which 
it  has  been  thought  most  advantageous  to  make  the  location — they  number 
eighty-one  in  all,  and  are  mostly  of  wood;  the  length  of  them  is  4,370  feet,  or 
more  than  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  The  principal  one  is  over  the  Gunpowder 
falls  at  Jessup's  mill,  its  length  is  320  feet,  with  a  span  in  the  middle  of  200  feet 
in  the  clear ;  the  piers  and  ahutments  are  constructed  of  range  work  masonry,  of 
the  most  substantial  character,  and  cost  only  $2,881  38,  owing  to  their  location 
being  made  some  distance  from  the  margin  of  the  stream,  where  the  foundation 
was  good,  and  did  not  require  so  large  an  amount  of  masonry. 

The  superstructure  which  rests  upon  this  masonry  is  framed  upon  the  plan  of 
Col.  S.  PI.  Long,  with  some  modifications,  the  centre  span  is  framed  with  treble 
posts,  braces,  Sec.  the  other  two  spans  with  double  posts,  braces,  &c.  215,000  feet 
of  lumber  have  been  used  in  its  construction,  which  was  delivered  in  York  at  $1H 
per  thousand  feet;  the  cost  of  this  bridge,  excluding  masonry,  was  $4,800. 

The  wooden  bridges  have  been  built  by  Mr.  Adam  Denmead,  upon  plans  fur- 
nished him  by  the  engineer  department;  the  work  was  done  in  York,  and  hauled 
from  thence  to  the  different  sites,  and  with  only  two  exceptions  were  erected  dur- 
ing the  last  year.    They  are  well  protected  from  moisture  at  the  joinings  of  the 
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timbers,  and  covered  with  a  thorough  coating  of  gas  tar ;  any  repairs  may  be 
done  to  them  without  stopping  the  travelling  on  the  road. 

We  understand  that  the  foundation  of  every  structure  of  masonry  rests  upon 
rock,  or  is  sunk  to  so  great  a  depth  below  the  bed  of  the  stream,  and  secured  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  apprehend  any  accident  to  the 
masonry  by  floods.  The  total  cost  of  masonry  on  the  road  will  be  about  $235,000; 
of  this  sum  it  is  supposed  at  least  one-half  was  expended  on  foundations,  and  that 
portion  of  masonry  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

The  rail  of  the  new  track  is  of  the  H  form,  weighing  about  58*  lbs.  to  the 
Yard,  and  is  secured  in  the  most  modern  and  improved  manner,  and  weigh  92 
tons  to  the  mile,  costing  $6,612,  which,  together  with  the  cost  of  graduation, 
makes  the  whole  cost  of  the  road  per  mile  §9,573  89.  A  larger  amount  for  rails 
has  been  expended  than  at  first  was  anticipated. 

The  grades  on  the  whole  line,  excepting  those  near  the  'Dividing  ridge,'  are  of 
moderate  ascent,  and  have  been  arranged  so  as  to  dispense  with  siationary  power. 
The  plan  pursued  in  order  to  overcome  the  above  ridge  has  been  so  to  regulate 
the  ascent  in  coming  to  this  city  from  York,  as  that  the  summit  can  be  passed  by 
the  whole  train  with  the  assistance  of  an  additional  locomotive  for  a  few  miles,  or 
by  dividing  the  train  and  conveying  each  half  over  separately,  thereby  accom- 
plishing all  that  is  necessary,  and  saving  an  immense  amount  of  money  which 
would  have  been  required  to  reduce  the  grade  at  this  particular  point. 

The  power  of  the  engine,  by  which  the  company  was  drawn  on  the  excursion 
is  260  tons  on  a  level,  in  an  ordinary  good  state  of  the  rails;  that  is,  when  free 
from  snow  and  frost;  its  power  on  the  grade  of  sixty  feet  per  mile  ascending  the 
northern  side  of  the  summit  from  York  towards  Baltimore,  is  capable  of  drawing 
58!  tons ;  its  power  on  the  grade  ascending  to  the  summit  going  from  Baltimore 
to  York,  of  84  feet  per  mile,  is  45  tons,  equal  to  four  passenger  coaches  with  240 
passengers;  and  its  power  on  the  steepest  grades  of  the  Wrightsville  and  York 
road,  and  upon  the  grades  south  of  York  to  a  point  ol  4i  miles  from  the  summit, 
is  100  tons. 

The  heaviest  trade  being  from  York  to  Baltimore,  the  grades  in  that  direction  are 
evidently  the  chief  consideration  ;  these  grades  have  been  so  arranged  and  distri- 
buted, as  to  give  the  greatest  useful  effect  to  the  power  of  an  engine,  and  the  same 
with  those  on  the  south  side  of  the  summit. 

It  is  evident  that  unless  the  grades  on  the  nonh  side  of  the  summit  could  be 
reduced  to  a  uniform  grade  of  useful  effect,  (which  in  this  case  was  impossible.) 
it  is  belter  that  gentle  grades  should  be  maintained  to  as  distant  a  point  from  York 
as  possible,  and  that  the  rise  from  the  base  to  the  summit  of  the  dividing  ridge, 
should  be  concentrated  into  as  small  a  space  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  use- 
ful operation  of  a  locomotive  engine.  Accordingly  the  grades  have  been  arranged 
to  meet  these  views,  on  a  calculation  that  the  ratio  of  trade  from  York  to  Balti- 
more, compared  with  that  from  Baltimore  to  York,  will  be  as  five  to  one,  (five 
tons  to  one,)  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  an  engine  can  as  easily  perform  its 
appropriate  duty  on  the  grade  of  84  feet  per  mile,  as  it  can  on  that  of  but  sixty 
feet. 

The  advantages  to  be  derived  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  by  the  opening  of  this 

road,  are  considerably  greater  than  your  committee  were  aware  of,  until  theii 

attention  were  directed  to  the  various  routes  in  which  it  would  be  broughl  in 

connection  with.     The  road  from  York  to  Wrigntsville  or  Columbia  is  only  12 

miles,  making  the  distance  from  Baltimore  only  68  miles,  while  to  Philadelphia 

mill  s,  ;i  difli  o  nee  in  favour  of  our  city  of  nearly  11  miles.    From  Colum- 

i  Harrisburg  is  29  miles,  where  ii  connects  with  a  rail  read  to  Sunbury;

copy  of  a  Ii  iter  from  the  honourable  E.  \\  liittlesey,  of  <  >hio,  to  S.  Smith,  Esq.  of 

the  3d  "i  Januarj .  1837,  v.  hich  we  give  al  length,  from  the  interest  manifested  by 
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him  in  regard  to  our  internal  improvements,  in  which  the  West  we  believe  gene- 
rally participates. 

My  Dear  Sir:  Washington,  January  3,  1837. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  kindness  for  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  president  and 
directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  company,  and  I  thank  you 
for  sending  it.  The  board  with  great  propriety  and  forecast,  place  a  high  value 
on  connecting  Baltimore  with  lake  Erie,  and  it  is  shown  by  the  report,  that 
Baltimore  is  nearer  lake  Erie,  by  several  connecting  routes  mentioned,  than  either 
New  York  or  Philadelphia. 

There  is  a  connecting  route  that  will  bring  Baltimore,  at  least  fifty  miles  nearer 
lake  Erie,  than  either  route  mentioned,  which  has  not  fallen  under  the  observation 
of  the  board,  or  has  been  overlooked  by  them.  1  have  reference  to  a  rail  road 
that  will  most  certainly  be  constructed,  from  Conneaut  to  the  mouth  of  the  Big 
Beaver,  or  until  it  shall  unite  with  the  navigation  by  water,  at  or  near  Newcastle, 
Conneaut  is  in  Ohio,  on  the  lake  near  the  Pennsylvania  line;  the  route  has  been 
lately  surveyed,  and  in  one  instance  it  runs  twenty  miles  on  one  point  of  the  com- 
pass, and  in  another  eight  ;  I  have  looked  for  the  survey  this  evening  but  I  cannot 
find  it.  The  Ohio  river  will  be  used  for  the  present,  from  Pittsburg  to  Beaver, 
and  from  thence  to  Newcastle ;  there  is  already  a  slack  water  navigation  and 
canal.  Baltimore  by  that  route  will  reach  the  lakes  through  the  Pennsylvania 
canal  two  weeks  earlier  than  by  either  route  mentioned  by  the  board. 

The  benefit  of  the  lake  trade  to  Baltimore,  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  distance 
up  the  lake  that  she  forms  the  connection,  or  nearly  so. 

The  board  has  also  overlooked  another  connection  with  lake  Erie,  of  immense 
importance  to  Baltimore;  J  have  reference  to  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  canal; 
that  canal  unites  with  the  Ohio  canal  at  Ahron,  about  thirty-seven  miles  from 
Cleaveland,  and  with  the  Pennsylvania  works  at  Newcastle. 

The  importance  of  the  trade  of  the  upper  lakes  is  not  appreciated  by  the  most 
enthusiastic.  The  natural  point  for  diverting  a  portion  of  it  to  Baltimore  and  to 
Philadelphia,  is  in  Ohio.  Goods  by  that  canal,  will  be  on  the  shelves  of  mer- 
chants at  Green  Bay  and  Chichago,  in  the  spring,  before  the  lake  is  open  at 
Buffalo. 

There  is  an  immense  world  in  that  upper  country,  and  the  trade  from  the  route 
to  Elmyra,  bears  about  the  same  proportion  to  it,  that  Jones'  creek  does  to  the 
Susquehanna. 

I  hope  that  you  may  live  to  see  a  due  proportion  of  this  trade  enriching  Balti- 
more— New  York  and  Philadelphia  will  have  their  share  also.
